THE Q. & B. PETITION. 


What Is Contemplated in Quincy and 
the Suburbs. 


At the State House this week, the pe- 
tition of the Quincy & Boston Street Rail- 
way company for authority to purchase the 
Braintree Street Railway company and to 
lease the Randolph Street Railway company 
was heard by the committee on street rail- 
ways and the Herald’s report will be of 
interest, showing as it does what is con- 
templated. 

The bill accompanying the petition asks 
for authority to increase the certified stock 
of the Quincy Street Railway Company 
$300,000. 

Jobn R. Graham, president of the 
Quincy road, in explaining the provisions 
of the bill, said that the people of Braintree 
were anxious for the consolidation. The 
Braintree road had not paid expenses, 
operated as an independent company, but 
since the Quincy road has obtained con- 
trol of its stock and bonds and operated 
itin connection with the Quincy road it 
has paid expenses. The selectmen of 
Braintree have approved the conso'idation. 

The Randolph road is not built. A lo- 
cation has been granted, however. The 
Braintree road has capita! stock of $35,000; 
bonds, $35,000; debt, $25,000. It is the 
intention of the Quincy company, in the 
event of the consolidation, to wipe out the 
bonds, 

The increase of capital is wanted for the 
following purposes: To continue the 
Braintree road to the Randolph line, and 
for other purposes, $100,000; for building 
the Randolph line, $50,000; for rebuilding 
road from Quincy Centre to Quincy Point, 
substituting electric for horse construction, 
$25,000; rebuilding and double tracking 
Hancock street line from Quincy Centre to 
Neponset river, $70,000; power plant, 
$25,000; new equipment, $30,000. 

There has been an increase of 65 per 
cent. in the business of the Quincy com- 
pany ina year. Formerly it cost 15 cents— 
three fares—to go from Quincy to Hol- 
brook, but since the Quincy company has 
begun to operate the Braintree road only 
two fares are required to ride that distance, 


Boston Horse Show.

Boston, 

The preliminary arrangements are being 
completed as fast as can be expected and 
the premium list and other details will be 
announced at an early date.

On the first page today will be found a 
full list of Mayor Adams’ appointments 
for 1896. 

Charles F. Knowlton, the new Commis- 
sioner of Public Works, was born in 
Swampscott, Jan. 31, 1865, and was, there- 
fore, 31 years of age the day on which his 
appointment was made public. His early 
education was received in the public 
schools of his native place and at a private 
school, 

Graduating from school he entered the 
employ of a wool firm as clerk and from 
that entered the employ of Norman & 
Weever in the construction of the Swamp- 
scott Water system. 

In the spring of 1889 he went to Duluth, 
Minn., where he was employed in the con- 
struction of sewers, bridges, streets, etc. 

He remained there ten years and then 
entered the employ of the Everett Land 
Co., of Washington, to build the city of 
Everett, where he had charge of the con- 
struction work and thetaying out and build- 
ing of its streets. 

Owing to the iilness of his father, he re- 
turned east last spring,aud entered the 
employ of the Massachusetts Highway 
Commission, as constructing engineer and 
has built since that time the State roads 
in North Adams, Williamstown and West 
Newbury, the latter being left uncompleted 
on account of winter weather. 

Commissioner Knowlton at present 
resides with his family at Malden, but 
intends to take up his residence in Quincy. 

He paid his first visit to Quincy this 
morning with Mayor Adams, who pre- 
sented him to Mr, Eaton, the retiring Com 
missioner. 

After a brief inspection of the methods 
of the office, the two gentlemen made a 
visit to the city stables and stone crusher. 

When seen later by a representative of 
the LepGeR, Mr. Knowlton said he had 
made a study of streets and material used 
in their construction so as to get the best 
results for the money expended. He con- 
sidered tne first thing was proper drainage, 
without which it was impossible to have 
goud streets, 

Next was the proper construction and 
the putting on of the material in the proper 
way, and in this connection, he said, 
different localities needed different modes 
of constructien, according to the use to 
which the streets were put and he should 
have to make a study of Quincy streets 
before he could tell wha‘ form of construc- 
tion to use. 

The great trouble, however, was that 
people do not attach enough importance to 
good roads, He considered that they were 
second in importance to schools, and the 
appropriation for such should be second to 
that of schools, for it was better to have 
good roads if some other departments 
suffered, 

The city of Quincy appropriates a less 
proportion of its valuation for care of 
streets than any other city in the Common- 
wealth, In other words $1.12 of the taxes 
in Quincy is expended on streets, while ip 
some cities it ran as high as $4. 

In conclusion, he expressed a desire that 
his relations with the people of Quincy 
would be of a pleasant nature and said 
that he should enter upon his duties Mon- 
day morning. 

City Treasurer Gray 
Is an ex-Councilman, and a well known 
citizen, He is 53 years of age and has been 
a stock broker and in other business, and 
has been interested in the flaancial institu- 
tions of the city. 

A critic of the Council of 1891 said of 
Mr. Gray: ‘*No member of the Council 
has stood up more manfully against the 
most bitter sarcasm and fierce attack of 
words than Councilman Gray. He is a 
strong believer in pure and systematic 
finance, He never votes in tke affirmative 
if he takes the slightest exception to the 
way of borrowing the money or if he con- 
siders the proposed appropriation at all in 
excess of his ideas of the city’s needs. 
This makes him unpopular during the 
sessions of the Council,but it is the kind of 
unpopularity that the city can afford. In 
pure slang he is a kicker, and we thoroughly 
believe in the necessity of kickers in all 
legislative bodies. We earnestly hope that 
every Council in Quincy’s future will have 
one or more Grays. Socially he is one of 
the finest members, and even after a heated 
debate he is as affable to his bitterest Oop- 
ponent as to his fellow partisan,

OR. DAVIS. REPLIES 


Good Reason for Not Using 
Anti-Toxine. 


Quotes Authorities Which Are Un- 


favorable to if, 


Denies Emphatically That It Would 
Have Saved His Patients. 


To the Editors of the Ledger : 

In your issue of Jan. 29, an article 
appeared in regard to the cases of 
diphtheria under my care, which would 
lead one to suppose that the use of anti- 
toxin would have saved some or all of 
them, which I deny. 

In the first place the cases were very 
malignant, which opinion is confirmed by 
the physicians, who were called in con- 
sultation, and they are men .of experience 
in this disease. 

In the interview published the statement 
is made that ‘the opinions of the leading 
physicians of the country are universally 
in favor of the remedy.” This is not so. 
‘he most determined opposition to the use 
of anti-toxin comes from prominent reg- 
ular school physicians and journals, from 
which allow me to quote. 

In the February ** Medical Briet”’ is as fo’- 
lows: ** The really scientific, eminent, con- 
servative men in the profession who love 
truth for its own sake, and are capable of 
judicial investigation and an unbiased 
verdict, are beginning to send in reports on 
anti-toxin. One and all condemn it, and 
demonstrate conclusively that its use has 
really increased the mortality of diph- 
theria.”” 

As instance, we cite the two alle and 
impartial papers on the subject, read 
before the New York Academy of Medicine 
by Doctors William Henry Porter and 
William Vissman, lecturer on Pathology 
and Clinical Microscopy, at the New 
York Polyclinic. 

Dr. Porter says in American Medico- 
Surgical Bulletin as follows: In the 
practical application of diphtheria, anti- 
toxin, from a clinical standpoint, we find 
the common statement that anti-toxine of 
diphtheria is of avail, only when it is used 
early and in the mild cases of the disease. 
In the later stages, and when the disease 
is ofa severe type, the anti-toxin is of 
little value, and should not be used; in the 
diptheria with mixed infections it has no 
influence of value. Neither does it render 
the human subject immune to diphtheria, 
but rather it tends to lower the nutritive 
resistance of the living cells of the body, 
and thus increases the susceptibility to tbe 
disease.”’ 

“Yet in the face of all these statements 
which have been made by the experimen- 
tal biologists, innumerable statistics are 
being published which appear to prove 
conclusively that the mortality from diph- 
theria has been greatly reduced by the in- 
troduction and use of the diphtheria anti- 
toxin. The real facts however, appear 
to be as follows: 

“ The diagnosis of diphtheria for a long 
time was based upon the presence of Klebs 
Leetiler bacilli in the throat. The pre- 
sence of the bacillus, even in the absence 
of clinical manifestations constituted a true 
case of diphtheria, This naturally swelled 
the total number of the mild cases of diph- 
theria that would in all probability have 
recovered upon almost any rational plan 
of treatment. This single factor has great- 
ly increased the total number of cases, and 
it alone helped largely to lower the per- 
centage of fatal cases. The severe cases 
not ameniable to the anti-toxin treatment, 
one eliminated, which again helps to lower 
the apparent mortality. 

“Then a large percentage of cases having 
a pseudo membrane in the throat and all 
the clinical manifestations common to 
diphtheria, and in which the mortality 
ruos high in consequence of the mixed 
infections, but in which tha examiners 
failed to find the Klebs-Leffler bacillus, 
have been excluded in comp ling the 
statistics, Of this class some observers 
put the number as high as thirty or forty 
per cent, of all cases of dipatheria, 

‘““ All of the above enumerated classes of 
cases have helped to keep down the ap- 
parent fatality of diphtheria. If now, 
some of the first-class, which, from a 
clinical standpoint, never had true diph- 
theria, are deducted as they should be, 
and the two other classes added, the true 
and total mortalit} from diphtheria will be 
found not to have been perceptibly lowered. 

‘Oa the other hand, there appears to be 
an zccumulation of evidence which, in the 
near future, and in the absence of any 
severe epidemic, will show conclusively, 
that the mortality from diphtheria has 
been raised rather than lowered, by the 
employment of diphtheria anti-toxin,”’

[ENGLAND AND TURKEY 


| Former Cannot Alleviate Wrongs In 
the Latter’s Domains. 


‘Sultan’s Prestige Will Ulti- 
mately Restore Order. 


Armenian Horrors and Monroe Doctrine Dis- 
cussed by Lord Salisbury. 


LoNDON, Feb. 1.—Prime Minister Salis- 
bury delivered a speech here last night, in 
the course of which he rebutted the state- 
ments made by John Morley to the elec- 
tors at Arbroath, concerning the Monroe 
doctrine. Lord Salisbury said: 

“T have been held up as the denouncer 
ofthe Monroe doctrine. As & matter of 
fact, although the Monroe doctrine is no 
part of international law, my dispatch to 
Mr. Olney, the secretary of state for the 
United States, supported it as a rule of pol- 
icy in the strongest and most distinct terms. 

“But when & stated in that dispatch, 
and reiterate now, that, as arule of policy, 
we are-the entire advocates of the Monroe 
doctrine, we mean the Monroe doctrine as 
President Monroe understood it. In that 
sense you will not find any more con- 
vinced supporters than we are.” 

Lord Salisbury then turned abruptly to 
the Armenian question, and he reproached 
the religious communities with laboring 
under a mistake when they supposed that 
England had bound herself in honor to 
succor the Armenians, which means to go 
to war with the sultan, in order to force 
him to govern the Armenians. 

The Berlin treaty, Lord Salisbury said, 
merely bound the signatory powers that 
if the sultan promulgated certain reforms 
they would watch over the execution of 
those reforms. Nothing more. He did 
not think anyone could interpret that as 
an understanding to go to war. As to the 
Cyprus convention, Lord Salisbury con- 
tinued, it contains no trace of an under- 
standing to interfere in behalf of the sul- 
tan’s subjects. 

“T was concerned in the drafting of both 
these conventions,’”’ Lord Salisbury said, 
“and nothing would have induced me to 
pledge my country to such a desperate 
undertaking.” 

The sveaker reminded his bearers that 
the reforms which the sultan had recently 
accepted, although very good reforms, 
could not be expected to produce good 
government in two months. 

“They require time to work out,’’ the 
speaker went on to say. ‘They would re- 
quire time ina civilized community, and 
much more soin a savage and fanatical 
community. I hope they will have a bene- 
ficent government as things progress.” 

Lord Salisbury then continued by say- 
ing: “Meantime, by spreading among 
the Turks the feeling that their dominion 
was threatened, these reforms have un- 
fortunately led to the perpetration of hor- 
rors which can only be compared with the 
days of Genghis Khan and Tamerlane. I 
am aware that many influential people 
aver that this was done by the sultan and 
his government with set purpose. 

Excuses Made For the Saltan, 

“My own opinion is that the sultan’s 
government is weak, wretched, impotent 
and powerless; but it is a dream to 
imagine that he ordered the perpetration 
of those cruelties. In my judgment there 
is no ground for thinking so. It was race 
faction and creed faction, driven to the 
highest point in their most corrupt and 
most horrible form, which brought upon 
the wretched Armenians these terrible 
sufferings. 

“Tf you ask why we have not interfered, 
I can only answer for England that we 
could have threatened what I may call 
annoyances in the seizing of customs here 
and there; but when you are dealing with 
the rising of a whole fanatical population 
against a population with whom they 
have been at bitter emnity for ages, and 
who are situated in mountains, far re- 
moved from the seashore, you are deceiv- 
ing yourselves if youimagine that Eng- 
land’s arm, long as it is, could have done 
anything in mitigation. Nothing but a 
military occupation could have done it, 
and England does not possess the power for 
military occupation at that distance. 

“Mr. Gladstone wrote in a letter that 
England could cope with five or six Tur- 
keys. That was a most ill-judged and 
rash observation. If the sultan would 
meet us on the open sea, undoubtedly we 
could cope with five or six sultans. But 
itis not worth arguing the possibility of 
England occupying these inaccessible proy- 
inces. I am not bound to answer the 
question why Europe did notinterfere. I 
say, confidentially, that none of the pow- 

| ers wished to interfere, and I believe their 
view is that, with patience, the sultan’s 
prestige, whichis the only power left in 
the country, will ultimately re-establish 
order and allow industry and commerce 
to take their usual secure course. 

“That is their view, and it is our duty 
to give the sultan time. It is not for me 
to pass judgment on that view, but no 
other remedy has been suggested. It is 
some encouragement to find that already 
some degree of order is being restored. If 
you do not act with the great powers, you 
must actagainst them, and produce ca- 
lamities far more awful and terrible than 
tbe Armenian atrocities.” 

In conclusion, Lord Salisbury referred 
tothe recent vatriotic demonstrations in 
the colonies in the face of the threatened 
foreign complications, and said: “I care 
not how mush we are isolated, if we are 
united. Anexample has been set which 
will shed a beneficent light on the latest 
generations of Englishmen.” 

Lord Salisbury, at the opening of his 
speech, referred to the recent Transvaal 
crisis as throwing a lurid light upon what 
might happen if home rule were granted 
tolreland. As soon as the Transvaal was 
introuble, he pointed out, it applied to 
the foreign powers, instead of to England, 
for support. 

Salisbury Censured. 

An editorial in The Chronicle (Liberal) 
this morning describes Lord Salisbury’s 
speech as “the most amazing utterance 
that ever fell from the lips of the governor 
of a great empire at the crisis of its for- 
tune. Lord Palmerston, in his wildest 
after-dinner escapades, could not have 
beaten it. It will do England grievous 
harm in the eyes of the world. He be- 
stowed but one word upon America, and 
it had better have been unspoken. We 
take leave to tell him that he is playing 
with fire again. He should have said 
either less or more. His confession of 
failure, with regard to Armenia, is a most 
ignominious admission.” 

The Times says of the speech: Lord 
Salisbury’s tone, with reference to Arme- 
nia, was apologetic, and his explanations 
Were rather unusual. But they will con- 
yinoe all fair-minded men that the fault 
does not lie with the British government,

HELD AS A SUSPECT. 


Mrs, Quinlan May Know Something 
About Her Sister’s Death. 


Motives For the Crime Are as 
Yet Unknown. 


Mysterious Tragedy Which Has Stasiled Resi- 
dents of the Hub. 


Boston, Feb. 3.—When the murderer of 
Mrs. Sophia Grant left the kitchen of her 
Brighton street house, Charlestown dis- 
trict, Saturday night, the retreat was per- 
fectly covered. Mrs. Grant lived with her 
sister, Mrs. Quinlan, who left the house at 
9o'’clock. Keturning at ll and receiving 
no answer to the bell, she secured a key 
and found her sister prone on the kitchen 
floor ina pool of blood. There were five 
terrible wounds in the back of her head, 
three of which fractured the skull. 

Mrs. Ida Quinlan, the younger sister of 
Sophia Grant, bas been seized upon as the 
fruits of police enthusiasism and lies 
weepingina cell at station 15. There is 
almost no evidence against her, save that 
she was the last to see the living Sophia 
Grant and the first to find her dead. 

No motive for the murder can be discov- 
ered. And yet the murderer must have 
been animated by the most passionate 
hatred or by the most frenzied insanity 
Not alone was Mrs. Grant killed instantly 
by a tremendous blow delivered from be 
hind, but her prostrate body was pounced 
upon and hacked by repeated assaults 
with some rough, heavy instrument, de- 
livered with quick ferocity. 

Mrs. Grant is more commonly known as 
Mrs. McLeod, she having resumed her 
maiden name after having separated from 
her husband, James Grant, two years ago 
The McLeods knew nothing of this mys- 
terious marriage until a year after their 
sister left her husband. Mr. Grant is said 
to be inthe dry goods business in Paw- 
tucket, R. L 

Mrs. Quinlan was placed under arrest 
yesterday at the house where the murder 
Was committed. She was taken to station 
15 much against her will. When the ser- 
geant arrived at the station house with his 
prisoner she was first taken into the 
guardroom. There she was severely cross- 
examined as to her part in the Saturday 
night affair. 

Sergeant Fessenden followed up several 
clews, bringing to light a hatchet, a shovel 
and a heavy stove-lifter. He requesied 
Mrs. Quinlan to remove the dress she was 
wearing at the time. It was the same 
garment she wore Saturday night when 
she 

Directed the Officers to Her Home. 

The dress and the hatchet, shovel and 
stove-lifter will be taken to Professor 
Wood of Harvard. He will be requested 
to ascertain if certain stains which are 
upon the garment and each of the three 
instruments are blood stains or otherwise. 

Mrs. Quinlan, after undergoing the 
cross-examination, was placed in a cell 
In the afternoon she complained of being 
sick, anda physician was summoned to 
attend her. He made an examination of 
the woman. Briefly, it is his belief that 
the woman's condition is similar to the 
condition of persons whom he has ex- 
amined previously, after which he has 
pronounced their case as bordering closely 
upon delirium tremens. 

It seems Mrs. Quinlan’s husband, who 
is a freight conductor, ceased to live with 
his wife some time ago, and made no se- 
cret of the fact that his action was due to 
Mrs. Quinlan’s drinking habits and bad 
temper. 

During this time he has allowed his wife 
sufficient money to garb herself and chil- 


dren, but not enough to squander in 
liquor. This, it is said, has occasioned 


constant friction, the woman sending mes- 
sengers to her husband demanding more 
money. 

David Quinlan is a very popular man in 
Charlestown, known tote a man of do- 
mestic habits and good-natured disposi- 
tion. But the location, the occupation, 
the character of the man Grant, remain a 
mystery to the police. 

Thus two women, one in jail, the other 
dead, have both been married and both 
separated from their respective husbands. 


Would Have Missionaries Withdrawn. 

HARTFORD, Feb. 3.—Rev. Frank Dixon, 
pastor of the South Baptist church, last 
night preached a vigorous sermon on **The 
Efforts Now Making to Entangle the 
United States In the Turkish Difficulty.” 
He thoaght the United States had no 
right to interfere in the Armenian trou- 
bles, and he characterized the resolutions 
recently adopted in congress as the work 
of professional politicians. Mr. Dixon 
also thought the American missionaries 
in Turkey should be withdrawn, and all 
attempts to spread Christianity there sus- 
pended, rather than jeopardize American 
interests. He blamed England for not 
coming to the aid of the Armenians, as 
that nation, he said, was alone responsible 
for their safety. 


Slide, Fire and Explosion. 

RoOcKLAND, Me., Feb. 8.—A reef of lime- 
stone containing 100,000 cubic feet toppled 
over at the Cobb Lime company’s quarry 
at Meadows yesterday, the mass crushing 
the pumphouse in falling. The machinery 
was demolished, and fire started in the 
ruins. This fire ignited large quantities 
of giant powder, and the discharge created 
great alarm for miles around. The loss is 
g400C, and work will be delsyed four 
weeks. 

Half a Century of Illegal Marriages. 

PROVIDENCE, Feb. 3.—The authorities 
have discovered that the new law requir- 
‘ng all persons performing the marriage 
ceremony to register yearly is identical 
with one enacted 70 years ago, which has 
long been a dead letter. The authorities 
state there has not been a legal marriage 


in Rhode Island for 60 years, and will 
apply to the legislature to have the acts of 
all unlicensed clergymen made yalid. 


Quincy’s Advisers. 

Boston, Feb. 3.—The advisory cabinet 
of business men appointed by Mayor 
Quincy formally organized Saturday. It 
is composed of Jerome Jones, James P.

Suicides’ Busy Day. 

BROOKLYN, Feb. 3.—One woman and 
two men committed suicide in this city 
yesterday. The sensational suicide, how- 
ever, was that of Mrs. Augusta Schwarz, 
a wealthy widow. Forsome time past she ¢ 
had been a constant sufferer from nen- 
ralgia, and that, together with the fact 
that her husband, Anton Schwarz, had 
been found dead, about a year ago, under 
peculiar circumstances, had given her 
great mental worry. She shot herself 
through the mouth, and had placed sev- 
eral rubber tubes over the gas jets and run 
them across the bed where she lay. An 
empty bottle which had contained lauda- 
num was also found in her room. Henry 
Burnz, 50 years old, killed himself by 
drinking a mixture of strychnine and 
lager beer, during a fit of temporary insan- 
ity, because he was reduced from the posi- 
tion of foreman to that of conductor on 
the Reade avenue trolley line. Raynor 
E. Rogers, 36 years old, shot himself in 
the head, and died soon afterward. 


Too Much Water. 


MADISON, Miss., Feb. 3.—A terrifle rain 
fell here, washing away bridges and road- 
beds all through this section. The water 
at Calhoun station was the highest for 39 
years. Rains in the past 48 hours in the 
vicinity of Canton have caused the most 
destructive overflow known in this section 
for 20 years. Houses are flooded, and in 
some cases the inmates were awakened by 
water coming into their houses. The 
Illinois Central railroad is submerged and 
many bridges destroyed. An entire fam- 
ily of children were drowned on the Reid 
place, four miles from Canton, the parenc: 
having gone to a festival and the dwell- 
ing being flooded before their return. 


Duestrow Convicted of Murder.

Aft.r 
arguments that took up the greater p y- 
tion of Saturday, and lasted until almust 
midnight, the case was given to the jury, 
the members of which went to rest with- 
out considering it. Sunday morning the 
jury took up the case, and on the first bal- 
lot unanimously found the defendant 

guilty of murder in the first degree.

The Quincy Yacht club held its annual 
meeting Saturday evening at the Ward 
Room, City Hall, and although the night 
was a stormy one there was a good attend- 
ance.

Both of the above reports were accepted. 

It was voted to prcceed to the election 
of officers and Messrs. Edwin Newcomb, 
Amos Merritt, Harold B. Faxon and H, F. 
Spear were appointed to receive and count 
votes, and the voting began.

The following resolve was adopted:

HATTIE BENEDICT’S NAPS 


First One Lasted Five Weeks and the Second 
Beats the Record. 


MARENGO, N. Y., Feb. 3.—Miss Hattie 
Benedict, aged 19, four months ago fell 
asleep, or rather lapsed into a cataleptic 
trance, and did not awake for five weeks, 
except at long intervals, when she was 
conscious for only a few minutes at a time. 
Once during this period when she awoke 
her mother hurried to get her some food, 
but before she could prepare it the girl 
sank back into a trance. At the end of 
five weeks she awoke with an acute pain 
at the base of the brain, but her faculties 
were in no way impaired, and her general 
health appeared good, excepting the symp- 
toms stated. 

Five weeks ago she fell into another 
trance, which still continues. Her vital 
functions appear to be reduced to the low- 
est point, digestion being at a standstill. 
Her muscles are rigid, but her heart beats 
and she breathes regular. During the 
present trance her heart has shifted three 
times by muscular contraction to the 
right side, but this does not appear to 
have affected its functions. It is thought 
that she is hazily conscious of her sur- 
roundings during these tranoes, because 
when she awoke from the former she had 
some vague recollections of what had hap- 
pened by her bedside. Is is believed by 
her physicians that these attacks are due 
to scarlitinal poisoning during her in- 
fancy. 


A Four-Cornered Fight. 

St. Lovuts, Feb.8.—Ankle deepin mud, 
with a drizzling rain falling through the 
darkness on a lonely country road, four 
men fought a desperate hand to hand con- 
flict with knives.

The death of George M. Hobbs, the 
| father of Conductor George Hobbs-of West

This conclusion was not reached un- 
til the subject of Mr. Bayard’s alleged in- 
discretions had been fully discussed by 
the committee. Party lines were strictly 
drawn, the Democrats opposing any cen- 
sure of Ambassador Bayard, while the 
Republicans insisted that his offense de- 
served a rebuke from the American con- 
gress. 

Twice the proposition was made to the 
Democrats by the Republicans that if the 
former would admit that Mr. Bayard’s 
utterances had been indiscreet, the Repub- 
licans would agree to a mild resolution, 
that is, merely an expression of the sense 
of the house that the ambassador's speeches 
were indiscreet. 

This proposition was refused by the 
Democrats, Mr. McCreary 4 -claring that 
they would neither admit that Mr. Bay- 
ard had been guilty of indiscretion nor 
thatthe house had any power to repri- 
mand him or express its views upon his 
course. The Democrats argued that the 
power of appointment of foreign repre- 
sentatives was vested in the president, 
with the consent of the senate, and that 
the president and the senate were the only 
authorities who had jurisdiction over 
these officials 

Mr. Quigg prepared a general statement 
of the limitations which diplomatic offl- 
cers should observe in their public utter- 
ances which contained no reference to the 
Bayard speeches, but this was a milder 
resolution than most of his colleagues 
wanted. 

It is understood that Mr. Draper, who 
was absent, and Chairman Hitt were not 
in favor of strong censure. Several of the 
new members of the committee—Messrs 
Cousins, Pearson, Heatwole and Smith, 
particularly, have, from the beginning, 
advocated an unqualified and direct cen- 
sure, as well as Mr. Newlands, and Messrs. 
Hitt and Adams on the final vote were re- 
corded with them. Chairman Hitt will 
report the resolution to the house this 
week, anda warm debate will doubtless 
follow. Messrs. McCreary, Money, Turner 
(Ga.)and other Democrats .are preparing 
speeches in defense of Ambassador Bayard.

James and the late French court that 
of the Tuileries, because their head- 
quarters were in the palaces of &t. 
James and the Tuileries respectively, so 
the Turkish court got the name sublime 
porte because its. headquarters were in 
the palace of Bab-i-Humayun, or the 
Lofty Gate, in Constantinople. The 
name has been attached to the building 
in that city which shelters the four prin- 
cipal departments of the government.— 
New York Sun. 


For Free Silver. 


The long contest over the silver bond 
bill is at an end in the senate, that body 
having passed the free silver coinage sub- 
stitute to the house bond bill by the de- 
cisive vote of 42 to 35, a majority of 7 for 
free silver. 

This result was reached at 3 o'clock 
Saturday, after three hours of caustic de- 
bate and sharp parliamentary fencing. 
The public interest in the culmination of 
the protracted struggle was shown by 
crowded galleries and a full attendance on 
the floor, 77 senators being present and 
the others paired. 

Members of the house crowded the cham- 
ber, filling available seats and standing 
room in the rear and side areas. It had 
been expected that a final vote would be 
taken at2 o'clock, but a conflict of opinion 
arose as to the agreement, resulting in 
considerable bitterness and personal feel- 
ing. Many amendments were pending 
when 2 o'clock arrived, and these were 
summarily cut off by a strict construction 
of the agreement, although the differences 
over the agreement itself held off the vote 
for an hour beyond the time set. The re- 
sult was such a foregone conclusion that 
little excitement or surprise was occasioned 
by the announcement.of the passage of the 
substitute. 

The early hours of the session, begin- 
ning at 11 o'clock, were given to the clos- 
ing speeches, including that of Mr. Mor- 
rill, the octogenarian of congress, who is 
still vigorous in speech and thought. The 
other speeches were under the five-minute 
rule, being brief and snappy. Mr. Lind- 
say took occasion tosay that in his judg- 
ment the president had fulfilled the full 
measure of his duty in financial affairs 
and should do no more. If calamity came, 
as aresult of congressional inaction, the 
president should leave the responsibility 
where it belonged—on the shoulders of 
congress. 

Another interesting incident occurred 
when Mr. Gorman was urging that the 
legislation was fruifless, as it could not 
receive executive approval. Mr. Morgan 
called attention to the fact that the duty 
of congress was to act without executive 
influence or direction, to which Mr, Gor- 
man with much earnestness replied: “I 
fully agree to that proposition and only 
regret that there has not been a closer ad- 
herence to it in the past. The senator 
from Alabama cannot go farther than I to 
resist encroachments of any executive in 
giving any suggestions beyond those he is 
bound to make by the legislation of the 
United States, and due weight should be 
given to whatever recommendation he 
makes, without fear of political power or 
patronage from the president.” 

Mr. Mills, who had voted with the silver 
men on all test motions, changed his yote 
at the last, and recorded himself as against 
the passage of the free silver bill, 

The bill passed by the senate as a sub- 
stitute for the house bond bill provides 
that from the date of the act the mints of 
the United States shall be open to the 
coinage of silver, and the dollar shall be of 
the present weight and fineness, and also 
provides for the issuance of silver certifi- 
cates. It further provides for the coinage 
of the seigniorage now in the treasury, 
and authorizes immediate issue of certifi- 
cates upon the same in advance of it being 
carried. One section of the bill provides 
that no bank note of less than $10 shall 
hereafter be issued, and those outstanding 
of less amount shall be taken up and can- 
celled as rapidly as possible. 

Section 4 provides that the greenbacks 
and treasury notes shall be To 2med in 
standard silver dollars or in gid coin, at

Subway Receives Attention. 

Boston, Feb. 4.—In the senate, Mr. Neill 
introduced a bill which proposes to abolish 
the Foxboro hospital for dipsomaniacs 
and inebriates and to use the buildings for 
an “asylum for boys of simple mind.” 
The meaning of this bill apparently is 
that Mr. Neill shares the opinion enter- 
tained by many others that the drunkard- 
cure hospital is a failure, and that the 
buildings at Foxboro might advantage- 
ously be occupied for the accommodation 
of the “custodial” inmates of the school 
for feeble minded at Waltham, which is 
wholly unable to provide for the teachable 
portion of the feeble minded, simply for 
lack of room. 

In the house, a bill was introduced by 
Mr. Mellen to authorize the subway com- 
mission to lease the subway, when com- 
pleted, fora term of 10 years, subject to 
annulment by the commissioners on 60 
days’ notice. In the act of 1894 the lease to 
the street railway company by the transit 
commission was to be for 50 years and 
subject to the approval of the board of 
railroad commissioners, 

The committee on public service re- 
ported against the bill introduced by Mr, 
Johnson prohibiting from holding office 
all persons who, since attaining their ma- 
jority, have served a sentence in any penal 
institution of this commonwealth or any 
other state or country. ; 

Mr. Mellen gave notice that when the 
resolve in favor of biennial elections is 
reached he will move to soamend the re- 
solve as to make the resolve, if adopted, 
operative in 1897. ‘Uhe speaker informed 
the member from Worcester that the re- 
solve, When it comes up, will contain the 
words 1807. Mr. McCarthy gave notice of 
intention to move perfecting amendments 
to the resolve, providing that it shall take 
effect in 189s. 

Mr. Mellen said that the resolve adopted 
in 18% provided that it should take effect 
in 1595; that the resolve, as reported by 
the committee on constitutional amend- 
| ments, this year, provides that it shall 
take effect in 1897; that the resolve so re- 
ported has taken one reading, and cannot 
be amended without making it a new re- 
solve, which must be adopted by two suc- 
legislatures before being sub- 
mitted to the people. He gave notice that 
he would raise that point of order today.

St. Thomas, the smallest of the three, 
is the one that would be of the greatest 
value to us. In the first place, it has one 
of the finest harbors to be found in all | 
the West Indies, and in the second place, | 
it is of such a natural formation that it | 
has been called the Little Gibraltar. | 
These two advantages make St. Thomas 
& most admirable location for a naval 
station. This is something that Uncle 
Sam hasn't got. In all the sweep of the | 
broad Atlantic coast there is not oue! 
port outside of our own country where 
an American cruiser could be sure of 
getting her bunkers filled with coal in 
time of war. 

It isnot until recent years that we) 
have needed a coaling station, but now | 
that our navy is beginning to assume re- 


| 6pectable proportions this necessity has | 


been realized. When the recent war talk | 
was first begun, the lack of a coaling 
station was at once pointed out by our 
naval oflicers. At the same time Eng- 
Jand’s resources in this respect were 
mentioned and no little uneasiness was 
felt at Washington. There would cer- | 
tainly be cause for alarm in case of war. | 
There is St. Lucia, where thousands of | 
redcoats are quartered behind the grim | 
guns of an impregnable fortress. At

over another British fortress. England 
could collect a big fleet in West Indian 
Waters and with these two places as!

It 
has been intimated that if we do not 
buy, Denmark will give the islanders 
their freedom. If this should happen, 
the British residents there would at 
once apply to England fora _ protecto- 
rate, and John Bull would try to gobble 
up one more vantage point off our sea- 
board. Germany is anxious to buy the 
islands, but the Danes hate the Germans 
and do not want any European power to 
have their islands. 

The islanders themselves are quite 


; Willing to come under the protection of 


Uncle Sam. The question was once put 
to a vote and the result was a big major- 
ity in the affirmative. The population of 
St. Thomas is very much mixed. The 
majority of the islanders are negroes, of 
course, but those in power are English, 
Spanish, French and Danish.

It is directly in the path of several 
lines to South American 
countries. It is, in fact, the keystone of 
the West Indian arch.

The basin is almost 
completely landlocked by an island 
which nearly blocks the entrance to the 
bay. Rising abruptly up from the shores 
of the harbor are high hills which conld 
easily be fortified. There is no fort on 
St. Thomas now, but there are some fine 
promontories on which a few could be, 
located. 

The island itself is of little impor- 


| tance outside of its maritime position. It 


is only 13 miles long and about 3 miles 
wide—just about as big as Manhattan 
island, upon which the city of New| 
York is built. The inhabitants number 
It was colonized by the 
Dutch in 1657 and since then has been 
held at different times by the English, 
Germans and Danes. In 1671 it was 
taken possession of by the Danish West | 
Indian company and came regularly un- 
der the Danish government in 1754. Tho) 
other two islands have a similar history. 

For several years it has been a well 
known fact that Denmark was anxious 
to get rid of her West Indian posses- 
sions. There was a time when a big 
revenue was sent from St. Thomas to 
Copenhagen, but this was when that 
port was a general distributing port for 
all the West Indies.

In spite of England's efforts to turn 
trade away from St. Thomas its fine 
harbor is still an attraction, and while 
its commerce has vastly decreased thou- 
sands of anchors are dropped there every 
year. As a commercial coaling depot it 
is still of great importance. Steamers 
find it very convenient to fill their bunk- 
ers there. The coal is largely broug! 
from England, however, and is sold by 
an English company which handles over 
50,000 tons annually. If we owned St. 
Thomas, this coal and a great deal more 
would be brought from the United 
States and retailed from the government 
yards to the fleets of all the world. St. 
Thomas is about five days’ sail from 
New York. If our cruisers could stop 
there and take ona supply of coal it 
would be a great advantage. 

Aside from its naval importance the 
island would be found valuable in other 
ways. It would not take long to restore 
to St. Thomas part of its commerce, 
Our manufacturers could use it to great 
advantage as a distributing point, just 
as it was used years ago. They could 
send their goods there and the great fleet 
of small craft which now exists in West 
Indian waters would be engaged in car- 
rying the products of our mills and fac- 
tories to the various islands. The abun- 
dant crops of St. Croix and St. John 
would be returned to us and there 
would be a handsome profit all around. 

With a military station there and di- 
rect steamship communication it is like- 
ly that St. Thomas would soon find 
favor as a winter resort, so that big ho- 
tels as well as forts might be built there. 
The climate is all that could be desired. 
Even in summer it is rarely above 90 
degrees and in winter seldom falls below 
60 degrees. Placed as it is several hun- 
dred feet above the sea the townisa

The rest of the island is little better 
than a wilderness. Of the 25 square 
miles, but little is under cultivation. 
There are many abandoned sugar plan- 
tations which have been idle since slay- 
ery was abolished.

When Engene Field was city editor of 
the Kansas City Times, he found great 
amusement in annoying one of the char- 
acters employed on the paper. Ferguson 
Was one of the ‘‘make ups’’ on the pa- 
per, and in Wyandotte, where he resid- 
ed, just over the line from Kansas City, 
he was the leader of a local temperance 
society.

CUBA MUST BE FREE, 


Spanish Flag Cannot Wave In Tri- 
umph Over the Island. 


Macro Tells of Advantages 
Gained by Insurgents. 


Detailed “Official” Report of the Fight Between 
Forces of Maceo and Luque. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—The Evening 
Star prints a letter sent to the editor by 
General Antonio Maceo, through its cor- 
respondent, who is with the Cuban revolu- 
tionary army in Pinar del Rio province. 
General Maceo denies published reports 
that his aide, Colonel Bermudez, had been 
killed, and then characterizes as ridiculous 
reports of a rupture between himself and 
General Gomez: 

In the first place there can be no such 
thing as a misunderstanding, or rupture, 
er Whatever you may choose to call it, be- 
tween General Gomez and myself. He 1s 
the commander-in-chief, and as such _ his 
crders are as laws to me Iam but lieu- 
tenant general of the army, and at all 
times, in all places, and for all reasous, I 
am subject to his commands. 

Our army is not organized on a rabble 
basis. The man who talks the loudest is 
not the commander. But it is organized 
on the plan of a modern military force, 
where order and discipline are main- 
tained, and respect for superiors invari 
ably enforced. 

But aside from rules of military discip- 
line, there is not asoldier in the Cuban 
army who would consider for an i:fstant 
the disputing of the words or commands 
of Maximo Gomez. ‘The entire army con- 
fides implicitly in his patriotism and his 
military ability. We who have known 
him and followed him in other wars are 
too certain of our own comparative weak- 
ness to doubt his wisdum and judgment 

The Spaniards, he writes, are hum- 
bugging themselves with theories to ac- 
count for the fact that be and Gomez are 
separated, aud after declining to discuss 
the reasons for the well-matured moves of 
the Cuban army, continues: What 


he 


have we accomplished by our invasion of 
the province? A great deal. In the first 
place we drew the attention of the au- 
thorities to this end of the fsland, and 
8000s re-enforcements, under Nunez, 
Sanchez and my brother, Jose Maceo, were 


enabled to march from the eastern end of 
the island to the province of Habana with- 
out having a serious engagement. We 
needed these re-enforcements to makea 
better showing in the capital province, 
and we needed « new supply of ammuni- 
tion, ete., and did not wish to march our 
forces te the Cimaga to Sancti 
Spiritus or Cubitas to obtain it 


back 


Hoodwinking the Spaniards. 


Our second advantage has been the 
calling of the entire Spanish fleet of 


cruisers, gunboats and coasters to look af- 
ter the north and south shores of the 
western end of the island to prevent the 
landing of expeditious that were supposed 
to be destined for the vicinity of San An- 
tonio cape. While the fleet, with which 
we had several! ‘encounters,’ so to speak, 
while along the northern coast, was keep- 
ing a good watch between Cuba, Florida 
and Mexico, several good expeditions 
landed in the Orient from Jamaica, Santo 
Domingo, and by this time the stores they 
brought are safely in the hands of our 
friends in the Sierra Maestra mountains. 
Our line of communication between this 
end of the island and the province of San- 
tiago de Cuba is practically perfect, and 
we have noreason to fear being cut off at 
any time. 

eneral Maceo says there is no use deny- 
ing that the insurgents have not arms for 
all the men anxious to join the army, but 
adds that a great improvement has taken 
place in this respect during the last two 
inonths, and closes his letter as follows: 

“I will not venture, as you ask me, to 
say how long the war will last. It may be 
a conflict of months or of years; there is 
notelling. But this much is certain, that 
the red and yellow flag of Spain will never 
wave again in triumph over an enslaved 
Cuba. Cuba must be free. The long- 
oppressed people have dedicated anew 
their lives to the work of emancipation, 
and the God of heaven will strengthen 
their arms.’’ 

The loss of the troops in killed is placed 
by the official report at 30 soldiers. 

Captain William F. Mannix, the corre- 
spondent of The Army and Navy Journal 
and the Washington Star, has been or- 
dered by the authorities to leave the isl- 
and. A protest against this action has 
been sent to Secretary Olney by United 
States Consul General Williams. 

Spanish Victories, of Course. 

An official dispatch from Habana gives 4 
detailed acount of the engagement be- 
tween General Luque and the forces of 
Antonio Mazeo. The battle was fierce y 
contested, and the advantage is clainxd 
to be all on the side of the Spanish as a 
result. 

But it is significant that Maceo's forces, 
instead of being turned back to the west- 
ward, proceeded on their way toward 
Habana province after the battle. 

The following points are gathered from 
the official report of the engagement. 
General Luque left the city of Pinar del 
Rio at 7 o'clock on the morning of Feb. 2 
(Sunday), intending to march to Consola- 
cion del Surin search of an engagement 
with the main force of the insurgents, 
who were known to be in that district. 
General Luque had the advantage of the 
direction of a skillful guide, who was ap- 
parently posted as to the whereabouts of 
the insurgents and agreed to lead them to 
the camp occupied by the insurgent lead- 
ers—Maceo, Miro, Zayas, Chileno and 
Sotomayor. 

At 8 o'clock in the evening the Spanish 
columns had arrived at Arroyo de Agua, 
and here they rested on their arms until 


midnight of Sunday, when they took up 
their line of march again, following the 
direction of the railroad which runs be- 
tween Consolacion del Sur and Paso Real. 

At 8 o’clock Monday morning the Span- 
ish had arrived at the farm of Candelara, 
on their way to San Diego de Los Banos, 
but they turned south again towards La 
Herradure, and continuing their march 
they met the insurgents about 2 o’clock in 
the afternoon at the town of Paso Real. 

An attack was immediately opened 
upon the insurgents in thetown. They 
beld their position with the greatest 
tenacity, from the vantage ground of the 
houses and walls of the streets. From 
these points it was found difficult to dis- 
lodge them, though a fire was directed 
upon them from all sides. 

The Spanish formed for a regular and 
systematic attack, the vanguard of the 
columns under Colonel Hernandez charg- 
tng their position by the left flank, while 
the center and rear guard of the Spanish, 
under the direct command of General 
Luque, forced themselves into the central 
street of the village and attacked by the 
right flank, charging with vigorand de- 
termination. 

Seeing their position thus imperiled, 
and themselves in danger of having their 


retreat cut off, the insurgents made a 
rapid retreat to the extreme western 


limits of the village, doing some execution 
during the retre.t. Here they formed 
their lines fora further stand against the 
attack of the Spaniards. 

A volley from the rifles of the troops 
failed to break the line of the insurgent 
forces. They were given asecond volley, 
but they still steod their ground, and 
even in the face of a third yolley of rifle 
bullets they refused to budge an inch and 
obstinately maintained their formidable 
line. 

‘Fhe Spanish cavalry were then ordered 
to charge, an! they swept down with great 
valor on the devoted band led by Lieuten- 
ants Herreraand Berenguer. The insur- 
gents were unable to stand this onslaught, 
and their formation was broken and they 
were put to flight, 10 of them being killed 
with cavalry sabers. 

They were pursued by the Spanish 
cavalry outside the limits of the village, 
but the pursuers were here met by a force 
of insurgent cavalry, numbering 1000, and 
the pursuit was checked. The insurgent 
cavalry made a stand and met the attack 
of the Spanish, covering the retreat of 
their friends and stubbornly refusing to 
give way in face of the Spanish fire until 

The Spanish Infantry Came Up, 

Meanwhile the Cubans had worked their 
way ahead, and once more made a vigor- 
ous stand against the onslaught of the 
Spanish troops. ‘The battalion of San 
Quintio advanced upon them, but it was 
only after repeated volleys had been fired 
into them that their position was taken 
and the village was in possession of the 
Spanish. 

Bat still the insurgents did not abandon 
the field, but only gave back before the 
troops and prepared to make a last stand 
ina palm grove about three kilometers 
distant. Here they formed a line of de- 
fense again, the center being further ad- 
vanced than the flanks, and awaited an 
attack. 

The line of the troops was formed by 
two companies from the battalion of Za- 
baya and one company of the battalion of 
Galicia on the left wing, under Colonel 
Hernandez; a battalion and three com- 
panies of the San Quintin regiment, with 
the colonel in command, but under the 
immediate orders of General Luque, for 
the center, and one company of the Soria 
regiment and two of the Alfonso Trece, 
under Lieutenant Colonel Yidefonso 
Frances, on the right wing. The artillery, 


under Lieutenant Siron, were placed be- ( 


tween the center and the right wing, and 
opened fire upon the enemy at a distance 
of 600 yards. 

The insurgent cavalry did not await the 
nearer approach of the Spaniards, but 
dashed down the declivity from the palm 
grove, and charged full upon the Span- 
jards’ formation with what the official re- 
port terms a savage valor. These intrepid 
horsemen threw themselves upon the 
points of the bayonets of the Spaniards. 

The Spanish infantry, however, stood 
firm and repulsed the charge with the 
bayonet. They then, in turn themselves, 
made a bayonet charge. The insurgent 
cavalry retreated, but only to form a 
second line for another charge. The 
troops were formed into a hollow square 
tomeet thischarge. Their artillery opened 
upon the insurgents at a distance of only 
150 yards. 

This last charge was also repulsed, 
many insurgents being wounded with 
bayonets, and the insurgents thereupon 
retired. The insurgents took their de- 
parture in the direction of Los Palacios, 
to the eastward or toward Habana prov- 
ince. The Spanish then made an inves- 
tigation of the insurgents’ camp, and 
found there 62 dead and 130° horses and 
mules, besides taking numerous saddles, 
arms and ammunition. The insurgents 
carried away over 200 wounded.

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DINGLEY TARIFF BILL 


Displaced by Free Coinage Amend- 
ment For Senate to Consider, 


Frec Silver Substitute Goes 
Back to the House. 


Mir. Uhl Slated by the President to Be Ambas- 
sador to Germany. 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 5.—The belated tariff 
billemerged from the finance committee 
yesterday and made its appearance in the 
senate soon after the session opened. 
Chairman Morrill made the report, stating 
that a free silver coinage amendment had 
taken the place of the original bill, and 
adding, amid laughter, the closing phrase 
of official procedure of Massachusetts, 
“And may God save the commonwealth.” 

Mr. Quay made two attempts to have 
the bill recommitted to the committee, 
with instructions to report back separate 
tariff and free silver bills, but was cut off 
by parliamentary objections. His resolu- 
tion for recommitment will come up later 
under the rules. 

A sharp contest occurred at 2 o’clock 
between the senators favorable to advanc- 
ing the appropriations bills and those de- 
siring to take up general legislation. The 
latter element prevailed in two test votes, 
and theright of way was secured by the re- 
solution of Mr. Dubois (Ida.) toreform the 
method of considering appropriation bills 
by distributing them among the several 
committees. This was strenuously re- 
sisted by the friends of the appropriation 
committee, who contended that the change 
was revolutionary, aud designed to dis- 
mantle the committee. The final vote 
was not reached, but it was evident, from 
the debate and incidental votes, that a 
majority favored the change. 

The house spent yesterday, as it did 
Monday, debating a series of amendments 
offered by Mr. Hainer (Rep., Neb.), to 
strike froin the District of Columbia ap- 
propriation bill the appropriation for sec- 
tarian institutions of charity in the Dis- 
trict, and place the money proposed to be 
appropriated for them at the disposal of 
the board of children’s guardians. Much 
feeling was engendered, and at times the 
debate grew quite exciting. 

Mr. Dingley, chairman of the ways and 
means committee, yesterday reported back 
the senate free coinage substitute for the 
house bond bill with the recommendation 
that the house non-concur and insist on 
its bill. Mr. Crisp, representing the 
minority, gave notice that the minority 
would ask the house to concur. 

Next Ambassador to Germany, 

The president has made his choice for a 
successor to the late Mr. Runyon, as am- 
bassador to Germany, and there is every 
reason to belleve that Assistant Secretary 
Uhl of the state department will be named 
for the post this week, probably today. 


EDWIN F. UHL. 

Mr. Uhl first came into national prom- 
inence with the incoming of the present 
administration. Previous to that time he 
had achieved a fine reputation as a lawyer 
in Michigan, where he had practiced ever 
since his graduation from the state uni- 
versity at Ann Arbor, and he also was 
well known in financial circles, being con- 
nected with two national banks. In poli- 
tics he had always been a Democrat, and 
was at one time mayor of Grand Rapids. 
Mr. Uhl has been closely attached to Don 
Dickinson, and it is generally understood 
that his appointment to his place as first 
assistant secretary of state was owing to 
the influential recommendation of Mr. 
Dickinson. 

As first assistant secretary of state, he 
was frequently called upon to assume 
the entire burden of the administration of 
foreign affairs during the absence or dis- 
ability of the secretary of state, and his 
name often appears signed to many im- 
portant papers. After the death of Secre- 
tary Gresham, he was acting secretary of 
state for some weeks, and was" brought 
forward for appointment to fill the ya- 
cancy. 

Since Secretary Olney’s entry into the 
state department Mr. Uhl’s functions 
have been generally confined to the ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the consular 
service. Last fall he made a tour of 
Europe, including the cities in Germany 
where United States consulates are es- 
tablished, and it is assumed that he was 
so attracted by the kindly reception ac- 
corded him there that he desired to round 
out his term of service under the state de- 
partment as ambassador to Germany, a 
place which he can readily assume, owing 
to his large private means and experience 
of the diplomatic policy of the present ad- 
ministration. 


Fatherly Solicitude. 

LONDON, Feb. 5.—The Prince of Wales 
has earnestly counselled Lord Dunrayen, 
with reference to any step he may take 
regarding the report of the New York 
Yacht club committee, to keep well before 
his mind the desirability of promoting 
good and friendly feeling, not only be- 
tween sportsmen of both sides, but be- 
tween the peoples of England and Amer- 
ica. The prince views the terms of the 
committee's finding as offering the great- 
est encouragement in this direction. 


Son Gets the Fortune. 

Paris, Feb. 5.—An heir has been found 
for the old Miser Peter, who died in the 
streets here ashort time ago. It appears 
that he abandoned his wife and son 50 
years ago, when the latter was only a few 
days old. The son isnow a pilot at Havre, 
and he inherits the money.

ON BEACON HILL. 


Insurance—The New Normal Schools. 
The Biennial Amendment Resolve. 

Boston, Feb. 5.—Mr. Mellen yesterday 
raised a point of order on the resolve in 
fayor of biennial elections, and although 
overruled by Speaker Meyer, the leader from 
Worcester created such consternation in 
the ranks of those in favor of the measure 
that they were glad to make the conces- 
sion of recommitting back to the commit- 
tee on constitutional amendments. 

The point was that that reported by the 
committee this year is not a transcript 
of the resolve which passed the house of 
last year, and that it does not agree in its 
form with the records of 1895; that the re- 
solve of last year provided that it should 
take effect in 1898, while the present re- 
solve provides that it shall become opera- 
tive in 1897. 

The delay that will ensue as a result of 
sending it back to the committee has 
scared the adyocates of biennials, and 
other points of order, it is said, will be 
raised when itis reported back that will 
mean its death this year. 

Mr. Weymouth of Fitchburg introduced 
B resolve appropriating for the grading of 
the grounds and fitting and furnishing of 
the new state normal schools the sums 
named: Hyannis, $25,000; Fitchburg, $35,- 
000; Lowell $50,000; North Adams, $25,000; 
Salem, $43,000. 

Mr. Mellen of Worcester introduced a 
bill providing that no life insurance com- 
pany shall issue a policy upon the life of 
any child under five years of age. 

Mr. Gauss introduced a bill to create a 
state children’s bureau. It is similar to 
that which was before last year’s legisla- 
ture, and its purpose is to secure the best 
possible attention to the dependent and 
neglected children in the care of the state, 
more especially to those boarded out in 
private families. 

Mr. Myers has filed two bills with the 
clerk of the house, one to authorize the 
purchase and consolidation of street rail- 
ways, the other to authorize contracts and 
leases between street railway companies. 
The object of both bills is to avoid the 
necessity of so many special acts, and in 
each case all acts done are to be subject to 
approval by the railroad commissioners, 

The governor submitted to the senate 
and house a supplemental report of the 
commissioners appointed to promote ubl 
formity of legislation throughout the sev- 
eral states. The “supplemental report” 
consists of a printed report of the pro 
ceedings of the fifth conference of the 
state board of commissioners, held at De 
troitin August last. 

A bill to preserve the Bulfinch front oi 
the state house was introduced by Senator 
Irwin. The provisions of the bill are sub- 
stantially the plans of last year, which 
were to have steel ribs placed inside the 
structure, the whole expense not to exceed 
$350,000. 


Rupture Threatened.

Speer 
was a lifelong friend of General Lane 
and depends on his wonderful memory 
for the facts of which the story of the 
stirring life of the Kansas patriot is be- 
ing constructed. He was with Lane in 
the secret Union league caucus in Balti- 
more the day before the second nomina- 
tion of Lincoln. 

His book is to be one of 400 pages, 
aud he has completed nearly 3800 pages. 
He could have written it all out had he 
chosen, as he is a veteran editor as well 
as compositor. He has fitted up two 


cases of type in the library of his son’s | 


house. For an imposing stone he uses 
the bed of an old Washington hand 
press, the relic of a printing office which 
he once owned in Lawrence, and which 
was burned down by the guerrilla 
Quantrell in one of his raids. On that 
fatal morning Mr. Speer’s office was 
burned and two of his sons were killed. 
Mr. Speer works at his case for eight 
hours a day and sets up on an average 
1,000 ems an hour. 

Mr. Speer is remarkably well pre- 
served for his years and bids fair to 
round out the century. His book is full 
of stories of thrilling adventures and in- 
teresting reminiscences of General Lane, 
He expects to have it ready about March 
1. It will not be put on sale, but the 
edition of 1,000 copies will be distribut- 
ed among Mr. Speer’s friends. 


MANY SOLDIERS LOVED HER. 


Mother Dame, the Army Narse, Still Lives 
at the Age of Eighty-one. 


a few who wore the gray will be pained 
to learn that Miss Harriet P. Dame, 
who was fondly called ‘‘mother’’ by the 
whole Eighteenth army corps, is suffer- 
ing for the second time within a year 
with a broken leg. Miss Dame is the 
president of the Ex-Army Nurses’ asso- 
ciation and one of the few women heroes 
of the civil war. She is now §1 years 
old and lives in a neat little cottage in 
Washington. 

Mother Dame went to the front in 
1861 from her home in Concord, N. H., 
and joined the Second New Hampshire 
regiment. She remained in the field for 
four years and eight months, probably 
serving longer than any other woman. 
She was present at most all of the im- 
portant battles of that long struggle from 
Bull Run to Gettysburg, often under fire 
and many times suffering thesame hard- 
ships as the soldiers. 

She went all through the Virginia 
campaign, often marching for miles with 
her regiment. At the battle of Fair 
Oaks she was ordered to the rear, but

she saw her boys suffering in the 
trenches, aud she refused to go. Twice 
during this battle she escaped death al- 

nost miraculously. Ouce a shell tore 
through her tent just as she had left it, 
and another burst above her head as 
she was cooking some broth, but she 
Was not even wounded, While camped 
at Yorktown one night ehe was told to 
put out her light, as the Confederates 
were shelling the camp and making her 
tent the target of their guns. At the 
second battle of Bull Run she was taken 
prisoner, but was passed through the 
lines after doing good service in the 
Confederate hospitals. She followed the 
field ambulances wherever they went 
and proved a ministering angel to the 
wounded soldiers. How many men owe 
their lives to her careful nursing wil] 
never be known. 

She received a vote of thanks from 
the legislature of her state and $500. 
With the money she founded a home for 
the veterans of her regiment, and the 
pension which she receives from the 
government she gives to the poor and 
needy.

AN IMITATION EARTH 


PROJECT TO BUILD A GIGANTIC FAC- 
SIMILE GLOBE. 


To Be 418 Feet In Diameter at Its Equator 
and to Revolve on Its Axis Once In 24 
Hours—Scheme of the Famous 
grapher, Elisee Reclus, 


Geo- 


Elisee Reclus, the eminent geographer 
and scientist, has just given to the world 
a brand new project which is rather in- 
teresting. M. Reclus claims Paris as his 
home, but just now he is abroad at the 


| urgent request of the French govern- 


ment, for besides being a scientist he is 
an anarchist of the most pronounced 
type. It was because of his activity in 
this latter line that he was sentenced, 
two years ago, to 20 years’ imprison- 
ment. Owing to the fact that M. Reclus 
was absent at the time of the passing of 
this sentence he is net now in prison. 

His latest scheme shows that science, 
and not anarchy, is uppermost in his 
mind. His idea is to have constructed 
in some great city of the world a gigan- 
tic spheroid that shall] be an exact imi- 
tation of the earth in relative propor- 
tions as well as form. This, he says, 
would be an imposing and permanent ob- 
ject lesson and would give students and 
spectators as well an accurate idea of 
the topographical and geodetic features 
of the planet on which we live. 

M. Reclus has worked out the details 
of his scheme and could supply much of 
the data necessary to carry it out. He 
proposes to build a globe which shall be 


| exactly one one-hundred-thousandth as

large as the earth. The equatorial di- 
ameter would be about 418 feet and the 
circumference 1,312 feet. It would con- 
sist of an outer shell laid over a lightly 
made framework of iron. The surface 
would be of plaster of paris, molded 
and colored so as to indicate elevations 
and depressions, plains, valleys, moun- 


| tain ranges, oceans, islands, lakes, riv- 


ers, etc. 

The outer shell would be put on in 
82,104 panels, each of which could be 
removed at will. The spheroid would 
be made to revolve on its axis by clock 
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Hardet Than Diamonds, 

When boron is made to act upon car- 
bon under the heat of the electric fur- 
nace, two bodies are formed, one of 
them stable, the other attackable by a 
mixture of potassic chlorate and acetic 
acid. The first of these has the formula 
Bo6 C. M. M. Moissan, in La Nature, 
says it is obtained by the direct union 
of boron with carbon in the electric fur- 
nace and in other ways which are indi- 
cated by the author. 

Boride of carbon belongs to the same 
class of compounds as silicide of carbon 
(carbide of silicon). Like the latter, it 
possesses great stability and great hard- 
ness. It occurs in brilliant black erys- 
tals, having the density of 2.51. Heated 
to 1,000 degrees C. in oxygen gas, it 
burns slowly and with more difficulty 
than the diamond, yielding carbonic 
acid and a black residue coated with 
melted boracic acid. The most curious 
property of this new compound is its ex- 
cessive hardness. While silicide of car- 
bon scarcely polishes the diamond and 
does not cut it, facets may be produced 
onthe diamond by using the dust of 
boride of carbon. The latter is very 
friable. It can be pounded fineina 
mortar, then mixed with oil and used 
instead of diamond dust for cutting 
diamonds. 

The hardness of this boride is appar- 
ently less than that of the diamond, 
since it grinds more slowly, but the 
facets are cut with great clearness, and 
it is the first example of a definite sub- 
stance capable of cutting the diamond. 
The compound therefore is harder than 
silicide of carbon.—Popular Science 
News. 


Do We Eat Too Much? 

If you require proof that we do, sup- 
pose that we have for breakfast a nice 
fresh roll which eats like a piece of 
cake, will we not eat more heartily than 
if we had to partake of bread two or 
three days old? 

Can it be affirmed that it is absolutely 
necessary to have several courses for 
dinner? After the second course we only 
eat for the sake of eating. There is no 
doubt that we eat more than enough to 
satisfy our hunger. 

If we compare the quantity of food 
which satisfies a peasant and that which 
is considered necessary for a rich man, 
we shall be inclined to think that they 
belong to a different species. 

A fisherman will be contented with a 
piece of bread and cheese, but the tour- 
ist who goes with him takes a tremen- 
dous hamper crammed full. It is not be- 
cause physiological necessity is more ex- 
acting in the one man than in the 
other, but because the gentleman is ac- 
customed to eat, not according to the 
dictates of hunger, but until all the 
courses are exhausted—and in many 
cases until it is materially impossible to 
eat more. 

The Arab who accompanies the sports- 
man on an excursion in the desert finds 
a piece of hard bread and a few dates 
sufficient for his wants; the sportsman

The total weight of the globe and 
the envelope, it is estimated, would be 
27,000 tons, and it would have to be 
supported on a foundation of masonry. 
The cost of the whole structure would 
be about $4,000,000. It is M. Reclus’ 
idea to have this sum appropriated by 


| three or four governments in the inter- 


ests of science, and the location of the 
globe would probably depend on the 


} willingness or generosity of the various 


contributors. If New York or Chicago 
wanted the structure a big sum would 
have to be subscribed. 

This scheme is not the product of an 
erratio brain, but the conception of a 
distinguished scientist whose mental 
achievements have been more than once 
recognized by the world. Elisee Reclus 
seems to be asort of Jekyll-Hyde char- 
acter. In 1894 he was awarded the 
grand gold medal by the London Geo- 
graphical society as a mark of their ap- 
preciation for his books on geography. 
The same year he was outlawed from 
the land of his birth with four other an- 
archists, all of whom were in sympathy 
with the infamous Ravachol, the Pari- 
sian bomb thrower. 

His first literary achievement was a 
work which is still used as a textbook 
by French scholars. His first offense 


| against the French government was in 


1848, when he headed a revolt and had 
to flees the country. He was allowed to 
He ought to 


American, for it was largely due to his 
writings during our civil war that Na- 
poleon III was induced to forego his in- 
tention of recognizing the Confederacy. 
He refused a purse of money tendered by 
our minister to France for this service, 
although at the time he was in direst 


| poverty. 


He accepted the chair of geography in 
the University of Brussels, but was re- 
moved for his anarchistic expressions. 
He took part in the commune in 1870 
and was sentenced to life imprisonment 
by the Thiers government, but this was 
changed~to banishment after an inter- 
cession in his behalf by all the great sci- 
entists in Europe. He took part in the 
Lyons riots in 1882, but escaped to 
Switzerland. Later he returned to Paris 
and kept quiet for a time, but was 
again compelled to leave the country. 
He has three brothers living, all of 
whom are more or less celebrated. 


Lord Raleigh says that the delusion 
of water appearing in mirages on hot, 
sandy plains is dne to the fact that the 
undisturbed stratum of air near the earth 
is highly rarefied. A ray of light falling 
very obliquely upon this stratum and be- 
ing totally reflected reaches the eye of 
an observer just as it would if reflected 
from ‘vater. The phenomenon is, strict- 
ly speaking, one of refraction rather than 
reflection. Now, just as the glass lens 
forms an image on the screen, so the 
crystalline lens of the eye forms an im- 
age on the retina or sensitive back part 
of the eye. This retina image is invert- 
ed, as all retina images are, and being 
projected to another strata of rarefied air 
above has the effect of making the de- 
lusion perfect. Raleigh further says 
tliat there has been much unnecessary 
speculation in connection with the the- 
ory of inverted retina images, the mys- 
tery being that we do not see all things 
inverted. The truth of the matter is— 
now look for something you never saw 
in a book—we do not see the retina im- 
age at all; we only feel it. If we could 
see the image on the eye of some one 
else, we would certainly seo it inverted.

The Congregationalist today: 

In such a disaster as has come upon this 
country it is impossible to secure accurate 
information. Even where an attempt is 
made to secure reports in a village they 
are sometimes much exaggerated, and in 
some cases there is an underestimate. The 
reign of terror is not yet over, and many 
of the prominent Christians whose lives 
are spared scarcely venture from their 
hiding places, and oftentimes do not 
know what has befallen some of their 
nearest neighbors. 

The desolation is almost universal. 
Even the Christian villages that have been 
spared have suffered so much in one way 
and another that in ordinary times they 
would be considered to have met with 
calamity. The reports of deaths in our 
own field that have reached us amount to 
some 16,000. We now know that in many 
cases they have been much exaggerated, 
butthere are large numbers of villages 
from which we have heard nothing except 
that there have been plunderand massacre, 
and we are confident that if we had all 
the facts our reported aggregate would be 
less than the reality. 

There is another feature of the case of 
which we are just learning, and that is 
the death of children. ‘This has not previ- 
ously been reported. Men, when they 
found their own death was_ inevitable, 
have killed their daughters to save them 
from a fate worse than death. Even 
mothers in their flight cast away young 
children, and some were thrown into 
streams to save them from the Turks, In 
some cases families who had secreted 
themselves strangled their infant children 
lest their cries should reveal their loca- 
tion. 

The forcible conversion to Mohamme- 
danismis perhaps the darkest side of this 
awful picture. Many men have died as 
martyrs, Gregoriansas well as Protestants. 
They would not for a moment listen to 
the proposition to save their lives by 
changing their faith. 

A still larger number, some through the 
natural fear of death and some out of re- 
gard to their families, have professed a 
conversion to Islam, and have submitted 
to its rites and are practicing its worship 
in the confident expectation that relief 
will come from this pressure. Some of 
this lutter class are among our best breth- 
ren, and our hearts are rent and torn by 
the recital of their distress. 

The pressure in the cities is not open 
and strong, although in the height of the 
massacre it was severe, butin the villages 
it still abides, though I believe the govern- 
ment has*taken some mild steps to relieve 
it. 

Christian public worship is suspended 
almost everywhere. Even where the 
Christians have not changed their faith, 
and where churches and chapels are not in 
ruins, they are afraid to meet lest their 
coming together might invite attack. 
Very few houses of worship remain unin- 
jured. Where they have not been burned, 
they have been badly damaged and are 
unfit for use. Some have been converted 
into mosques. 

Five pastors and four licensed preachers 
have been killed, another preacher is 
wounded, a pastor is in prison and most of 
the remainder are fugitives from their 
places of labor or are afraid to show them- 
Selves in public. There seems to be spe- 
cial animosity against Protestantism.

Struck by a Dead Hand. 

Said Henry Billings, a retired rail- 
road engineer: 

“Twas running a night train on the 
Santa Fe road back in the seventies. 
This particular night had. been stormy 
and threatening, and the flashes of 
lightning were frequent and intense. 
We were running ahead of our schedule 
in order to make a siding in time to al- 
Yow an extra to pass us, and were travel- 
ing, I suppose, at the rate of about 80 
or 85 miles an hour. 

“T was sitting with my face close to 
the forward window of the cab, gazing 
Straight ahead, when in a brilliant 
blaze of electricity a man’s arm and 
head suddenly burst with great force 
through the glass and the open hand 
struck me squarely in the face. I was 
dazed for an instant by the blow, and 
held blindly to the side of the cab. My 
first thought was that some tramp was 
trying to hold up my train to rob the 
passengers, and, acting on this idea, I 
se’ ed my wrench from its place and 
de it the head of the intruder a blow 
with all my might. 

‘*The fireman, thinking I had killed 
the man, shut off steam and we slowed 
down and took our lanterns to examine 
the strange visitor. I could not describe 
the feeling that crept over me when I 
climbed upon the engine and looked at 
the man whom I believed had attacked 
me. His entire body below the arms was 
gone. It was easy to understand what 
had happened. He had been struck by 
the rapidly moving engine and his body 
severed as with a knife, the lower half 
falling to one side and the head anc 
arms flying straight through the cab 
window. ’’—Atlanta Journal. 


No Protestantism, 

In some places the Turks declare that 
they will not tolerate Protestantism any 
longer—that they will recognize hereafter 
only one Christian community. ‘There 
has also been a large sacrifice of Gregorian 
priests. Many places have neither priest 
nor preacher. In some cases the priests 
have accepted Mohammedanism. 

It is a cruel, relentless Mohammedan 
crusade, such as one could never have 
dreamed possible in this age of the world. 
Ihave even heard of Moslems catching 
the blood of Christians in their hands 
and drinking it as a draught refreshing 
to theirsouls. Thus it will be seen that 
Christianity is under a dense, dark cloud. 

The government makes a desperate ef- 
fort to lay the blame of all this on the Ar- 
meniansin its official report. I presume 
that the same charge has been made by 
the central government for this region, 
although the Christian population were 
like frightened sheep, and, in the hope of 
relieving suspicion and averting disaster, 
they voluntarily surrendered their arms 
to the government before the raid. 

In all the massacres, the plundering and 
burning of houses and the firing of sol- 
diers in this vicinity, I have not heard 
that a single Kurd or Turk was even 
wounded, or that a Christian offered any 
resistance. This attitude of the Christians 
doubtless saved a great many lives, 

Nevertheless, the mayor of this city had 
the effrontery to tell me the other day that 
the riot in this city was caused by an Ar- 
menian firing agun, and the chief of police 
at the same time said that the massacre in 
Malatia began by an Armenian barber 
cutting the throat of a Kurd whom he was 
shaving. An Armenian did cut a Kurd’s 
throat, but not until he saw his brother 
and others out down at the door of his 
shop and realized that the Turks and 
Kurds had begun a massacre in the streets. 

In Malatia and Arabkir the Armenians, 
when driven to their houses and churches, 
saw that no quarter would be given, so 
they defended themselves as best they 
could, but this, doubtless, greatly in. 
creased the mortality on their own side as 
it still more exasperated the Turks. 

For months past we have received fewer 
and fewer American papers and maga- 
zines, and those which did come had torn 
out of them all reference to Turkish poli- 
tics. Now our papers have stopped alto- 
gether, except now and then one that 
hever refers to political matters. 

We are, however, extremely glad that 
our letters reach us for the most part

Leaves That Are Fifty Feet Long. 

In our temperate climate none of the 
trees has leaves of a size that will even 
compare favorably with those of the sea 
island and tropical countries in general. 
The maple, the oak and the elm leaves 
are but infinitesimal bits of green when 
compared with the gigantic sheets of 
velvety verdure found on some of the 
trees, shrubs and plants of South and 
Central America. 

The South American tree which has 
the largest leaf is the Inaja palm, which 
grows on the banks of the Amazon. The 
leaves of this giant are often 50 feet in 
length, but they are very narrow, sel- 
dom exceeding 8 to 10 feet. With the 
Ceylonese cocoanut palm it is different. 
In that species the leaves are from 20 to 
25 feet in length and from 16 to 18 in 
width. The natives of Ceylon are said 
to use these leaves in tentmaking, three 
ur four being sufficient to make a shelter 
for a whole family. An extraordinary 
specimen of Ceylonese palm leaf now in 
the British museum, and which must be 
a freak—because the average length and 
breadth of the leaves of this variety of 
trees do not exceed the figures given 
above—is 86 feet in length and 28 in 
width, even though it is admitted that 
it must have shrunk one-fifth in dry 
ing.—St. Louis Republic.

Among them were the offers of the 
Stewart and McCall syndicates, including 
the big insurance, banking and trust com- 
panies of New York city, which stood 
ready to take huge blocks of bonds at 
figures in excess of prices named a week 
ago as high-mark for long loans. Secre- 
tary Carlisle was greatly pleased at the 
success of the bond offerings. He said no 
definite statement could be made as yet 
concerning the awards to successful bid- 
ders, nor how far, if at all, he would ex- 
ercise his option of rejecting any or all 
bids. 

When the department closed Tuesday 
night about 2600 bids had been received, 
and at 7:30 o'clock yesterday morning a 
force of clerks were set to work classify- 
ing and scheduling them. The bulk of 
the work was then thought to be over, at 
least except for a few bids for large 
amounts, but the morning mails brought 
in at least 2000 more bids, which had the 
effect of greatly disarranging the plans. 

The interest manifested In this loan far 
exceeded that of any other preceding ones, 
and when the hour for opening the bids 
arrived, the south corridor of the treasury 
building, in the vicinity of Mr. Carlisle’s 
office, was crowded with bidders or their 
representatives and newspaper correspond- 
ents. 

Among those present were J. Pierpont 
Morgan, Mr. Graham of the International 
Trust company of Boston; Mr. Toulmin, 
vice president of the Hide and Leather 
bank of Boston; Dr. George W. Hosmer, 
representing Mr. Pulitzer of the New 
York World; Mr. Burnett of the Invest- 
ment Corporation company, New York, 
and Mr. Chandler of Boston. 

When at 11:30 the door of the secretary's 
office was opened, a rush was made for 
seats, and in a very short time no ayail- 
able space remained unfilled. So great 
was the crowd that to afford easier en- 
trance and exit the door was removed 
from its hinges. Among the last to arrive 
were Messrs. J. P. Morgan and Pliny 
Fisk of New York, who found in the 


crowded room ahead of them numbers of 
well-known financiers, 

The committee to superintend the open 
ing of the bids—consisting of United States 
Treasurer Morgan, Comptroller Eckels 
and Mr. Huntington of the loans and 
currency division—had been at work since 
early morning, and a few minutes after 
noonannounced that they were ready to 
proceed. It was an interested crowd that 
listened to Mr. Eckels as he read the 
names of the bidders and the amounts 
subscribed for, and it is probable that 
more millions were represented in Mr. 
Eckels’ audience than were ever before 
gathered together in the treasury build- 
ing. 

Three or four of the bids carried with 
them evidences of their being fictitious, 
and they were accordingly omitted from 
the list, but the long list of bids and the 
substantial amounts desired by many bid- 


ders soon made it apparent that the ques- 
tion was not ‘‘Would the loan be oversub- 
scribed?” but “How much would it be 
oversubscribed?” 

‘The first announcement from Mr. Eckels 
made it known that bond bids approach- 
ing the $400,000,000 mark had been made, 
with enough left to represent another $76, 
000,000. Then came an announcement that 
the total was the stupendous figure of 
$54,269,950, which was subsequently re- 
duced by throwing out three bogus bids of 
$100,000,000, $16,000,000 and $6,000,000, 

It would be impossible with any ordinary 
telegraphic or typographical facilities to 
give a complete list of bids, and save asa 
matter of history, no importance attaches 
now to any bids below §$110.6877. From 
the list of bidders at and above that figure 
the successful bidders undoubtedly will 
come, 

The bids were for $100,000.00) 80-year 4 
percent United States bonds under the 
conditions presertbed in the circular issued 
Jan. 6 last by Secretary Carlisle. The 
principal condition is that the bonds must 
be paid forin gold. For the convenience 
of the purchasers, the bonds may be paid 
for in installments, as follows: Twenty 
percent atthe time of the notice of ac- 
ceptance and 10 per cent at the end of 
each 15 days thereafter. The present iseue 
of bonds is the fourth since Feb. 1, 1894, 
all of them having been made ostensibly 
to maintain the treasury gold reserve. 

Word comes from New York that even 
the “oldest inhabitants” of Wall street ex- 
press astonishment over this large total, 
and the great disparity in prices between 
the average for the new loan and the 
figures recorded in the previous one. The 
general opinion is that European finan- 
ciers cannot fail to be prefoundly im- 
pressed by the result of the popular loan 
experiment, 

The highest single total of bids is the 
one presented by the J. P. Morgan (Deutsch 
bank), Harvey Fisk & Sons (National City 
bank syndicate), and the next the United 
Trust company block. The large 
percentage of foreign bids is very signifi 
cant, in view of the previous apprehension 
felt as tothe probable unfavorable effect 
of the free silver manifestations of the 
United States upon European sentiment 

During the forenoon the market dis- 
played hesitancy, which was reflected in 
an irregular movement of prices and 
moderate volume of business. The official 
announcements regarding tho aggregate 
bids : at wwerage of price. "+ .parted ac- 
tual buoyancy to the market, prices ad- 
vancing all along the line on the execu- 
tion of hee orders. More genuine com- 
mission buying occurred than has been 
noted for some time past, and wholesale 
coverings of shorts cook place.

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PEARL BRYAN’S FATE. 


Mysteriously Disappeared and Subse- 
quently Killed and Beheaded, 


Young Dental Student Is 


Charged With Crime. 


Believed to Have Had an Accomplice In the 
Awful Deed. 


CINCINNATI, Feb. 6.—A special from 
Green Castle, Ind., says the family of A. 
8. Bryan, a leading farmer, living less 
than two miles from this city, have iden- 
tified the clothing brought here by deteo- 
tives from Cincinnati and Newport, Ky., 
as that of their daughter, Pearl Bryan. 

They furnished other information and 
circumstances which leave no doubt in 
the minds of the officers who have been 
here since Tuesday that the body of the 
woman murdered and beheaded near Fort 
Thomas, opposite Cincinnati, last Friday 
night, is their daughter Pearl, aged 23 
years, who left home Jan. 28, ostensibly 
to visit a friend, Miss Jane Fisher, on 
Central avenue, Indianapolis. 

They have made every possible inquiry 
and find that she did not visit Miss Fisher 
in Indianapolis, but that she was taken 
to Cincinnati by Scott Jackson. She took 
with her a switch of hair which was 
brought here by the’ officers and identified. 
The shoes that were brough’ by the offi- 
cers here were bought of Louis & Hays by 
Pearl Bryan, Noy. 28, 1895, and marks 
were identifled by the dealers. As soon as 
the officers interviewed Mr. and Mrs. 
Bryan and other members of their family 
they sent word to Cincinnati to have Scott 
Jackson arrested. The mother of Scott 
Jackson lives here, and the familles were 
intimate and highly respected. ‘The 
Bryan family also gave information that 
led the officers to order the arrest of Will- 
{fam Wood, the son of Rev. D. M. Wood, 
at South Bend, Ind. 


An Important Capture. 


Last night Colonel Dietsche, chief of po- 
lice of Cincinnati, received the following 
telegram from Green Castle, Ind.: 

“Arrest and charge with murder of 
Pearl Bryan one Scott Jackson, student 
at dental college, about 24 years old, 5ft. 
Tin. or 8in. high, welghs about 135 pounds, 
blonde, sandy mustache, light complexion, 
effeminate in appearance. Arrest, if in 
Cincinnati, William Wood, friend of 
Jackson, and charged as accomplice, about 
2l years old, 6ft. llin., light blonde hatr, 
smooth face, rather slender, weight about 
165. We go from here to South Bend after 
Wood, as he left here for that place.” 

Accordingly at 10:45 Scott Jackson was 
atthe mayor's office under examination 
by’ the mayor and chief of police. The 
culprit was perfectly described in the tele- 
gram from the detectives. 

The prisoner, Scott Jackson, was clean 
in appearance and newly dressed. His 
naturally ruddy face flushed perceptibly 
under the examination, and his light blue 
eyes wandered from his questioners in 
spite of a visible effort to bear up and 
look them square inthe eyes. His voice 
Was reasonably 
effort to keep it in form. He did not ex- 
hibit any signs that he felt humiliated by 
his arrest. 

His accounts of his whereabouts last 
Friday were not satisfactory. He denied 
guilt, but admitted that he knew Pearl 
Bryan, He could tell nothing about where 
she was or where she had been during the 
pastfew weeks. <Astohis whereabouts last 
Friday night, his roommate, Mr. Taney, 
was examined first. Hesaid that Jackson 
was at home Friday night. That was all 
he could say, as Jackson could go in and 
out whenever he desired. Jackson said 
Friday night he was at supper at 7 o'clock 
and retired at about 10 o’clock. The rest 
of his story is very vague, though he said 
he was in his room all night. 

The worst point of Jackson's story, the 
weakest part of it, is that about his con- 
duct on last Saturday. He boarded at 222 
West Ninth street, next to Robinson's 
Opera House. On Saturday he took a 
valise and left it in Engler’s saloon, oppo- 
site his boarding-house. This valise he 
carried with him all over the city that 
day. The accounting for this valise and 
why he carried it all day and night puz- 
zled him more than anything else. In 
fact he prevaricated, and afterward ac- 
knowledged that he had lied. The mat- 
ter will be sifted in court. Meanwhile he 
iscommitted without bail. 

It has transpired that Scott Jackson 
was seen with Miss Bryan at Dave 
Wallingford’s saloon at the northeast cor- 
ner of George and Plum streets, this city, 
Friday night, between 7 and 8 o'clock, 
and Jackson borrowed §2 from Walling- 
ford. This man will be a most import- 
ant, if not the most important, witness 
against Jackson. The location of Plum 
and George streets is in the Tenderloin 
district of the city. 


Loyal to England. 

Orrawa, Feb. 6.—A _ resolution was 
unanimously adopted by the house of 
commons yesterday declaring Canada’s 
inalienable loyalty to the British throne, 
and her willingness, in case of war, to 
make any sacrifice for the integrity of the 
empire. Mr. McNeil, who drafted the 
bill, said the people of the republio be- 
lieved Canadians would seize the first op- 
portunity of altering their allegiance from 
England to the United States. It was an- 
noying to Canadians that their feelings 
should be so misinterpreted and misunder- 
stood. 


Robbed and Killed. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 6.—Anna Tate, a 
housekeeper employed by J. H. Richelder- 
fer, was found dead in bed yesterday, Her 
employer was found at the same time un- 
conscious, and believed to be dying in his 
room. Everything in the house was found 
in disorder and confusion. Burglars had 
evidently ransacked the place hurriedly, 
and had departed after breaking open an 
iron safein a back room on the street 
floor and abstracting money and yaluables 
belonging to Mr. Richelderfer.

Wind 75 to 90 Miles an Hour 
in New York.

IN CONGRESS. 


The Cuban Question and Prize Fighting Re- 
ceive Consideration. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The most caustic 
utterance heard in the senate since Mr. 
Tillman’s sensational speech was that of 
Mr. Vest (Mo.) yesterday arraigning Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Morton. The keen 
satire and ridicule directed against the 
secretary and the allusions to the presi- 
dent made the speech hardly less notable 
than that which recently startled the sen- 
ate. Mr. Vest referred derisively to “the 
colossal intellect dealing with cabbages.” 

A new phase of the Cuban question 
was presented by Mr. Morgan's report 
from the committee on foreign relations 
recognizing a state of war in Cuba and 
according both contestants recognition as 
belligerents. 

The house passed a bill to prevent prize 
or bull fighting in the territories or Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

The debate on the senate free coinage 
substitute for the house bond bill, which 
will last two or three days, was opened, 
and the District of Columbia appropria- 
tion bill was defeated. The defeat grew 
out of the war which has been waged for 
several days against appropriating money 
in the bill for sectarian charitable institu- 
tions. Sixty-one Republicans broke away 
fromthe majority, and with the Demo- 
erats defeated the bill. 


WHOLE FAMILY. KILLED. 


Richard Kloettke Murdered Six Persons and 
Committed Suicide. 


Cnicaao, Feb. 6.—An entire family, 
consisting of seven persons, was found 
dead yesterday as a result of the murder- 
ous work and suicide of Richard Kloettke. 
The dead are: Richard Kloettke, aged 38; 
Kate, his wife; John, his father, aged 73; 
Mina, his mother, aged 71; Mina, his 
daughter, aged 9; Anna, daughter, aged 
%; Emma, daughter, aged 7. The dis- 
covery was made by a neighbor, who went 
to the residence to get some work done. 
The victims were all killed by shots from 
a revolver, which was found by Kloettke’s 
side. Kloettke had been out of work for 
some time, had no money and no prospect 
of getting work. 


High on the Beach. 

Patcuocuk, L. L, Feb. 6.—The two- 
masted steamer Lamington, loaded with 
fruit, from Valencia, Spain, for New 
York, came ashore 12 miles east of Fire 
island. There were 24 persons aboard, in- 
cluding two passengers. Signals of dis- 
tress were sent up, and were seen by one 
of the crew of the Blue Point life-saving 
station. Crews worked all night to place 
@ line aboard the steamer. Then the 
breeches buoy was made fast. Twenty 
men haye come ashore. Captain Duff 
and three of his officers remained on board 
the vessel. The steamer lies 150 yards 
from the shore at right angles with the 
beach, and is unusualiy high up. She 
cannot be floated untilshe has been un- 
loaded. 


Dunraven Talks on Venezuela. 

Lonpon, Feb. 6.—Lord Dunraven was 
the guest last night of the Glasgow Uni- 
versity Conservative club. His speech on 
the occasion contained no allusions to the 
subject of yachting, but with reference 
to the Venezuelan question he sald that 
war between England and America would 
be regarded by everyone as an unmiti- 
gated horror. If either country had placed 
itself in a false or misunderstood position, 
both were strong and magnanimous 
enough to withdraw or to make conces- 
sions. He was confident, he said, that the 
result of the strained relations would bea 
better feeling between the two countries. 


Toward Habana. 
New York, Feb. 6.—A cipher dispatch 
from Habana to the Rodriguez club of 
this city says that Maceo and his main 
army have escaped from the trap which 
was laid by the Spaniards to hold him in 
the extreme west of Pinar del Rio until he 
should be conquered. The dispatch also 
says: ‘Maceo and his army passing north 
of Vinales in the mountains, toward 
Habana. Rear guard operating south.” 
This indicates that the rear guard has 
been doing the late fighting in south- 
western Pinar del Rio to detract attention 
from Maceo’s movements eastward. 


Lady Wilde Dead, 
Lonpon, Feb. 6.—Lady James Francesca 
Speranza Wilde, mother of William and 
Oscar Wilde, is dead. Lady Wilde, who 
was perhaps the most illustrious Irish wo- 
man of the day, had been known for many 
years as a writer of remarkable power. 
Miss Elgee married William Wilde in 
1851. He was a well-known oculist and 
aurist, a great traveler and a famous anti- 
quarian and Celtic scholar. Since the 
death of her husband in 1878 Lady Wilde 
has lived much of the time in London. 


Big Talk. 

Et Paso, Tex., Feb. 6.—‘No power can 
stop these fights,” said Dan <A, Stuart 
when informed of the passage of the anti- 
prize fighting bill by the house of repre- 
sentatives. “They are coming off just as 
they are advertised. So sure as the princi- 
pals are alive and in condition to get into 
the ring on the date set for the contests, 
so sure will they fight, and fight to a 
finish. If anybody who evinces any sort 
of doubt as to this, I will lay them 4 tol 
for any part of $50,000,”

BERLIN, Feb. 6.—Prince Frederick Ho- 
henzollern, who resigned the command of 
the Third army corps because the emperor 
refused to coviirm the decison of the board 
of honor onthe Von Kotze case, intends 
to quit Berlin and to reside in South Ger- 
many. Prince Albert of Saxe-Altenburg 
will also retire to his estate at Mecklen- 
burg.

ORANGE, N. J., Feb, 6.—Thomas A.

Mrs. Grant Was Killed by 
Savage Blows. 


Police Feel Certain That They Are on the 
Right Track, 


Boston, Feb. 6.— Much mystery still 
surrounds the Sophia Grant murder case, 
and with new evidence claimed to have 
been secured yesterday, the police are 
more confident than ever before that Mrs. 
Ida Quinlan, the murdered woman’s sis- 
ter, did the deed in the heat of a quarrel. 
It is now freely stated that the charge 
against Mrs. Quinlan will be changed to 
manslaughter when the hearing is held. 

Dr. Wood has reported to the police de- 
partment in substance that he has found 
blood upon the dress worn by Mrs, Quin- 
lan on the night of the murder of Mrs. 
Sophia Grant in Charlestown. 

The medical expert of Harvard untver- 
sity has gone further in his findings. He 
has given the police to understand that 
the blood was notin blotches on the gar- 
ment, as it would have been if it had been 
acquired from simply leaning over the 
body to make an examination after an as- 
sault by some other party, but that both 
sides of the dress were spattered all over 
with the crimson life fluid, as would prob- 
ably result if the blows were struck in the 
presence of the one clothed in it. 

Whoever murdered Mrs. Grant dealt 
many savage strokes with some instru- 
ment, and those strokes must necessarily 
have sent the blood of the victim flying in 
all directions. The result, so any physi- 
cian would testify, would be the spatter- 
ing of minute particles in the immediate 
vicinity. 

Mrs. Quinlan might explain streaks or 
large spots of blood if found on her cloth- 
ing by declaring that they came there ac- 
cidentally from contamination by the 
pools about the house, but how will she, 
or her counsel, undertake to account for 
the spatterings? 

Dr. Wood's preliminary statement con- 
cerning his investigations, the whole re- 
port of course not having been furnished 
to the police department as yet, has made 
a profound sensation. It has made every 
one connected with the case officially be- 
live that they are at least on the right 
track. 


ON BEACON HILL. 


The Hooker Statue—Acetylene Gas—Sixty-Year- 
Old M. D.’s—The Color Line. 

Boston, Feb. 6.—Yesterday was the last 
day under the rules in which new business 
can be introduced, but as it is only re- 
quired that bills and petitions shall be 
filed with the clerk before the close of the 
day for examination by the committee on 
rules, new business will continue to make 
its appearance for several days. In the 
summary of bills and petitions presented 
there were many subjects of general 
interest, including, for example, the taxa- 
tion of telephone companies, the height of 
buildings in Boston, several insurance 
matters, $500,000 more money for the met- 
ropolitan park commissioners, etc. ‘The 
principal hearing was before the commit- 
tee on state house on the question of recon- 
structing or rebuilding the Bulfinch front 
of the state house. ~Among the bills ip 
the senate was one for compensation for 
street franchises, and another ousting the 
existing election commissioners in the 
city of Boston and appointing a new board 
by the governor. 

Senator Roe introduced a bill relative 
to discrimination by innholders on ac- 
count of color or race. The bill provides 
that ‘any licensed innholder who makes 
any distinction, discrimination or restric: 
tion on account of color or race, on con- 
vietfon in any court of competent juris: 
u.culon in the country where the said of- 
fense shall have been committed, shall 
forfeit his innholder’s license.” 

Mr. Mellen introduced a bill requiring 
the board of gas and electric light com- 
panies to investigate the subject of acety- 
lene gas, and consider the advisability of 
legislation regulating ite manufacture and 
sale. 

The committee on constitutional amend- 
ments reported back in an amended form 
the resolves in favor of biennial elections. 

A petition was presented for legislation 
exempting from the provisions of the law 
regulating the practice of physicians and 
surgeons physicians of over 60 years of 
age who have been in practice for 10 or 
more years in the state, 

Mr. Davis offered an order for the ap- 
pointment of a committee of five to be ap- 
pointed by the speaker to consider and re- 
port to this legislature on the advisability 
of completing that part of the house 
chamber left vacant for historical paint- 
ings.

NEw HAVEN, Feb. 6.—The contest over 
the will of the late Lorenzo Armstrong 
was begun in the superior court yesterday. 
The contestant is Miss Elizabeth Arm- 
strong of Brooklyn. She is a daughter of 
the deceased by his second wife, and by 
the will got only $5000 out of an estate of 
nearly $500,000. She claims that the will 
was not tht testamentary act of the de- 
ceased, and that if it was it was obtained 
by undue influence, and that her father at 
the time was of unsound mind and inca- 
pable of making a will. 


Wasn't Posted. 


NEW HAVEN, Feb. 6.—John McCrea, 
agent for the United Life association of 
New York city, was arrested yesterday 
charged with violating the state law 
which prohibits agents making rebates in 
premiums.

Power Consumption In Piano Playing. 

The amount of power expended in 
playing on a piano has recently been 
figured ont in a way which, if not alto- 
gether accurate, is at least interesting.

When a sufficient | 
quantity is piled on to make a note 
sound, they may be weighed and the 
figures will be found to be true.

DUMPED INTO A RIVER, 


Men Working on a Bridge Engulfed 
by a Raging Torrent, 


Eleven Out ef Twenty Re- 
ported to Be Drowned. 


Carried Down Pequabuck River and Lost in 
the Darkness. 


BrisToL, Conn., Feb. 7.—A most ap- 
palling disaster occurred here shortly af- 
ter ¥ o'clock last night, in which 20 work- 
men were precipitated Into Pequabuck 
river from the East Bristol bridge, and 
11 of them are probably drowned. 

Yesterday afternoon the structure was 
found to be shaky, and the 4:42 train on 
the New England road had a narrow es- 
cape from wreck as it crossed on the way 
to Hartford. 

For some time the bridge had been 
looked upon with suspicion, and at the 
present time a new bridge was in process 
of erection, and was almost completed. It 
was close alongside the bridge which was 
carried away. 

The flerce storm which swept over the 
state played havoc with New England 
bridges, and the swollen waters of the 
Pequabuck river threatened to carry the 
bridge away. At5d o'clock a special wreck- 
ing train with 40 men left East Hartford 
and were put to work on the new bridge 
which the company is building over the 
river, and which is almost completed. It 
was intended to put the new bridge in 
shape at once so that trains could cross 
the river. The old bridge was declared 
unsafe about 4 o'clock, and since then no 
trains have crossed the river. 

Twenty workmen were put to work on 
each bridge. About 9 o’clock one of the 
furemen, John Barry, called the 20 men 
on the old structure toward the center to 
assist in tearing up the ties, which were 
wanted for the other bridge. The weight 
of the men was too great for the bridge, 
and without hardly a moment’s warning 
it collapsed, precipitating 16 or 17 of the 
men into the raging waters of the river. 
Three or four were caught by falling tim- 
bers and seriously injured. Three man- 
aged to cling to fragments of the bridge 
and were rescued by a number of their 
comrades, who rushed over from the new 
bridge as soon as they realized the extent 
of the disaster. 

Beyond Reach of Aid. 

The tottering condition of the remain- 
ing portions of the old bridge rendered 
the work of reaching the men impossible, 
andhad a boat been available, nothing 
could bave held it against the mad rush of 
the waters. The unfortunate men in the 
water attempted to seize sticks and por- 
tions of the abutments which had been 
broken loose, but not more than five or 
six were successful. The others were car- 
ried down stream, and were quickly lost 
to sight in the darkness. 

Two men were able to swim ashore, but 
fell exhausted as soon as they reached 
land. John Barry, the foreman in charge of 
the old bridge, was extricated from the 
mass of wreckage and debris which col- 
lected where the bridge gave way, and 
was found to have been badly wounded. 
He and the other rescued men were taken 
to farmhouses nearby and cared for. The 
foreman was unable to give the pames of 
the men who were on the bridge with him 
at the time. 

As soon as the railroad officials were 
notified of the collapse a special train was 
sent out from East Hartford with two 
surgeons and another gang of wreckers. 
A gang of 20 men rigged impromptu rafts 
and scows, and began a search for the 
bodies. Others were sent down both sides 
of the river to see if anyone had been for- 
tunate enough to reach the shore. Ata 
late hour no more bodies were found, and 
it wasthe general opinion thai the men 
had no chance of reaching the shore alive. 

At midnight 11 persons were still among 
the missing. All are members of the con- 
struction gangs from Hartford and East 
Hartford, and were residents of those 
points. 

The men were taking up iron rails on 
the old bridge when the accident hap- 
pened, and were passing them across to 
the new structure. 

A gang was working on each end, and 
by some misunderstanding, it is supposed 
all of them were called to the center of 
the structure. Their weight, with the ex- 
traordinary rush of the current, is sup- 
posed to have directly caused the fall of 
the bridge. 

Pequabuck river empties into Plafaville 
pond, three miles below the bridge where 
the fatal accident occurred. It is expected 
that many of .the bodies will be found 
there. 

It is expected that the new bridge will 
be ready for travel in 48 hours. All trains 
are stalled on the New England road by 
many washouts west of Plainville. 


ON BEACON HILL. 


Pensions For War Prisoners—Big Ba'ch of 
Bills on Labor. 


Boston, Feb. 7.—There was not 4 great 
deal going on in the committee rooms, but 
there was another deluge of bills and peti- 
tions In both branches of the legislature. 

Petitions were presented for legislation 
for the better protection of the public 
health in the valleys of the Conoord and 
Sudbury rivers; also for an act taking 
from the board of aldermen of Boston the 
right to license theatrical and other ex- 
bibitions and confer it upon the board of 
police. 

Mr. Corbett presented a bill providing 
that whenever the death of a person shall 
be caused by such wrongful act or neglect 
as would, if death had not ensued, have 
entitled the party injured to maintain an 
action of damages, the person or firm 
which would have been liable to such an 
action may be proceeded against by the 
administrator or executor of the deceased 


for the benefit of the relatives of said de- 
ceased. 

Among the bills in the house were those 
relating to the interest of labor—that the 
chairman of the state board of arbitration 
shall hold office only six months, and after 
that only in case his retention is re- 
quested by the capital representatives on 
the board; that women and minors shall 
not be employed ia manufacturing estab- 
lishments over 60 hours a week; prohibit- 
ing the placing of self-acting mules or 
other traversing machinery in such a loca- 
tion that it shall run within 12 inches of 
& post or roof support; that in certain 
cases where manufacturers are charged 
with running overtime, the evidence of 
the members of the district police shall be 
conclusive evidence and prima facie eyi- 
dence of a violation of law; for suitable 
systems of ventilation in manufacturin 
establishments; prohibiting women an 
minors from working at night in printing 
establishments, also a bill relative to over- 
time work in factories. 

Mr. Russell presented a resolve ad- 
dressed to the representatives of the state 
{n congress and in favor of the bill now 
before congress providing pensions for 
sailors and soldiers confined in Confeder- 
ate prisons. 

The judiciary committee reported against 
the bill which provided a penalty for the 
violation of the act of 1888 which permits 
the recovery of 18 per cent interest only in 
cases of sinall loans. 

Leave to withdraw was reported on the 
petition that a part of Abington be an- 
nexed to Brockton. 


Lowel!’s Church Row. 

LOWELL, Mass., Feb. 7.—In reply to the 
notice given by the lessees of the First 
Congregational church to Rey, G@. ¥. 
Kenngott, warning him to keep out, the 
board of deacons sent & letter to the les- 
6ees yesterday asserting that Mr. Kenn- 
gottis the duly installed pastor of the 
church, and they will resist every effort 
made to prevent him from performing his 
pastoral duties. This means that Mr. 
Kenngott will try to preach next Sunday, 
although the lessees have engaged another 
man. It is said that the lessees have 
threatened to arrest Mr. Kenngott for 
trespassing if he disregards their notice. 
The trouble bids fair to getinto the courts.

The midnight circular of Secretary Car- 
lisle said that “sealed proposals will be re- 
ceived at the office of the secretary of the 
treasury at Washington until 12 o'clock 
noon on Wednesday, Feb. 5, 1896."" When 
the gentlemen representing the great 
financial interests of New York and other 
cities appeared at the department to wit- 
ness the opening in public of the bids for 
bonds in the manner prescribed by law 
and custom they were astounded at dis- 
covering that the committee appointed for 
the purpose had been at work for hours, if 
not all night, putting in tabulated form 
the offers which had been received up to 
and including Wednesday. 

No public explanation was offered for 
this departuee from the regular proceed- 
ings. But the reason given unofficially 
was that there had been such an over- 
whelming number of offers as to make it 
absolutely necessary for an early opening 
in order to expedite matters. 

When it is admitted that the bids were 
opened before ‘12 o'clock on Wednesday,” 
when the evidence is presented to the eyes 
of all present that the bids which they 
had come to see opened had already been 
transcribed in supposed -privacy, there is 
revealed a tremendous possibility for 
scandal. In such circumstances the only 
safety of the administration lies in the 
character of those officials concerned in 
the extraordinary proceeding. 

This being said, that which follows and 
which is current gossip becomes interest- 
ing, if not significant. J. P. Morgan came 
to Washington Tuesday night in his pri- 
vate car, arriving at 8:30 on the limited 
train. He had every opportunity, so far 
as timeis concerned, to get all the in- 
formation he desired, and a hint in ad- 
vance in such a transaction would be of 
priceless value. 

The question asked by the disappointed 
onesis: Why was the Morgan combination 
able to shade its bid to the fraction suffi- 
cient to beat all the other heavy bidders? 
Was there a leak in the treasury, and 
where, and if there was no leak, why did 
the government depart from its precedents 
in beginning the determination of an 
award hours before the appointed time, 
and in violation of the announcement im- 
plied in the secretary's circular ? 

The President's Views. 

“Seldom have I taken so much interest 
in anything as in the success of this bond 
issue,’ said President Cleveland yester- 
day. “Both Secretary Carlisle and my- 
self have had it very much at heart.”’ 

In response to a reference to the syndi- 
cate contract of last year, the president re- 
marked that he had no reason to question 
the wisdom of that arrapgement under 
the conditions then existing. ‘That con- 
tract,’’ he added, “helped us out at a time 
when 48 hours’ delay might have pro- 
duced serious results. 

“IT sympathize, nevertheless, with objec- 
tions made to that form of placing a loan. 
The difference between the price obtained 
from the syndicate and the price currently 
quoted can be twisted into an argument 
which will appeal to people who do not 
stop to calculate the actual cost to the 
syndicate of floating the loan at that time. 

“My preference would have been to 
have had this loan much more popular 
than appears on its face, but we have done 
the best we could. The people who hoard 
small savings of gold, or the equivalents 
of gold, are unaccustomed to transacting 
business on the basis on which these 
bonds had to be issued; they are unused 
to premiums or to the formality of mak- 
ing bids. 

“Tf we could have sold them a 8 per cent 
gold bond at par, I think it would have 
brought out a good deal of this gold, but 
the only bonds the law allows us to issue 
have to be sold considerably above par in 
order to yield a reasonable rate of net in- 
terest. 

“As I said, I wish it could have been ob- 
viously still more of a popular loan, but 
from such information as comes to me 
from various private sources I am con- 
vinced that more small holdings of gold 
will come into the treasury by the present 
arrangement than appear on the surface. 

“The small country batiks, for instance, 
which are buying bonds for their custom- 
ers, have made their bids through their 
New York and Boston correspondents, 
and this gives the loan the appearance of 
having been taken up by the big financial 
institutions at the money centers, while 
asa matter of fact not a little of it will 
ultimately come from the small invest- 
ors.” 

Although the president was too modest 
to publish the part he had taken person- 
ally in making this loan a success, in jus- 
tice to him it should be said, since it can 
be done on excellent authority, that since 
the bonds were offered for general sub 
scription a month ago he has been untir 
ing in his efforts to enlist interestin the 
undertaking. 

He has sat up late each night writing 
autographic letters to such of his friends 
in different parts of the country as could 
be induced to take hold and work for the 
success of this loan, and it is beyond ques- 
tion that the generdus response has been 
due in no small measure to his individual 
work and that of Secretary Carlisle along 
the same line.

To Pay for Franchises. 


The Citizens’ Association of Boston has 
petitioned the Legislature for legislation 
authorizing cities and towns to receive 


compensation and to impose terms and 
conditions for the enjoyment of street 


franchises and privileges. The bill with 
the petition provides that any person or 
corporation hereafter, desiring the fran- 
chise, right or privilege to lay tracks, lay 
pipes, erect poles, etc., in, over or under 
any street or public place in any of the 
cities or towns of the State shall present a 
petition, with specifications and plans, to 
the city council of said city or selectmen of 
a town. 

After hearing and favorable report on the 
petition the mayor or selectmen may 
lease the said rights or privileges to the 
petitioner or to some other responsible 
person or corporation, if he can do so more 
advantageously than to the petitioner, for 
such rent and terms (not to exceed 20 years) 
and upon such conditions as a due regard 
for the city or town’s interest demands. 
The rent reserved by thecity or town shall 
be payable annually or oftener and may con- 
sist of a share of the gross receipts. There 
shall be public competition for the rights 
and franchises if the mayor so wills. 

Any person or corporation receiving 
from the mayor or selectmen the offer of a 
lease under the provisions of the act, 
whereby a payment of rent goes to the city 
or town, or any ten citizens of any city or 
town which has granted a lease without re- 
quiring adequate compensation, may with- 
in one month from such offer or from 
acceptance of such grant, appeal to the rail- 
road commissioners or the gas commission- 
ers, as the grant relates to street railways 
or otherwise, who shall give notice and 
hearing. The commissioners shall, after 
due consideration, confirm the grant or 
change the rent named therein. The de- 
cision of the commissioners is final,

Lonpon, Feb. 7.—At the annual dinner 
ofthe St. John’s foundation school last 
night, the guests included members of the 
clergy, diplomats, members of parliament 
and other public men. Ambassador Bay- 
ard presided. 

In proposing a toast to the queen, Mr. 
Bayard was greeted with tumultuous ap- 
plause. Above his seat were draped the 
Union Jack and the Stars and Stripes, 
with their folds interlaced. Mr. Bayard 
made a feeling reference to the death of 
Prince Battenberg. 

Mr. Bayard, when proposing the toast 
to the St. John’s school, said: “I am not 
a citizen of this country, but I am a friend 
ofit. The hearts of the lovers of England 
were lately stirred to consider the sources 
of her strength, andthe common patriotic 
idea naturally turned to her great armies 
and navies and the stout hearts and earn- 
est consciousness of her people.” 

Mr. Bayard ventured to remind them of 
the noiseless but ever potential forces 
which, by making England strong, should 
make his own country strong. He pro- 
ceeded to eulogize the work of the clergy 
as the class which furnished alarge share 
of the distinguished men of the country, & 
noted example being Nelson. 

Canon Duckworth proposed Mr. Bay- 
ard’s health, and said: ‘England rejoices 
in America’s prosperity, and we welcome 
Mr. Bayard as the proxy of the great peo- 
ple whose interests were indissolubly 
bound up with our own.” 

The toast was honored standing and 
with three cheers, the band playing mean- 
while “Yankee Doodle.” 

Mr. Bayard, in responding, said that he 
feltthat when he crossed the Atlantic it 
was merely a change of faces and not of 
the hearts. He had spent his life in 
America, and he came from a people who 

| had drawn nothing but American air and 
doctrine for 2'4 centuries. He came here 
| and found and breathed the same air. ‘‘If 
any difference exists,” says Mr. Bayard, 
“it is an artificial one. Just let the 
human heart speak, man to man, and you 
will find all differences can be arranged.” 


Dam Gave Way. 
Morristown, N. J., Feb. 7.—The dam 
at Pocahontas lake broke last night, and | 
the lower part of this city was inundated.

UNJUST TAXATION. | 


Massachusetts Tax Laws Need 
Amendment. 


GOVERNOR AND SPEAKER AGREE. 


The Massachusetts Anti-Double Taxa- 
tion League Begins Afresh. 


A fact that cannot be {ignored is that 
the laws of Massachnsetts relating to tax- 
ation need to beamended. This fact has 
been affirmed in forcible language by the 
speaker of the house of representatives 
and by the governor. 

The Massachusetts Anti-Double Tax- 
ation League is organized for the purpose 
of reforming the law in certain particulars 
and these particulars coincide exactly with 
the remarks of both the speaker and the 
governor. 


HON. WILLIAM B. DURANT. 


The league did very good public service 
last yearin preventing the passage of bad 
Jegislation. It has organized this year 
under the same platform, but with a few 
new officers, and it is understood that its 
purpose {g to be aggressive rather than de- 
fensive. 

The proposed repeal of the beneficent 
law of 1881, which relieved real estate from 
the burden of double taxation, was effect- 
ually killed. It is not to be anticipated 
that any new effort will be made in this 
direction. With this bugbear disposed of, 
the League presses forward its main con- 
tention that all forms of double taxation 
should be abolished. 

The most flagrant form of double taxa- 
tion now legal is the taxation of shares of 
corporations organized under the laws of 
other states. These shares are no more 
property than are shares of Massachusetts 
corporations. Either one is only an evi- 
dence of property somewhere protected and 
presumably there taxed. It would be just 
as sensible to tax the holder of a deed of a 
house or lot, although the house or lot had 
already been taxed, as to tax the holder of 
ashare of corporate property which has 
been taxed.

The Two Petitions. 

Two petitions will be presented, both 
signed by a great number of distinguished 
and prominent citizens. The first of these 
relates to the double taxation of shares of 
fore! n corporations and reads as follows: 

fe undersigned petitioners, citizens 
of the Commonwealth, respectfully rep- 
resent that the present system of taxation 
of personal property situated and taxable 
outside the Commonwealth, including 
shares of corporations organized under the 
laws of other States, is unjustin principle, 
ineffective in practice, and detrimental to 
the best interests of the Commonwealth, 
and, therefore, they respectfully petition 
that section 4, chapter 11 of the Public 
Statutes may be so amended that personal 
property situated and subject to taxation 
outside the Commonwealth, and shares of 
corporations which are organized under 
the laws of other States, and the property 
of which is taxable within or without the 
Commonwealth, may be exempt from 
taxation.” 

The other refers to the taxation of mu- 
nicipal bonds as follows: 

“The undersigned petitioners, citizens 
of the Commonwealth, respectfully repre- 
sent that under section 4, chap. 11 of the 
Public statutes, all public stocks and se- 
curities of the Commonwealth, including 
the obligations of the counties, cities, 
towns, school districts and fire districts 
thereof, are subject to taxation; that the 
effect of this law is both to increase the 
rate of interest on such obligations, and to 
restrict the market in which they can be 
negotiated; that the United States gov- 
ernment and most of the States of the 
Union have recognized the justice and 
economy of exempting such public stocks 
and securities froin taxation; that a very 
small amovnt of revenue is obtained by 
the taxation of these necessary instuctions 
of governmert. While every taxpayer is 
burdened in a measure by the extra inter- 
est which must be paid and the restricted 
market which must be endured, the dis- 
tricts, towns, cities, counties, and the 
State receive no adequate return. 

“We, therefore, respectfully petition that 
such legislation be enacted as will exempt 
from taxation the notes, bonds and other 
obligations of the Stufe, or of any county, 
elty, town, or district, in this Common- 
wealth, which may be law fully issued 
after the first day of May, in ‘the year 
eighteen hundred and ninety-six.”

Held by John Mahony, Better Known 
as “Jack Sheppard.” 


Would Steal Whole Cartloads 
of Merchandise. 


Now Under Arrest For Having Burglars’ Tools 
In His Possession. 


Boston, Feb. 7.—‘‘Jack Sheppard,” whu 
was arrested in New York, Wednesday, for 
having burglars’ tools in his possession, is 
very well known in this city and vicinity, 
having been arrested here several times, 
and having served a couple of sentences in 
the Charlestown state prison, to say noth- 
ing about several terms that he served in 
the house of correction.

Sheppard has a record seldom equaled 
by any criminal. His right name is John 
Mahony, but for years he has been known 
to the detectives throughout the country 
only as “Jack Sheppard.’”’ He gained this 
soubriquet on account of his favility for 
breaking jail. 


ONE OF MAHONY’S ESCAPFS. 
He has been‘in over 3@ state prisons, and 


has made his escape from seven. When 
but a boy he escaped fréim the Tombs in 
New York, and years afterward he pried 
off adoorin the New York police head- 
quarters and got away. 

Some of his most clever thefts have 
been committed by his assuming the guise 
of aclerk, wearing a linen duster and 
carrying a pen back of hisear. He would 
tell a driver of some big truck that there 
was 4 mistake about one invoice and make 
the driver accompany him intoa building 
He would give the driver the shake, and 
meanwhile Jack's accomplice would drive 
off the vehicle and its contents. 

His first record in this city began as 
far back as March, 1866, when he was ar- 
rested in Boston for stealing a truckload 
of broadcloth, valued at $5000. For that 
offense he served five years in the state 
prison. 

After serving his time in this city he 
went to New York, and shortly afterward 
was arrested there for a robbery. He made 
himself famous at that time by escaping 
from New York police headquarters. 

In September, 1875, he received a three- 
years’ sentence to th® Eastern peniten- 
tlary, and after flnishing that sentence 
came to Boston and began operations 
again. 

In April, 1879, he stole a whole truck 
load of goods, and took the property, with 
the assistance of a well-known thief 
named Connelly, to a place in Cambridge 
where he stored them over night. The 
goods were traced there by the police, and 
in making the arrest of Sheppard, In- 
spector McCausland, who Is still attached 
to headquarters, came near losing his life, 

Connelly at the time escaped and was 
never arrested, as he died a short time af- 
terward. Sheppard was convicted and re- 
celved another five-year sentence to the 
Charlestown institution. 

After his release in Boston he went to 
Philadelphia, was caught there doing a 
similar job and got a sentence of three 
years, 

On Feb. 19, 1887, he was arrested in New 
York for the Boston officers, being wanted 
by Inspector Watts, now chief inspector, 
for breaking and entering the tailoring 
establishment of H. S. Levion the night 
of Feb. 10, that year, and stealing more 
than $700 worth of clothing. He was 
brought back to Boston, and he and an 
accomplice named Grear were convicted 
in the superior court. 

When it caine to being sentenced, Shep- 
pard made a tgiching speech from the 
dock, and instead of getting a sentence of 
25 years as an habitual criminal, as he 
might, Judge Dewey took pity on him, 
and gave him but two years in the house 
ot correction at South Boston. 

Since serving his time in that institu- 
tion he has been arrested on several occa- 
sions in other cities, but he has steered 
clear of Boston. 

While serving a five-year term in Charles- 
town Mahony wrote a long and interest- 
ing account of his career, and told in de- 
tail the causes which led him into eyil 
ways. This article was written in 1870, 
when Mahony was but 26 years old, but 
he had already had a long experience in 
crime. 

It seems that Mshony was born bad. 
Asaschoolboy he svas a habitual truant 
and a terror to bis teachers, The son of 
& teacher of a French boarding school on 
Long Island gave him his first lessons in 
iniquity and taugh: him to chew tobacco.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR, 


Topic For the Week Beginning Feb. 9. 
Comment by Rev. 8S. H. Doyle. 
Topic.—Christ’s warnings.—Math. vii, 21-27. 

(A memory meeting suggested.) 

Two things are necessary to our best 
encouragement and development in 
Christian character. We must be in- 
structed in the Christian life and en- 
couraged by the blessedness and happi- 
ness of fidelity to God, and, further- 
more, we must be stimulated by being 
faithfully warned against the evil con- 
sequences sure to follow if we do not 
faithfully serve the Lord. 

Christ was faithful in warning His 
people as well as holding out induce- 
ments in the way of the precious prom- 
ises of God. It is a noticeable fact that 
the warnings of Christ and of God’s 
word are not emphasized today as they 
used to be and as they undoubtedly 
should be. If Christ thought it impor- 
tant and necessary to use warnings in 
presenting the truth of God, His dis- 
ciples should not lightly disregard it, 
for ‘‘the servant is not greater than his 
lord.’’ 

1. Christ warns us against hypocrisy. 
‘“‘Not every one that sayeth unto me 
Lord, Lord, shall enter into the king- 
dom of heaven.’’ To those who falsely 
professed His name, He said He would 
say on the day of judgment: ‘‘I never 
knew you. Depart from Me.’’ The utter 
worthlessness and weakness of bypocrisy 
in religion are apparent to all. Christ 
knows that we are not sincere. We can- 
not deceive Him, nor can we deceive 
God. Nor do we usually deceive men. 
Sooner or later they will know if we are 
true or false, and instead of our pro- 
fession benefiting us, it will injure us. 
Christ’s warning against hypocrisy 
should stimulate us to sincerity. If 
Christianity is worth imitating, it is 
worth possessing. The real thing is al- 
ways of greater and surer value than the 
counterfeit. 

2. Christ warns us against being 
hearers of His word only. It is not the 
one, He says, that heareth the word of 
God, but the one that doeth it that shall 
enter into the kingdom of heaven. Christ 
likened the one who heard, but did not 
do, to a man who built a house upon 
the sand, which was speedily and easily 
destroyed in the midst of the storm that 
came upon it. But him that both heard 
and did His sayings He likened toa 
man who built his house upon a rock, 
which withstood all the storms that 
came upon it. He clearly points out the 
consequences resulting from not doing 
His will, but He leaves it for us to de- 
cide what we will do. Let us imitate 
the wise man who built his house upon 
the rock. Let us both hear and do, thus 
obeying the injunction of James to be 
doers and not hearers only.

BODIES OF SIX VICTIMS 


Recovered From the Pequabuck River 
by Searching Parties, 


Five Men Still Remain Unac- 
counted For. 


Survivors Differ as to Number of Men on the 
lil-Fated Bridge. 


BrisTot, Conn., Feb. 8.—Thousands 
yesterday visited the scene of Thursday 
night's disaster at the New England rail- 
road bridge over the Pequabuck river, and 
many eomplaints were made that the 
great crowds interfered with the work of 
searching for the dead bodies. Six bodies 
have thus far been recovered, and stilla 
number of men are missing. 

It will probably be two or three days 
before itis known just how many went 
down with the ill-fated bridge, as the 
wrecking train which was dispatched 
from Hartford early Thursday evening to 
hasten the work of completing the new 
fron bridge picked up employes of the 
road by threes and fours at nearly all the 
stations between Hartford and the scene 
of the wreck. Five Italians who lived at 
East Hartford are still unaccounted for, 

although several of the men who were 
résoued do not believe that they all wen? 
down with the wreck. 

The list of dead thus far Is: 
O'Brien, section foreman; Martin Curry, 
section hand; Nicolo Ricci, laborer; James 
Mack, laborer; Patrick McCarthy, laborer 
Charles Castelaini, laborer. 

Foreman Barry, who was rescued from 
amass of timbers and wreckage, is in 
ternally injured and is conscious only 
partof the time. The other three men 
injured are deing well. 

Who Is to Blame? 


Reports regarding the responsibility for 
the accident differ, and an investigation 
by the railroad officials is in progress. 
Superintendent Dewey came down from

Trains are now running regularly. 

The Italian, Ricci, whose body was re- 
covered yesterday, lived at East Hartford 
in a boxcar with eight companions, all of 
whom are believed to have Leen working 
on both bridges. Of the eight, only three 
are accounted for, but there is a chance 
that they were saved. The bodies of the 
six men were sent to their homes yester 
day afternoon, and will be buried Monday. 

Owing Sood the cor fusion and darkness at 
the scene of the wreck, no two men were 
found who told the same story, and nearly 
all differed as to the number of men on 
the old bridge 

William Edwards, a boy about 15 years 
old, has been missing from his home here 
since Thurday night, and as he was seen

The New England road had considerable 
trouble all day, as water covered the 
tracks in many places. Two hundred 
feet of the road was washed out between 
Mill Plain and Sodom, ad another wash- 
out between Plainville and New Britain 
delayed trains. Snowplows were used at 
many points to keep the water from ex- 
tinguishing the flres. The floodsin this 
town aud vicinity caused thousands of 
dollars’ damage. The water is now sub- 
siding. 


ON BEACON HILL. 


Bills and Petitions Flowing In, Notwithstanding 
“Time Is Up.” 


Boston, Feb. 8.—Up to and including 
yesterday, 750 new matters have been in- 
troduced in the house, and about 150 
more petitions without bills are in the of- 
floe of the clerk, of which probably not less 
than 125 will be introduced in the house. 
It ia probable that 100 more matters will 
be introduced under suspension of the 

12th joint rule. In 1894, 1196 were intro- 
“He and in 1895 about 12u0. 

The number of new matters introduced 
in 1894 and 1895, as given above, included 
matters in the senate, and the figures are 
given in the address of Speaker Meyer at 
the close of the 1895 session. 

New business still continues to flow in 
and there is plenty more to come next 
week, for although last Wednesday wa 
the limit, a great part of the stuff that was 
filed that day has not yet seen the light. 

Among the important things sought in 
yesterday’s bills and petitions are the 
abolition of bucket shops; the establish- 
ment of a traffic commissioner for the city 
of Boston to be appointed by the governor 
and to have a salary of $10,009, paid by the 
street railway companies; the taking 
away from the Boston board of aldermen 
ali control of the Franklin fund as trus- 
tees and piacing the same in the hands of 
the governor and mayor; the abolition of 


the Boston street commission; a deal of 
political tinkering, and many other 
schemes. 


There was little of consequence going 
on in the committee rooms. The com- 
mittee on liquor law had a hearing on the 
petition for the sale of liquor at summer 
resorts during the season.

Boston, Feb. 8.—Masters of incoming 
transatlantic liners teil thrilling tales of 
experiences during Thursday's gale, but 
all report little serious damage, due, ap- 
parently, tothe fact that they had timely 
warnings by moderate gales for several 
days preceding, and low readings of the 
barometer. Coastwise steamer officers re- 
port passing many craft during the blow, 
but all seemed to be weathering it finely, 
no vessel in distress being reported. 

Cracked a Safe. 

NEWTON, Mass., Feb. 8.—At an early 
hour yesterday morning the local office of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance company 
was burglarized, and $1700in cash and 
checks stolen. It was one of the most 
daring and successful robberies ever per- 
petrated in this city, and the police have 
little or no clew to the guilty parties. 


Narrow Escapes. 

NEw HAVEN, Feb. 8.—It has been ascer- 
fRined that all the barges in tow of the 
tug Scully, which broke loose during 
Thursday's fierce gale, are safe and that 
no lives were lost. The men on the 
barges had a fearful experience, and sey- 
eral times gave up all hope of ever reach- 
ing a safe anchorage.

duction of a 13-year-old girl. 

Toucey scholarship at Trin- 
ity college has been awarded to Daniel 
Hugh Verder, '98, of Rutland, Vt. 

Charles B. Mellen was seriously injured 
in Colt’s firearms factory at Hartford by 
the bursting of an automatic gun. 

Captain Zephianiah Fraser, aged 42, a 
widely known mariner, dropped dead at 
Gloucester, Mass. He was born in North 
Sidney, OC. B. 

Bernard Schwartz of Boston was sen- 
tenced to 15 days’ imprisonment for allow- 
ing his little son to peddle flowers in the 
streets late at night. 

Fire at Pittsfleld, Mass., partially de- 
stroyed the shirt factory of the Sprague- 
Brimmer Manufacturing company. Loss 
estimated at $50,000, 

Major W. OC. Dow {s now sald to be a 
candidate for the captaincy of company F, 
Eight regiment, of Haverhill, Mass., from 
which position he was promoted a few 
months ago. 

The Halifax mills’ creditors met at La- 
conia, N. H., yesterday. The liabilities 
were found to be over $100,000. Samuel 
Leonard and Stephen B. Cole were ap- 
pointed assignees. 

License Commissioners Dunbar and 
Padelford of Taunton, Mass., have re- 
signed, and Joseph F. Hines, recently ap- 
pointed, vice R. E. Warner, removed, 
holds the fort alone. 

Asaresult of the petition for the writ 
of habeas corpus for the release of Charles 
W. Martin of Stoneham, Mass., out of the 
hospital for dipsomanics at Foxboro, Mar- 
tin was released by the trustees of that in- 
stitution. 

A delegation of French Catholics of 
Danielson, Conn., called on Rey. Father 
Soquette, the local priest, and told him he 
might as well quit the parish, as he would 
get no support from either French or Irish 
Catholics. 

The Gloucester (Mass.) city government 
passed an order for an investigation of the 
city engineer's office, on allegations that 
city labor had been used for personal 
benefits. A joint committee to investi- 
gate were appointed. 

Fire broke out from causes unknown in 
the warehouse of the W. S. Reed Toy com- 
pany at Leominister, Mass., one of the 
largest manufacturing plants of its kind 
in the United States. The plant was 
worth $100,000, and the !oss will be $75,000. 


Crooked Contraciors. 

CoLtumpBus, O., Feb. 8.—The grand jury 
yesterday returned indictments against 
Messrs. Abbott, Hallwood, Townsend and 
Adums on account of alleged corrupiion 
as contractors in the construction of & 
sewer. City Civil Engineer Kinnear was 
also indicted in the same connection. 
About $42,000 had been overdrawn or im- 
properly accounted for in this sewer work. 


Convicted of Arson. 

New York, Feb. 8.—Louis Gordon, the 
shirt manufacturer who was convicted of 
arson for setting fire to his factory at 21 
Walker street, was yesterday sentenced to 
six years and 10 months in prison. 


Lonpon, Feb. 8.—Secretary Chamber- 
lain’s dispatch to Sir Heroules Robinson, 
governor of Cape Colony, which was trans- 
mitted Feb. 4, was gazetted last evening, 
and proves rather interesting reading. 

It reviews the history of events in the 
Transvaal since i891, and points out that 
the mining interests, the mainstay of the 
country, are mainly in the hands of the 
Uitianders, who ure debarred by legisla- 
tion from the rights of citizenship, and 
States that the whole direction of affairs 
and the right of taxation remain a monop- 
oly inthe hands of a decreasing minority 
of the population engaged in agriculture, 
whilst the majority, who raised the reve- 
nue from £75,000 to £2,000,000, are denied 
apy voice inthe government of the Trans- 
vaal and are unable to obtain redress for 
the formidable grievances hampering and 
injuring the: incessantly. 

Mr. Chamberlain emphasizes the pacific 
and above-board character of the Uit- 
lander agitation, and recalls that the Uit- 
landers’ positions were rejected by the 
volksraad amid scornful laughter, one 
member of that body challenging the Uit 
landers to take up arms and fight. 

The massing of the Bechuanaland police 
at Mafeking did not cause anxiety, as it 
was understood to be merely a rendezvous 
prior to disbanding. When it was suz- 
gested on Dec. 29 that the Chartered co.u- 
pany’s police might intervene at Johann s 
burg it appeared incredible; but Mr 
Chamberlain wired a warning to Govy- 
ernor Robinson instructing him to warn 
Cecil Rhodes, the premier of Cape Colony, 
of the consequences. Unfortunately, Dr. 
Jameson had already entered the ‘Trans- 
vaal., 

The document then reviews the subse- 
quent events until Governor Robinson re 
turned to Cape Town, mentioning that 
President Kruger refused Governor Rob- 
inson definite assurance that reforms 
would be granted the Uitlanders, owing 
tothe suspicion that there was a wide- 
Spread conspiracy to overthrow the con- 
stitution—which Mr. Chamberlain did 
not regard as an adequate reason. 

Where England Comes In. 

He then proceeds to state the position of 
Great Britain and her claims toward the 
Transvaal, saying: ‘Since the conven- 
tion of 1854 Great Britain has recognized 
the Transvaal as independent internally, 
but its external relations are subject to 
the control of Great Britain. There is no 
reason to anticipate that a foreign state 
will dispute our rights, but it is necessary 
to state clearly that the government in- 
tends to maintain them in their entirety. 
Internally, Great Britain is justified in 
the interests of South Africa asa whole, 
and for the peace and stability of the 
Transvaal, to tender friendly counsels re- 
garding the newcomers, mainly British 
subjects.” 

The dispatch then deals at length with 
the grievances of the Rand, and expresses 
Mr. Chamberlain's belief that difficulty of 
naturalization and the franchise could be 
met by granting the franchise after five 
years’ residence and the removal of the 
objectionable features of the oath of al- 
legiance, which still would effectually de- 
prive the person of his status as a British 
subject. 


Mr. Chamberlain then suggests the con- | 


sideration of the other grievances, taxa- 
tion, education and monopolies, and es- 
pecially the exclusion of Uitlanders from 
the police, and proposes that the Rand be 
accorded modified local autonomy, includ- 
ing control of its own taxation, subject to 
the payment to the government of annum, 
sliding tribute, based on the fluctuations 
of the mining industry, such legislation 
to be subject to the veto of the president 
and executive. 

Mr. Chamberlain further suggests that 
the Rand also be given a superior law 
court, and that the Randers be not en- 
titled to a voice in the volksraad executive 
or in the president's election, thus reliey- 
ing the burghers of their haunting fear 
that the newcomers would utilize the 
franchise to upset their form of govern- 
ment. 

The dispatch concludes: “These sug- 
gestions are not offered in degradation of 
the president’s authority, but as a sincere 
and friendly contribution of her majesty's 
government to the settlement of a ques- 
tion which continues to threaten the 
quietude of the republic and the welfare 
and progress of South Africa.” 

As the settlement involves so many de- 
tails which are easier settled by a per- 
sonal conference, Mr. Chamberlain sug 


gests to President Kruger that, if it is 
convenient and agreeable to him, he 


should come to England. 


A Marvel of Science. 

MONTREAL, Feb. 8.—The experiments 
with cathode photography, applied to 
surgery, are being carried on at McGill 
university with great success. Professor 
Cox experimented yesterday on a patient 
of Dr. Cunning, whvu had been shot in the 
left leg about Christmas. The bullet 
could not be located, and the man suffered 
intense pain. The wound had closed up. 
The leg was photographed, and though it 
took 45 minutes, the bullet was found. 


Terrell’s Good Offices. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 8. — Minister 
Terrell has arranged to nominate Miss 
Clara Barton and her colleagues to dis- 
tribute the relief fund in her possession to 
the Armenians in accordance with the sul- 
tan’s agreement, which, however, pre- 
cludes any Armenians or newspaper cor- 
respondents from the nomination,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—The house com- 
mittee on public buildings and grounds 
yesterday ordered,favorable reports on 
bills making appropriations for public 
buildings as follows: St. Albans, Vt., 
75,000; Plymouth, Mass., $75,000; Nor- 
wich, Conn., $100,000; Fitchburg, Mass., 
$100,000.

WESTLAND DISCHARGED. 


Judge Humphrey Refused to Hold 
Him for the Grand Jury. 


The long drawn out case of Clan Mc- 
Gregor against’ William Westland, for em- 
bezzlement, was disposed of this morning 
by the defendant being discharged, for 
want of probable cause. 

When the case was called Mr. McAnar- 
ney, counsel for the defence, argued that 
the complaint was defective, as the com- 
plaint was not set forth according to law. 

Mr. Shultz, counsel for the government, 
contended that it was simply for the lower 
court to decide probable cause and that 
there had been an embezz!ement of fifty 
cents proven. 

The court said that he must be reason- 
ably satisfied that the offence had been 
committed, and what has been proved does 
not come within the scope thatthe grand 
jury could receive. 

The form was not correct, as the date 
was not alleged, and under the statue it 
must be within six months. There was no 
prima facia evidence that there had been 
an embezzement during any period of six 
months during which Westland was treas- 
urer, and to change the form of complaint 
would not change the matter any, as it 
would be necessary to start anew, which 
considering the many continuances he did 
not think would amount to anything. 


Killed on Railroad. 


Benjamin A. Brooks a blacksmith re- 
siding at 36 School street, was instantly 
killed by the cars at South Quincy last 
night by the outward train due in Quincy 
at 10.40. 

It seems that Brooks was laying on the 
inward track just north of the freight 
deput, and as the train approached, the 
engineer saw him and whistled. This 
evidently aroused him, for he got onto his 
feet, only to fall over onto the outward 
track and before the engineer of the out- 
ward train could stop his train, the cars 
had passed over him, cutting him in half 
and killing bim instantly. 

Undertaker Hall was notified and re- 
moved the remains. 

The unfortunate man was a blacksmith 
by trade, but had been unemployed for 
some weeks past. He was a son of John 
Brook formerly of Braintree. 

It is supposed that he came from Boston 
on one of the earlier trains and started up 
the track toward his home, but laid down 
in a dangerous place. He was about 34 
years of age and unmarried.

Aaron R. Morse, superintendent of the 
Norfolk, Bristol and Plymouth Union 
Truant School at Walpole, has filed his 
last quarterly report.

DR. DAVIS AND ANTI-TOXIN. 


To the Editors of the Ledger. 

In your issue of the 29:h ult., there 
appeared the following sub editorial,— 
“Another death from diphtheria among 
the patients of our only physician who 
refuses to use anti-toxin, should seem to 
justify the Board of Health in taking 
summary measures. The public are be- 
coming indignant over the the loss of some 
charming young children.” 

Perhaps you are aware that the above 
article is likely to seriously impair the 
professional reputation of Dr. Davis; that 
it charges him with criminal negligence, 
and gross ignorance, because he refused to 
adopt a course of treatment which he be- 
lieves would be harmfal to his patients, 
aad accept the “fad” that is endorsed by 
your Board of Health. 

My dear sir, The art of healing is based 
upon law, and not upon fads, and Dr. 
Davis would have been derelict in his 
duties toward those entrusted to his care 
had he abandoned the methods which his 
experience and conviction prescribed. 

You seem to think the ‘Board of Health 
would be justified” in taking summary 
measures, if Dr. Davis persists in bis re- 
fusal to use Anti-toxio. By what right, 
moral or legal, bas the Board of Health to 
forcibly enter the sanctity of one’s home 
and to dictate the methods of treatment to 
be employed ? Is it, or is it not, true, that 
we are living ‘‘ip the land of the free?’ 
Is the Board of Health, even, without re- 
spect to qualification or education in such 
matters, to constitute a kin lof medical 
paternalism ou the supposition that the 
cit zens of Quincy are incapable of select- 
ing their own physicians ? 

Dr. Davis’ experience daring the present 
epidemic has been a peculiarly sad one— 
but it is one likely to happen to any 
physician. Epidemics vary greatly in their 
severity, and one physician may be so un- 
fortunate as to have several malignant 
cases, while his more fortunate neighbors 


eseape. This has been the experience of 
some of the ablest physicians in the 
country. The cases I saw with Dr. Davis 


were malignani— he very cases in which 
the advocates of anti-toxin say it is use- 
less—and with him I encountered the first 
death from diphtheria I have had in 15 
years, either in private or consultation 
practice. 

You make the 
that “the teading physiciaus of the country 
are universally in favor of the remedy” 
anti-toxin, and your honorable Board of 
Health “will figure conspicuously in the 
avnals of history,’ for their sagacity in 
settling off-hand the question which has 
puzz'ed the medical worl’, by saying, ‘*that 
the best of results may be expected to fol- 


unwarrantable assertion 


iow, provided the remedy is used in the 
early stages of the disease.’’ 

I beg to submit some medical excerpts, 
from which you can draw your own infer- 
ences as to this much vaunted specific: 

The Medical Press and Circular says: 
““It was first alleged that if the serum 
(anti-toxin) was employed sufficiently early, 
say the second day. The disease would be 
cbecked and the child saved. Koerte tells 
us he killed all his cases by his early treat- 
ment,”’ 

Dr. Woodward of Tunkhannock, Pa. 
mentions the sad death of a boy, who, 
while suffering froma slight sore throat 
was given anti-toxin, It produced enor- 
mous swelling of the throat and death 
occurred in 24 hours from strangulation. 

Dr. Bleyen of Brooklyn, reports several 
sudden deaths, after injagions of anti- 
toxin. 

Dr. Hanseman, assistant to Prof. Vir- 
chou says: ‘*‘The curative properties of 
anti-toxin are not established, and children 
have contracted diphtheria after the oper- 
ation.”” He cited several cases in which 
children treated with anti-toxin at the 
commencement of the decease died. In 
speaking of statistics he declares that 
“*much more favorable results were ob-

In a recent number of the Medical Brief 
I find the following: ‘*‘ The universal 
verdict concerning anti-toxin seems to be 
that the treatment is worse than the dis- 
ease, Serious after-effects are being re- 
ported from Berlin, Fraokfort, New York 
and elsewhere,”’ 

Drs. Maizard & Bouchard, two former 
warm advocates of anti-toxin in diphtheria 
report the death of a six year uld child due 
to the injection of anti-toxin.—The Bul- 
letin Medical. 

Bertha M. Valentine, 17 years old, and 
daughter of Samuel Valentine of Williams- 
burg, N. Y., died on Friday, March 29, 
1895, ten minutes after she received an 
injection of anti-texin, The death was re- 
ported to Coroner Creamer, by Dr. J. M. 
Ciayland as caused by anti-toxin.—A.Jour, 
Health Loc. 

A physician injected anti-toxin into a 
healthy young infant as a prophylactic 
(preventive ) The child was feverish and 
fretful but with no throat trouble, and he 
died in 48 hours.—Dr. Thomas H. Manley, 
115 W. 49:h street, N. Y. 

“The total deaths from diphtheria in 
St. Louis during August, 1895, was thirty- 
six. During the same month of 1894 there 
were sixteen.”,-—Amer. Med. Jour. 

“On every side come up reports of 
deaths under anti-toxin, where recovery 
was reasonably expected. And in no 
smal! number of instances death has taken 
place with such astonishing suddenness 
after an injection of anti-toxin, that there 
can be no doubt of the poisoned serum 
having been the direct cause.’’—William 
H. Cook, A. M. M. D., Chicago, in Medi- 


eal Brief. 


Dr. G. Variot, a medical man of European 
renown, and the visiting physician to one 
of the hospitals of Paris, says: It is 
strange, if this article (anti-toxin) is really 
anti-toxin that it ceases to be of use in the 
very cases where it is most needed.” 

Dr. Farst in Berliner Klink for March, 


speaks emphatically, upon the injurious 
effects of anti-toxin and says: ‘The 
Craw-backs to its employment are its 
uselessness in diphtheria of the bronchi, or 
croupous diphtheria, and in the secondary 
septic infections which constitute the 
chief danger of diphtheria and also in its 
unfortunate after effects, such as purpura, 
albuminuria, halmonhayic nephritis and 
other evidences of systematic poisoning. 
Similar observations have been made by 
many physicians, : 

“In Germany the profession is divided 
as to its merits. The more scientific ele- 
ment claiming that it is not only therapen- 
tically inert but actively injurious”’—Med. 
Brief. 

And again the same authority states: 
“Tt bas not been conclusively shown 
ina single instance that recovery could 
be attributed to its use. Many phy- 
siclans when questioned, acknowledged 
that they had not sufficient courage to de- 
pend solely upon the serum, but have used 
it in conjuoction with other old tried rem- 
edies,’"—A correspondent of the New York 
Medical Record, says of the treatment in 
the London Hospitals — “The physician 
in charge at one of the largest of the seven 
hospitals devoted exclusively to infectious 
diseases, said, that in common with the 
other institutions—save one that is neutral 
—the anti-toxin is now regarded as a com- 
plete failure and on the whole rather harm- 
ful to patients 

“In the Montreal City Hospital anti- 
toxin has been discarded owing to bad 
results,”’ — Med. Brief. ‘““At a recent 
meeting of the Medical society of Vienna, 
Prof. Drasche presented a most unfavorable 
report as to the effects of anti-toxin in 
thirty cases, he had had under bis observa- 
tion. He found that the inj:ctions of 
anti-toxin effected the kidneys, and this 
observation was corroborated by those of 
other doctors. In the presence of that 
fact it could no longer be believed that the 
injection bad no injurious effects.” Lon- 
don Medical Times, Feb. 16, 1895. 

Past Assistant Surgeon F, J. B. Corde- 
iro, U.S. N., ina report to the Surgeon 
General of the Navy, concludes that proof 
is lacking of the value of anti-toxin in the 
treatment of diphtheria, and adopts the 
opinion of Kassowitz—which I will not 
quote for want of space. 

Dr. Mendel in Berliner Klin. No Chans- 
cher believes the serum has a destructive 
effect upon the red blood corpuscles—if 
necessary I could give many pages on the 
subject in the same direction. 

In conclusion let me say that the attack 
upon Dr. Davis, a most conscientious and 
skilful physician, was all the more cruel be- 
cause one of those ‘charming young chil- 
dren”’ was his only child.

HONESTLY CONDUCTED 


Insinuations of Unfairness In Open- 
ing Bond Bids Refuted. 


Bids Above Morgan Syndicate 
Reached $66,788,650. 


Leaves a Third of the Whole Issue For Morgan 
and His Associates. 


W£ASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—Yesterday'’s New 
York World contained a cartoon repre- 
senting J. P. Morgan looking through the 
envelope containing the Stewart combine 
bid by the aid of the newly-discovered 
photography. This is typical of the in- 
sinuations of unfairness on the part of 
treasyry officers in handling the bids, now 
going the rounds of the press. d 

While unwilling to dignify by denial 
the absurd charges, Secretary Carlisle au- 
thorizes that the fullest publicity be given 
the proceedings. It became evident last 
week at the rate that the indorsed pack- 
ages were coming in that some advance 
preparations would be necessary to pre- 
vent aclog at the last moment, and soa 
committee of three were chosen—Eckels, 
Morgan and Huntington—who, with three 
fully trusted assistants, began, Monday 
morning, the opening and recording of 
the bids. 

Up to Tuesday night these six men had 
balloted 3500 bids, but Wednesday morn- 
ing’s mail was of such proportions that a 
half-dozen more trusted helpers were 
taken into the secret chamber. No one of 
the men, including the original com- 
mittee, left the room, after entering it 
Wednesday. morning, until the bids were 
made public, and it was at this time that 
all the big bids came in. ‘The Morgan bid 
and the Stewart bid came between 11 
o’clock and noon, and, almost simultane- 
ously, the Morgan bid was brought to the 
treasury by a clerk of Harvey Fisk & Sons. 

An incident which occurred during the 
reading of the bids throws some further 
light upon the alleged inside knowledge: 
The Stewart bid was 110.075. This vipher, 
Mr. Eckles, in reading, overlooked, and 
for a long time read off every such bid as 
110.75, which put it ahead of the Morgan 
bid of 110.68. Representatives of the Mor- 
gan syndicate were plainly upset by this, 
and took a new interest in things when 
the correction was made. Secretary Car- 
lisle’s first knowledge of the Morgan bid, 
or even that one had been made, was the 
applause he heard from the next room 
when the hundred-million offer was read. 

The practice of opening bids in advance 
isnot new. In one of the former popular 
loans bids were tabulated as soon as re- 
ceived, and Secretary Carlisle went to 
New York to confer with bankers on the 
Monday before the Thursday upon which 
the bids were to be opened. He had dis- 
covered by this advance opening that only 
$2,000,000 of the $5,000,000 called for had 
been subscribed, and timely warning 
saved the loan from failing. 

The method of opening the present bond 
issue was perfectly square, and criticism 
of itisthe only sgfety-valve in sight for 
the pent-up hostility of those disarmed by 
the handsome success of the loan. 

The Morgan Syndicate Share, 


Late yesterday afternoon the treasury 
officials completed the computation of the 
bids received for the new bond issue, from 
which it appears that the amount of the 
bids above that of J. P. Morgan and his 
associates ($110.6877) was $66,788,650, and 
that the amount which will be awarded to 
the syndicate, therefore, will be $33,211,350, 
or, approximately, one-third of the whole 
issue. 

The number of successful bidders is 781. 
In arriving at this conclusion, the offi- 
cials have thrown out a very few bids, 
obviously fictitious, and a larger number 
which were irregular in important par- 
ticulars. Some of those bore no signature, 
and others did not contain the amount in- 
tended to be bid for, while still others 
omitted the rate. 

These last, however, are not supposed to 
aggregate any considerable sum. The fact 
that two-thimis of the entire issue are 
found to have been at rates ranging above 
$110.6877 is something of a surprise to all 
who heard the bids announced, but there 
is no question of the accuracy of the 
statement, as all of the hids have again 
been gone over and all errors made in the 
hurry of the day of the opsuing have been 
corrected. 

It is the intention of the officta's to have 
the revisad list of saccessful bidders ready 
for publication this afternoon, and at the 
same time it is haped to have teady for 
mailing all of the letters of acceptances of 
bids. Isis alsoexpected that the amounts 
bid for at the several ratez will ba ready to 
announce. 

In Congress.

AN ILL-FATED SPOT, 


Plum Island the Scene of the Wreck 
of Two Schooners, 


Seven Men on the Florida 
Went to the Bottom. 


Three Sailors on the Aliianca Met With a 
Similar Fate, 


SALISBURY BEACH, Mass., Feb. 10.—Yes- 
terday wasa day long to be remembered 
along this stretch of shore, so full of dan- 
gers and perils to mariners, and so fear- 
fully memorable for loss of life and the 
engulfing of vessels. 

Early yesterday morning a heavy snow- 
storm, driven in flerce blasts by an angry 
northeaster, set in and continued all day 
long. Such a day as is wont to be greeted 
by the hardy fishermen with ominous 
forebodings as to the fate of vessels whose 
way of destination might bring them near 
this “graveyard of sailors and their 
barks.” 

The heavy wind stirred up a fearful sea. 
It grew in force and the waves gathered 
in height until the breakers came rolling 
and thundering in on shore in great 
mountain masses of water. 

It was shortly after 3 o'clock when re- 
ports epread along the beach that the 
wind and sea had at last seized a prey — 
a big three-masted schooner—which, after 
repeated attempts to keep off, had at last 
been forced ashore. 

She had grounded about a mile off the 
beach, side on, and was, when discovered, 
at the mercy of both wind and waves. 
The vessel was made out to be the schooner

Big bonfires were built on the beach 
and attempts made by fishermen to reach 
the fated schooner. Bi ymbs with lines at- 
tached, thrown by lifesaving crew, were 
not canght by the sailors on the Florida, 
who were in a benumbed c ation Five 
of them were on the mizzenmast, one on 
the mainmast and the other on the bow- 
sprit. During the evening hatches and 
portions of the Florida’s boats came 
ashore. A portion of the lifesaving crew 
will patrol the beach on watch for other 
bodies. Several hundred people saw the 
wreck go to pieces.

Beyond Lifesavers’ Reach. 

The lifesavers made a gallant effort at 
rescue. The hardy fellows pushed their 
lifeboat out into the towering breakers, 
and, manning the oars, pulled with zeal 
to make way, but their effort was futile 
The boat was caught in the trough of the 
sea, Was overturned, and their attempt to 
go to the schooner had to be abandoned. 

In the meantime, during all that long 
wait, almost an eternity to the poor fel- 
lows in their perilous place in the rigging, 
with death awaiting them on all sides 
they could be seen. What their feeli 
were as they saw darkness settling may 
readily be conjectured. 

Lifted by the surging sea and moved by 
the gale, the vessel had been slowly forced 
farther toward the shore. Then the life- 
savers made an effort to save the impris- 
oned and imperilled crew. They made 
her position as best their trained eyes and 
ears could place her, and fired the lifeline. 
Experience told them that they had 
reached her, but that was the only result 
attained. 

Either the men had already succumbed 
to their fearful sufferings or had become 
so benumbed with cold that they could do 
nothing to make the lines fast, and the 
lifesavers were forced to abandon their 
efforts to save. 

In the meanwhile the seething, foaming 
and battering sea had been at its work 
breaking and tearing xt the vessel's side. 
At 10 o'clock she was rapidly becoming a 
mass of broken planks and splinters, and 
her masts had gone by the board. An- 
other sea grave had received its victims. 

The ship’s papers Jiave been washed 
ashore, and the names of the crew and 
owners found as follows: Owners, Charles 
Ryan, Joseph B. Stinson, Ed Mayhew 
and Henry Miller, all of New York. 
Crew, all drowned—Arthur Brown, cap- 
tain; R. MecCullock, Albert Williams, 
Gus Smith, John R. Johnson, Walter 
Bell, William Wills. There was another 
man, name unknown 

The Allianca Disaster. 

The three masted schooner Allianca, 
whick left New York last Sunday, went 
ash6re on Plum island last night, and was 
stove to fragments, four of the crew being 
saved and three drowned. The survivors 
are foreignezvs, and particulars are not 
understood. 

The schooner had 400 tons of coal for St. 
John, N. B., and was commanded by Cap- 
tain Mellons. She sailed from New York, 
and reached Edgartown, where she rode 
out Friday’s gale, and made Cape Cod 
yesterday afternoon. The captain kept off 
shore inthe teeth of a streaky northeast 
gale, but he soon heard the whistling buoy 
and sighted Plum island light. Before 
they realized it the schooner struck, floated 
and was driven a mile up the beach 
through the breakers. She struck head 
on, the spars came out and she went to 
pieces.

POLICE MYSTIFIED 


By Circumstances Surrounding the Death ot 
a Man at Haverhill. 


HAVERHILL, Mass., Feb. 10.—Thomas 
A’Herne was found dea@ in the yard of 
Dr. Hugh Donahue yesterday noon, lying 
ina pool of blood with a fractured skull. 
A’Herne lived in the house of Mrs. Collins, 
on Locke street, and had entertained a 
man named O’Brien, Saturday night, in 
hisroom. They indulged in liquor, but 
yesterday morning A’Herne was seen 
about his room as usual by Mrs. Collins. 
Half an hour later she saw his body lying 
beside the fence in the adjoining yard. 
No disturbance was heard about the 
house, and there is no sign of any struggle 
in the hallway or in the snow where he 
was found. The body was found directly 
under the window of his room, but not in 
a position to which he could have jumped, 
and as his room is on the first floor, it is 
inconceivable how such a fall could have 
produced the terrible fracture found in 
the top of his head, as the skull was 
driven into the brain, and blood had 
oozed and clotted in his nose and ears. 
The people in the house can give no ine 
formation about the case. 

A man who knew A'Herne was chop- 
ping wood near by at the time the fatality 
occurred, and he helped pick up the body 
when discovered. He could give no in- 
formition. A’Herne came here from 
Newburyport, and had been three months 
out of work and was without money. He 
was 32 years old, unmarried and had no 
telative. The police are mystified and are 
diligently investigating the case. 


Mrs. Carroll’s Strange Story. 

LOWELL, Mass., Feb. 10.—Mrs. Maggie 
J. Carroll, aged 19, was arrested for al- 
leged larceny of a watch yesterday. She 
claims her father is Mr. O'Connell of At- 
lanta, an exX-mayor and prominent resi- 
dent; that she was sent to a seminary at 
East Pennacook, N. H., but finding the 
requirements too irksome, went to St.

Birdie Sutherland’s Suii Fo 100,000 Dam- 
ages Begun at Lon on. 

Lonpon, Feb. 10.—The suit of Birdie 
Sutherland, a popular ballet girl, against 
Dudley C. Majoribanks, a lieutenant in 
the fourth battalion of the Argyll and 
Sutherland Highlanders, for £20,000 ($100,- 
000) damages for breach of promise of 
marriage, begun today before Judge Rus- 
sell and a spevial jury. 


BIRDIE SUTHERLAND, 


Sir Edward Clarke represents Miss 
Sutherland and Henry Asquith defends 
Mr. Majoribanks, whose offer of £3000 
($15,000) to settle the case was refused. 
The suit is likely to turn upon the point 
whether the lieutenant was of full age 
when the promise of marriage 1s alleged 
to have been made. Miss Sutherland, 
being an infant in the eyes of the law, sues 
through her father. 


Unrecognized by Three Nations. 

HONOLULU, Feb. 1. —Jan. 17 having been 
declared a national holiday by the repub- 
lic, invitations to take part were sent in 
the usual way to the diplomatic and con- 
sular corps. Favorable replies were re- 
celved from all but the representatives of 
the United States, England, Japan and 
France. Of these representatives the last 
three stated in their replies to this govern- 
ment that, as their governments had never 
recognized the provisicnal government, 
and as the holiday was given in the cele- 
bration of the formation of that govern- 
ment, they did not feel it incumbent to 
any way participate. Mr. Willis replied, 
stating that he would lay the matter be- 
fore Secretary Olne ey. 


A Possible Settlement. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Early last De- 
cember congress called for the correspond- 
ence that the state department had had in 
reference to the Waller case, but so far 
no response has been made by the execu- 
tive. Itis believed that the delay has been 
caused by a desire of the state department 
to practically close up the incident before 
making ita subject of reply, and as itis 
bow expected that the correspondence will 
be sent in very soon, it is consequently as- 
sumed that some satisfactory understand 
ing has been reached with the French 
government by which the way has been 
opened for the release of the prisoner. 


An Eye on Sluggers. 

CHIMUAHUA, Mex., Feb. 10.—Governor 
Ahulaha of the state of Chihuahua has 
taken decisive steps toward preventing 
the proposed pugilistle carnival taking 
place within the confines of this state. He 
has issued orders for 1000 troops to proceed 
to the border and patrol the city of Juarez 
and adjacent territory during the days on 
which the fights are scheduled to occur. 
The governor has also addressed a letter 
to the principals and managers of the 
fights, informing them that they will posi- 
tively not be allowed to trespass upon 
Mexican soil if any pugilistic encounters 
are contemplated. 


Lef®to Their Fate. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Feb. 10.—Petor L. 
Atkins took Maud Kelly, aged 28, out 
driving Saturday night. At 11 o'clock 
they crossed Wallkill river at Hopkins 
bridge, and in the darkness Atkins drove 
off the road into the flooded meadow. 
The water was nine feet deep, and the 
two stood on the wagon calling for help. 
Aman named Baupre went to their as- 
sistance with a lantern, but when the 
water reached his hips he was obliged to 
retire. The two succumbed to the intense 
cold, and both sank beneath the flood af- 
ter an hour's suffering. 


An Excited Newspaper. 

HALIFAX, Feb. 10.—The sergeants of the 
Berkshire regiment went on a sleigh ride 
Saturday afternoon. Previous to leaving 
they drove through the city carrying a 
number of flags, the largest of which was 
an American flig. An evening paper, 
commenting on this famous British regi- 
ment carrying the Stars and Stripes in 
public, says: If American soldiers at- 
tempted to carry a British flagin the 
streets of a city in the United States, 
there would probably be a riot among the 
jingoists. 

For Patriots Only. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—A national semi- 
military organization has been formed 
here by General M. A. Dillon, founder of 
the Union Veterans’ union and the Medal 
of Honor Legion. The organization is 
called the Oriental Order of Zouaves, and 
its principal objects are to cultivate among 
citizens of all clusses and ages a strong 
spirit of Americanism, with a special view 
to rigid enforcement of the Monroe doc- 
trine. 

From the Jaws of Death. 

CEDAR Keys, Fla, Feb. 10.—Schooner 
John W. Foster, with a cargo of lumber, 
was burned 100 miles west of here. The 
ship and cargo are a total loss. The cap- 
tain and crew of seven men left the vessel 
in an open yawl and were afterward cap~ 
sized. They managed to get on the bot- 
tom of the boat, where they remained for 
58 hours before being picked up by the 
Bessie Wish and landed here. 


Afraid of Lynchers. 

GREENCASTLE, Ind., Feb. 10. — Will 
Wood, a suspected accomplice in the 
Pearl Bryan murder and released on $5000 
bail, reached here late Friday night and 
was keptin hiding. Excitement became 
so intense that friends of his father, pre- 
siding elder of the M. EK. church of this 
district, warned him that his son was in 
danger of being lynched. He and the 
young man hurriedly left the city.

AWARD IS CUT DOWN. 


Morgan Will Not Get as Much of Bond 
Loan as Anticipated, 


Successful Bidders Sent No- 
tices of Acceptance. 


Outline of Work Before the Senate and House 
This Week. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The secretary of 
the treasury has made public the names 
of the successful bidders for the new 
loan, together with the amounts sub- 
scribed for by each, and the rate offered 
for $100 with interest from Feb. 1. The 
last revision of the lists, completed Sat- 
urday night, reduces the amount awarded 
to J. P. Morgan and his associates by $82,- 
100, making their allotment $33,179,200. 

Secretary Carlisle has sent to each of 
the 781 successful bidders the following 
notice of acceptance of their respective 
bids:

Congressional Forecast. 


The first business before the senate this 
week probably will be the vote on Senator 
Quay’s resolution for the recommitment 
of the revenue tariff bill to the committee 
on finance. Senator Smith (N. J.) is an- 
nounced to make a speech on the Monroe 
doctrine, and Senator Blanchard on the 
same subject. 

The Hansbrough resolution in regard to 
the distribution of seed by the agricul- 
tural department will, by agreement, be 
taken up early in the week, and it is the 
purpose of the committee on appropria- 
tions to get the appropriation bills up in 
rapid succession and out of the way as 
soonas possible. Four of shese bills have 
already been reported from the committee, 
and others will follow as speedily as the 
cominittee can turn them out after their 
passage by the house. 

There will be an effort to secure an ad- 
journment from Thursday until Monday 
to permit the Pacific railroads committee 
to continue their hearings, It is probable 
that the better part of the week will be 
given up tothe appropriation bills. The 
Republicans expect to get up the question 
of the senate reorganization toward the 
latter part of the week, and if they succeed 
this will consume considerable time. 

The interest in the Quay resolution is 
enhanced by the knowledge that the vote 
will be very close. The Republicans ex- 
pect to poll their full vote of 44 members 
for recommittal, and they are not without 
hope that they may get a vote or two from 
the Democratic side. This claim, is, how- 
ever, vigorously contested by the Demo- 
crats, who say they will have a full Demo- 
cratic and Populist vote against this pro- 
position. 

Ifthey succeed in defeating the resolu- 
tion, the effect will be to place the silver 
substitute for the tariff bill before the 
senate, but it is not expected that it will 
be taken up immediately. Senators in- 
cline to the belief thatin noevent can 
the tariff-silver bill be disposed of within 
less than a month's time. 

The general debate on the free coinage 
substitute for the bond bill, which was 
discussed day and night for four days in 
the house last week, closes today. It-is 
the general expectation that a vote will be 
reached sometime tomorrow. 

As to the result, there is no sort of 
doubt. Mr. Dingley’s motion to non-con- 
cur and insist on the house bill will carry 
by a vast majority, probably exceeding 
100 if there Isa full house. It is not be- 
lieved that Mr. Crisp’s motion to concur 
in the free coinage substitute will muster 
over 100 votes. If an opportunity is given 
to concur in the last three sections of the 
bill—to redeem greenbacks in gold or sil- 
ver at the option of the government, to 
coin the seigniorage and to retire national 
bank notes of a less denomination than 
$10—the vote may be close, but it is 
thought that parliamentary manipulation 
will prevent votes except on the main 
propositions. 

The resolution to censure Mr. Bayard 
can be prevented at any time during the 
Week, butit may be withheld until the 
pending appropriations bills—the agricul- 
tural, army and District of Colum bia—are 
out of the way. 


Saturday’s Work In Congress. 


The debate in the house on the free coin- 
age substitute for the house bond bill was 
very spirited Saturday. There were sey- 
eral strong speeches, and one, at least, of 
& somewhat sensational “character, Mr. 
Towne (Rep., Minn.) claimed the atten- 
tion of the house and galleries for over ap 
hour with an eloquent effort on behalf of 
free coinage, which won for him a personal 
ovation such as has not been accorded any 
member since the session began. His 
speech was illustrated with charts, and 
aroused unbounded enthusiasm among 
the silver forces, 

Mr. Hall (Dem., Mo.), on the other hand 
announced his conversion to “sound 
money” ina rather sensational speech, in 
which he charged that senators who yoted 
for free coinage according to “credible 
information” had privately said that they 
believed free oolnage would bying upon 
this country national and indlyidaal bapk- 
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ruptey andruin. He charged them with 
trying to “feather their nests at home, 
and declared that the greatest sin of the 
present age was the cowardice of states- 
men. He also declared that a high official 
of the administration had said that the 
silver agitation had already cost the gov- 
ernment $262,000,000 in bond issues, and 
in the course of the next 12 months the 
bond issues would increase to $1,000,000, 000. 
Mr. Hall voted for free coinage in the last 
congress. 
Populist Plans. 

The Populist senators have concluded to 
stand by their former decision to nominate 
candidates of their own for the offices 0’ 
secretary and sergeant-at-arms of the ser 
ate when the election of these officers 
undertaken in accordance with the Re 
publican program. ‘The Populists will 
name Thomas Watson of Georgia for sec 
retary and Mr. Taubeneck of Illinois for 
sergeant-at-arms. They have not, so far 
ascan be learned, gone beyond an agree- 
ment to support chese men on the ‘first bal- 
lot. 


Edison’s Latest Discovery. 

ORANGE, N. J., Feb. 10.—Thomas A. 
Edison has made a discovery which he 
thinks is second in impotance only to the 
discovery by Professor Roentgen himself. 
The wizard of Menlo park obtained with 
a Crookes tube of his own manufacture a 
“light”? which penetrates steel. That, so 
far as is known here, has not been accom- 
plished before. The steel penetrated was 
one-eighth of an inch thick, and the 
“light,” which is what Mr. Edison de- 
scribes as ‘‘a pure blue fluorescence,”’ pene- 
trated the steel to such an extent as to 
leave the negative upon which the photo- 
graph was made perfectly black. Just 
how this more perfect force works, Mr 
Edison does not know yet. He en 
countered a series of phenomena in his 
experiments, and he and his men are busy 
running down the things which they dis- 
covered. 


Car Crushed In Collision. 

HANNIBAL, Mo., Feb. 10.—Fifteen per- 
sons were more or less seriously hurt, and 
one cannot recover, as_ the result of a col- 
lision yesterday between a stock train and 
a passenger train one mile north of this 
city. The stock train, which had just 
emerged from a tunnel, struck the pas 
senger train, crushing in the side of the 
ladies’ coach and throwing it over an 
embankment, almost into the Mississippi 
river. There were 15 passengers in the 
coach, and that none was killed is a mira- 
cle. Al! were more or less bruised, but 
one. 


Collided With Rocks. 
GREENPORT, N. Y., Feb. 10.—Schooner 
Scudder left New York for the east with 
acargoof coal. All went well until the 
channel between Plum gut and Orieut 
point was reached. The currents carried 
the vessel along, dragging her anchors, | 
and she was brought up against the rocks | 
of Orient point. Captain Raynor and his | 
men had hardly gotten away from the | 
schooner when the rocks had pounded aj 
hole in her bottom, and she went down tn 
10 feet of water. 


For Stricken Armenians. 

BUFFALO, Feb. 10.—Nearly all the Prot- 
estant churches of this city, with several 
of the Jewish congregations, united in 25 
places of worship last night in simultane- 
ous mass meetings to protest against the 
Armenian outrages. A uniform resolu- 
tion was adopted at the several meetings 
calling on congress and the executive 
branch of the United States government 
to take such immediate action as will ef- 
fectively restrain the Turkish government 
and subjects from further murder and 
outrages.

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A CHARGE OF MURDER 


May Result From Joseph Prescoit’s 
Assault With a Hatchet. 


Struck His Wife and Her 
Sewing Maid. 


Had Been Drinking and Quarreled Over Finan- 
cial Matters. 


Boston, Feb. 11.—Mrs. Joseph Prescott 
and Bridget Cullen, her 18-year-old sew- 
ing maid, the victims of a murderous as- 
sault, lies at the point of death in the 
Massachusetts general hospital. 

Their self-confessed assailant, Joseph 
Prescott, is locked upin police station 15, 
Charlestown. 

The assault was committed at 60 Chel- 
sea street, Charlestown, shortly before 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, but it was 
not until some time later that the police 
were notifled. 

Upoon receiving word, officers were sent 
to the scene in the patrol wagon. When 
they entered the rooms occupied by the 
Prescotts they found Joseph Prescott rag- 
ing about, giving utteranee to the wildest 
curses and most disgusting language. He 
was seized and quieted, but he made no 
attempt to escape. 

In the kitchen his wife and Bridget 
Cullen were found lying on the floor, un- 
conscious, while blood was freely flowing 
from many wounds about their heads. 

Mrs. Preseott sustained a compound 
fracture of the skull, a piece of broken 
bone being removed from the wound. 
Her chances of recovery are said to be very 
slight, while those of the Cullen girl are 
considered somewhat more hopeful, but 
atill very critical. 

After the removal of the women, Pres- 
cott was taken to the station, where he 
was examined by Captain White, to 
whom he confessed that he had assaulted 
his wife and their servant with a hatchet. 

According to the statement, he was ar- 
rested Sunday afternoon on @ warrant 
charging him with disturbing the peace 
at his home last Friday. Yesterday 
morning he was taken into court, fined § 
and released. After leaving the court 
room he took two drinks of whisky, and 
went home to dinner about noon. 

During the meal he had some words 
with his wife, who spoke of him as being 
shiftless, and 

Upbraided Him About Money Matters, 


He rapidly grew angry, and when she ac- 
cused him of taking $25 from a pocket of 
her dress he lost his temper completeély, 
and seizing the hatchet which lay near at 
hand, viciously attacked her. Bridget 
came to her assistance, and he struck both 
women twice. 

Mrs. Prescott fell to the floor after the 
first two blows had been struck. Bridget 
tottered, but managed to support herself 
until she reached a chair, and then she 
sunk, unconscious, behind the stove. 

It is stated that Prescott was married 
about seven years ago. During several 
years they have been living at 60 Chelsea 
street. He is a'longshoreman by trade, 
but has not been working, it is stated by 
the police, during the last six or seven 
months, 

It is alleged that he has been drinking 
quite freely lately, and has been ina quar- 
relsome mood on many occasions. 

Mrs. Prescott has conducted a lodging 
and boarding hours during the past three 
years, 


ON BEACON HILL. 


The Bu'finch Front—Taxation of Church Prop- 
erly—Biennials Again. 

Boston, Feb. 11.—The committee on 
state house gave a continued hearing yes- 
terday upon the question of reconstruct- 
ing the Bulfinch front, in the course of 
which ex-Governor Long told why the 
construction commissioners thought the 
present building should be taken down. 
There was a hearing on the proposition to 
repeal the law exempting church property 
from taxation, anda few other hearings 
of secondary importance. 

Petitions were received for the establish- 
ment of achildren’s aid bureau under the 
supervision of the state board of lunacy 
and charity; of the Arlington mills, for 
authority to increase capital stock to an 
amount not exceeding $2,500,000,

VALUABLE REMEDY. 


Anti-Toxin a Success in Quincy and 
in Newton. 


Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

It is with feelings of righteous indigna- 
tion that I have read several communica- 
tions that have lately appeared in your 
columns, decrying the use of anti-toxin as 
a remedy for the terrible scourge of dipb- 
theria. What feeling but pity can one 
have for the parents who have seen their 
loved ones suffer and die, without using 
all the remedies known to science, and 
what feelings can we have against those 
physician, who, knowing that the over- 
whelming evidence of the scientific world 
is in favor of the use of anti-toxin, neglect 
and refuse to advise its use. They are of 
the class who refuse to use vaccinations; 
or anaesthetics, and who believe that 
when sick al! that is required is to believe 
themselves well. 

It is well known that the most emi- 
nent physicians recoguiz anti-toxin as a 
valuable remedy and it isin daily use in 
the largest hospitals of the world. It has 
the sanction of the highest medical author- 
ities of the U.S. Marine Hospital service 
and of nearly, if not quite all, the health 
authorities of the different states at the 
public expense. The great cities of our 
country are daily producing under the di- 
rection of skilled scientists, anti-toxin for 
the free use of their citizens. The State of 
Massachusetts also produces it for free dis- 
tribution. It has the sanction of thousands 
of the medical profession; it is endorsed 
and used by our own faithful and devoted 
physicians, Is there any one so ignorant 
as to suppose that the opinion and authori- 
ties quoted above have not had@full as 
great an opportunity to judge of its value 
a8 a remedy as the two ur three writers of 
the communication lately made in your 
paper? 

Right here jast a little practical evidence 
among ourselves. Is it not a fact that 
scores of children sick with different forms 
of the dread disease in our city have been 
treated with anti-toxin the last thirteen 
months or so? 

Is it notin plain evidence right before 
our eyes, that almost all have recovered 
and are healthy today? The writer knows 
personally of many who are bright happy 
healthful children, who have had the dis- 
ease in some of its worst forms, and no ill 
results ave as yet manifested themselves. 

Is it not a well-known fact, that the per- 
centage of deaths has been greatly lowered 
throughout the world by its use? 

The writer is informed by a member of 
the Board of Health, that in Quincy in 
1894 there was 80 cases and 26 deaths, none 
being treated with anti-toxin.

The 
parents evidently appreciate the advantages 
their children enjoy in this respect, as the 
full attendance at the public exhibitions 
and the encouragement there given testify. 
It would be a source of great regret to all, 
to teachers, parents, pupils and the public, 
if anything should bamper the further 
study and practice of declamation in the 
High school. 

It seems to the writer, without wishing 
to cast any reflections whatever, upon the 
intelligence or fair-mindedness of the 
gentlemen who refused to abide by the 
judges’ award, that the proper time to 
object to the competency of any judge or 
referee, is before such judge or referee 
has acted. And further, the competency 
of the judges in this instance seems beyond 
question. All are evidently eminently 
qualified in education, experience and 
fairness to decide the contest upon its 
merits, 

It is easy to understand the disappoint- 
ment of a loving parent, and to excuse 
what appears to be the somewhat hasty 
action taken in consequence thereof.

Sexton Does Not Care to Lead the Irish 
National Federation.

IN CONGRESS. 


Monroe Docirine and Seed Distribution Re- 
ceive Attention. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—Although the 
senate failed to accomplish much yester- 
day, the session served to make definite 
the program on a number of important 
subjects. 

Mr. Morrill, chairman of ‘the finance 
committee, gave notice that he would call 
up the tariff bill tomorrow. Mr. Call se- 
cured unanimous consent that the Cuban 
question made the special order following 
the deficiency appropriations bill, Mr. 
Davis, author of the Davis resolution on 
the Monroe doctrine, gave notice that on 
next Monday he would call up the resolu- 
tion. 

Thus the three mostimportant questions 
were given a definite time for hearing, al- 
though it is probable that Mr. Davis’ no- 
tice contemplates a speech, rather than 
final action. Mr. Smith of New Jersey 
spoke at some length !n opposition to the 
Davis resolution. He urged that the doc- 
trine was a national policy, which needed 
no explicit definition, such as the resolu- 
tion proposed. Mr. Smith created some 
amusement by his appeal to the congress 
to adjourn and go home as the best means 
of serving the country. 

The debate over the secretary of agri- 
culture’s seed distribution again waxed 
hot, Mr. Vest renewing his criticisms, 
while Mr. Bate championed the wisdom 
of the secretary's course. The seed debate 
is not yet concluded. During the day 
Mr. Cameron offered another resolution 
looking to the independence of Cuba. 
Mr. Quay's resolution to recommit the 
tariff bill went over until today. 


Live Stock Figures. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—The agricultural 
department returns for January, 1896, 
show the total number of horses to be 15,- 
124.957; mules, 2,278,046; milch cows, 16,- 
187,586; oxen and other cattle, 82,085,409; 
sheep, 88,208,753, and swine, 42,842,759. 
The average farm prices per head are esti- 
mated for horses, €33.07; mules, $45.29; 
milch cows, $22.55; oxen and other cattle, 
$15.56; sheep, $1.70; swine, $4.35. The 
grand total value reaches §1,727,926,0S+. 
In number horses have decreased 4.8 per 
cent; mules, 2.3 per vent; milch cows, 2.2 
per cent; oxen and other cattle, 6.6 per 
cent; sheep, 9.4 per cent, and swine, 8 
per cent, since January, 1895. The esti- 


mated wool product of 1895, sheared, 
butchered and pulled, is 809,748,00¢ 
pounds. 


Done In a Hurry. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—The nomination 
of E. F. Uhl to be ambassador to Germany 
was confirmed by the senate yesterday in 
little more than an hour after it had been 
received. The nomination was not for- 
mally referred to the committee on for- 
eign relations, to which under ordinary 
circumstances it would have been sent, 
but the committee were canvassed, and no 
opposition being developed, it was decided 
to confirm {mmediately. This action was 
taken in conformity with the wish of the 
state department, where !t Is considered 
important that Mr. Uhl shall reach his 
destination at as early a day as practica 
ble. 


A Complete Wreck. 

HALIFAX, Feb. 11.—The American fish- 
{ng schooner Resolute of Gloucester, 
Mass., John McDonald master, bound 
halibut fishing, struck a rock off Lor- 
raine, near Louisburg, during a heavy 
storm, and is a total loss. One of the 
srew of 16, a man named Rogers, was 
drowned by the swamping of a dory 
alongside. The others saved themselves 
with great difficulty. Nota vestige of the 
wreck is to be seen. The crew will be sent 
to Gloucester by the American consul. 


Killed In Slugging Match. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 11.—As the result 
of a prize fight in this city on Saturday 
night. Frank Schlechters, aged 40 years, 
one of the principals, is dead, and ex- 
Policeman Henry Pluckfelder, aged 86 
years, the other principal, is in jail, 
charged with Schlechters’ murder. The 
fight was the result of a political quarrel. 


Kruger’s Wisdom. 

PRETORIA, Feb. 11.—President Kruger 
has notified the governor of Cape Colony 
that he is willing to visit England, ac- 
cording to the suggestion of Joseph Cham- 
berlain, provided the subjects of the pro- 
posed conference between himself and 
Mr. Chamberlain are definitely specified 
before hand.

NEED OF GOOD ROADS 


Discussed by Delegates to Convention 
of League Wheelmen, 


A Government National High- 
way Commission 


Would Work Great Reforms In the Road Build- 
ing Line. 


BALTIMORE, Feb. 11.—The 15th annual 
assembly of the League of American 
Wheelmen has begun here, with a good 
roads convention. This isa new feature 
of the general assembly, and, having been 
once entered into, was carried on with great 
zest and enthusiasm, giving great en- 
couragement to Consul Potter and the 
other leaders of the movement. 

It was not easy to start the convention, 
for it was hard to get the delegates from 
the Hotel Rennert, where league politics 
were boiling hot, to the Y. M. C. A. hall, 
where the convention was held. 

At the headquarters the managers of 
the various companies were running 
around buttonholing this or that delegate 
and exacting pledges from every body. 

President Willison, in calling the meet- 
ing to order, said: “This is the first 
‘good roads’ day ever given by the league, 
and it will not be the last. It is but an 
acorn Which we are planting, and from it 
will spring a noble oak that will over- 
shadow the other trees in our already 
large collection.” ; 

Chairman Isaac B. Potter of New York 
next addressed the meeting briefly, say- 
ing: ‘New York has 27 votes and numer- 
ous proxies, and we intend to cast them 
for the city which makes the best showing 
at these sessions. Both Louisville and 
Toledo are evenly represented here, and 
our vote, of course, is still in abeyance. 
The attendance is not as great as it should 
be, but itis twice as great as was the at- 
tendance at the ‘good roads’ congress 
called by the United States government, 
and which was more widely advertised 
than was this convention. The delegates 
here, however, represent 40,000 wheelmen, 
and what transpires here will be more 
far-reaching in its effects than was the 
action of the ‘good roads’ oongress re- 
ferred to.” 

Mr. Potter then introduced Mayor Ken- 
nedy of Allegheny City, Pa., one of the 
most prominent advocates of good roads 
inthe country, and during whose admin- 
istration Allegheny City has changed 
from an ill-paved, ill-kept eity to one of the 
finest in the country. Mayor Kennedy 
spoke of what had been done in the way 
of improved streets and roads in and 
around Allegheny City, and of the many 
direct and indirect benefits. 

Following Mayor Kennedy, Henry W. 
Williams, chairman of the legislative 
committee of the Maryland Good Roads 
league, was introduced. Hesald: “If I 
told you of the work we had done, it 
would take but ashort time; but if I tell 
you of what we have todo, Iam afraid I 
would never get through.””. Mr. Williams 
gave ahistory of the birth of the Good 
Roads league of Maryland and the ap- 
pointment of a legislative committee, of 
which he was made chairian, 

Work Good and Bad. 

“We did considerable work,” he sald, 
“throughout the state, and the result I 
consider both good and bad. Through our 
work we roused up the opposition of politi- 
cians, and they have been against us wher- 
ever possible, but the agitation has at 
length compelled these same politicians 
and county commissioners to make some 
slight concessions to public opinion, and 
we have the pleasure of seeing a slight 
improvement in the general road system 
of the state. We have now prepared a 
bill which we expect to get before the leg- 
islature for the appointment of a perma- 
nent roadcommission to oversee in gen- 
eral the road improvyoments throughout 
the state. An expert engineer is to be a 
member of this commission, and his 
knowledge is to be put at the disposal of 
the local county road commissioners. We 
predict a bright future for the good roads 
movement in Maryland.” 

D. P. Miller, chairman of the board of 
commissioners of Allegheny oounty, de- 
livered a short address telling of the work 
accomplished by his confreres and himself 
in western Maryland. He approves of 
good roads, and said thatif the farmers 
were -enlightened as to the benefits to be 
derived from improved highways, all op- 
position that now exists would be wiped 
away. 

Both President Willison and Sterling 
Elliott delivered brief addresses and put 
themselves firnly on the good roads 
plank. 

The principal speaker at the afternoon 
session was General Stone of the United 
States bureau of road inquiry, who said 
inpart: ‘The wheelmen should help to 
encourage the farmers who are in hard 
luck by joining them in securing good 
roads. Make the farmers see that good

‘*What’s that?’’ says the other. ‘‘Let’s 
look at it.’’ Then, ‘‘Why, that’s last 
year’s Ready Reckoner. Look here, 
man, it’s marked 1894. It’s no good 
now.”’ 

‘*Allamachta,’’ says the Boer. ‘‘I did 
not notice that.’’ And he plods off home, 
wagon and all, content with the lesser 
eum. 

No expense is spared in high living. 
A special fruit train is run daily from 
Natal and fish is brought enormous dis- 
tances. All South African fish, however, 
are either tasteless or of a milk and wa- 
ter or insipid flavor. The vegetable mar- 
ket opens each morning at dawn. At 8 
the lots are all sold at auction, and Ma- 
lays pile up their carts and pannier bas- 
kets to sell their stuff from house to 
house before the midday heat. In Eng- 
land meat is dear and bread and vegeta- 
bles cheap. In the Transvaal bread and 
vegetables are dear—asmall roll not 
large enough to be dignified with the 
name of loaf costing sixpence—and meat 
is cheap.—Chambers’ Journal.

Dr. Hermann Biggs reports in 150 cases 
where antitoxin was used by the New York 
Board of Health the returns gave a mortal- 
ity of only 12 per cent.. 

Reports of Washburn, Goodall and Card 


in the London Lancet of 72 cases to which 
antitoxin was administered a mortality of 
19.4 per cent resulted, where as the average 


fatality without antitoxin was 39 per cent. 
Prof. Virchow, of Vienna, reports from 


April to November 1895, 335 cases to which 
antitoxin was administered 35 deaths re- 


sulting making a mortality of 10 5 per cent. 
whereas without antitoxin the mortality 
was 43 per cent. 


Dr. F. Gordon Morrill, of The Children’s 
Hospital, Boston, reports that in 1894 three 


distinct outbreaks of diphtheria were cut 
short by the administration of antitoxin 
and during these periods every patient 


admitted to this hospital was subjected to 


antitoxin for its immunizing effect and 
out of nearly 500 such cases he failed to 
see any harmful result. 

| Dr. Welch, of Baltimore, Maryland, re- 
ports from Johns Hopkins Hospital 7166 
cases treated with antitoxin with a mortal- 
ity of only 17 per cent. and 2276 cases 
treated before the introduction of antitoxin 
there was a mortality of 42 percent. Dr. 
Welch considers antitoxin a specific cura- 
tive agent for diphtheria and says that it is 
most effective if given during the first three 


The Newton City Hospital reports from 
August 1, 1895, to November 1, 1895, 24 
cases treated with antitoxin and not one 


Dr. Curtis of Newton Board of Health 
states during the same period 34 cases were 
reported to the board where antitoxin was 
not used with the mortality of 35 per cent. 
In the Newton City Hospital the diagnosis 
of diphtheria was verified by microscopical 
examination in every case. The same is 
done in all hospitals of today. 

Dr. W. H. Parks, of the Willard Parker 
Hospital, New York, colleague of Dr. 
Joseph E. Winters (quoted by two of the 
writers of the several articles which 
appeared in your paper) has stated that the 
mortality of diphtheria at the above 
hospital has dropped 25 per cent, and the 
result is due to use of antitoxin and that 
alone.

Child Seriously Burned. 


A two year old child of William Fitch 
was severely, if not fatally, burned at 
Cohasset this morning. Mrs. Fitch heard 
the child’s cries in an adjoining room, but 
owing to her feeble condition it was with 
great difficulty that ske was enabled to go 
to her daughter's assistance. When she 
reached the room the child was enveloped 
in flames. The mother succeeded in ex- 
tinguishing the fire but not until the child 
had been terribly burned. The accident 
was caused by the child’s playing with 
matches. Mrs. Fitch was severely burned 
about the hands and arms while trying to 
extinguish the flames,

Dr. Withington admits he has seen some 
ill effects although of trifling nature, such 
as cutaneous eruptions.

In an article I recently read, Dr. William 
H. Parks is again quoted. H® wrote that 
the mortality of diphtheria cases at the 
Willard Parker Hospital for four years, 
without antitoxin, averaged 34 percent. At 
notime had it descended to 25 per cent. 
but now through the use of antitoxin the 
morality is lowered to 18 per cent. In some 
cases he has seen slight pain in the joints 
and swelling but never such symptoms as 
reported by Dr. Jos. E. Winters. 

Witb due respect to Drs. Davis, Thurston 
and Kimball, for they are without doubt 
physicians of ability, I considered their 
“minority reports” concerning antitoxin 
was made too emphatic in the face of all 
facts both pro and con, and to support the 
stand taken by the Board of Health of this 
city concerning antitoxin, and as a member

Feelings Toward America, 


Monroe Doctrine and Inter- 
national Arbitration 


The Main Topics Discussed In Replies to the 
Queen’s Speech. 


LonpDoN, Feb. 12.—The regular session 
of parliament was opened yesterday. 
Speaker Gully presided over the house of 
commons. At 2 o'clock the royal commis- 
sion entered the house of lords, and at 
that hour the house of commons was sum- 
moned, 

The house of commons, after listening 
to the queen’s speech in the house of lords, 
resumed its sitting at 40’clock. Joseph 
Chamberlain entered the house shortly 
after it had been called to order, and was 
vociferously cheered. 

After the new members of parliament 
liad been sworn in, the ministers an- 
nounced the various bills to be introduced 
{n accordance with the announcement 
contained in the queen’s speech. The no- 
tice of the proposed increase in the 
strength of the navy was cheered. 

Speaker Gully then read the queen’s 
speech, after which the address in reply to 
the speech was moved. 

Mr. Harcourt said he was rejoiced at the 
paragraph in the queen’s speech with re- 
gard to Venezuela, as it held out the hope 
that the question could be settled at an 
early date. He added that no words that 
could impede such a settlement would fall 
from him, This remark disposes of the 
report that the Liberal leaders had deter- 
mined to make an attack upon the govern- 
ment’s policy in regard to Venezuela, 
which course necessarilly would have led 
toan exchange of warm remarks which 
might have impeded the progress of settle- 
ment of the dispute. 

Continuing Mr. Harcourt said that mis- 
understandings both in England and in 


| the United Stites existed and had caused 


ruffled feelings on both sides. The idea 
that America and Great Britain disputed 
the question of Monroeism was nothing 
new or extraordinary. Monroeism, he 
asserted, was not a principle of interna- 
tional law, buat of national policy, to 
which the Ame ins have a traditional 
and passionate attachment, and it was the 
same doctrine by virtue of which Great 
Britain had interfered in various states 
when her interests were affected. 


Generous Admissions. 

Sir William Harcourt also said: “Iam 
in entire agreement with Lord Salisbary 
when he says the United States has a per- 
fect right to interpose in any controversy 
by which their own interests are affected, 
tled to judge whether 
their interests are affected and in what 
measure they shall be sustained. That is 
ageneral doctrine upon which all states 
act. Upon this is founded the balance of 
power, and upon that ground Great Brit- 
ain interposed in Belgium, Greece, 
Tarkey and many other places. 

“T regret the delay in the publication 
of the E ish case. Ishould have thought 
that before Secretary Olney was answered 
all the materials would have been ready 
tolay before the United States and the 
world at large. We do not desire to claim 
any territory to which we are not clearly 
entitled to, and the question is what is 
that territory? 

“Tt isthe business of the diplomats to 
come toa reasonable settlement in such a 
matter. Diplomacy has had this matter 
in hand for half a century, and a mighty 


| bad hand it has made of it, in my opinion.

dangerous sore to breed bad blood between | 


two great nations. Itis the first duty of 
the government to take measures, with- 
out delay, to heal the sore. 

“The people of Great Britain and the 
United States of America have already 
settled important questions by arbitra- 
tion, and it cannot be admitted that this 
question is beyond the reach of arbitra- 
tion. The government does not reject ar- 
bitration, and the only question left is the 
limitation of the boundary. There is a 
general desire that justice should be done.” 

Referring to the Transvaal, Mr. Har- 
court complimented Mr. Chamberlain for 
his skillful conduct of the affair, and said 
that he thought history had but few ex- 


| amples of such moderation as had been 


displayed by President Kruger under cir- 
cumstances of unparalleled provocation. 
Turning to Armenia, he said that to say 
that the reference to this subject in the 
queen’s speech is disappointing and to- 
tally unworthy of the subject will repre- 
sent the feeling of the country. Continu- 


| ing, he remarked: ‘These crimes are mat- 


ters for our special concern, as we are par- 
ties to the guarantee of the powers. The 
whole point of the treaty of Berlin is that 
there was acovenant upon the part of the 
sultan to carry out reforms, anda guaran- 


| tee upon the part of the powers of Europe 


to see that these reforms were effected. 

“Under the Cyprus convention, Great 
Britain specially covenants to defend 
Turkey in Asia, in return for which 
Turkey covenants to protect the Chris- 
tiansin Armenia. The support we have 
given Turkey was conditional upon the 
covenants which the sultag has foully 
broken. Is this to be the outcome of the 
great Anglo-Turkish policy of 1878?” 

Mr. Harcourt described Lord Salisbury’s 
recent speech on the subject of Armenia 
asan “uuparalleled confession of diplo- 
matic insolvency and national impotence.” 
He concluded his speech by saying: “I 
am glad to find that the government has 
not contemplated to return to protection 
or tampering with the currency.” 


Balfour's Turn, 


A. J. Balfour, first lord of the treasury 
and Conservative leader in the house, was 
loudly cheered when he arose to reply to 
the Liberal leader. He said: 

“Sir William Harcourt has devoted 
much time to attacking views which the 


; government haz never held. Neither I 


nor my friends ever said that the Monroe 
doctrine was one to which we had a right 
to object. Itis of British origin, and I do 
not see any reason why we should criti- 
cise it. 

“The American commissioners (on the 
Venezuelan boundary) have applied to us 
toaid them with any information we have 
onthe Venezuelan question, and we have 
promised to give them all the information 
We are able to give at the earliest possible 
moment. No false pride or diplomatia 
punctilio will be allowed to stand in the 
way of a settlement as far ascwe are con 
cerned. 

“It is impossible to forefee with cer 
tainty what will be the g@neral conclu 
sions arrived at by the Afuerican commis

Objects to Confederate Monument, 

“During the past year, as you all know, 
I have had occasion to call your attention, 
and incidentally the attention of the en- 
tire country, to the dedication of a Con- 
federate monument in the city of Chicago. 

“The lesson taught by the monument is 
anerroneous one. The statue of a Confed- 
erate soldier which they placed upon it, in 
rags, with wasted body, intended as an

Wizard Edison’s Experiments. 

ORANGE, N. J., Feb. 13.—Edison contin- 
ues his experiments with Roentgen rays, 
and, although many of his experiments 
were unsuccessful, he is as enthusiastic as 
ever, and declares he will try photograph- 
inga brain as soon as he secures rays 
strong enough to suit his purpose. The 
most important discovery made by him 
was that the flickering noticeables in the 
fluorescent tubes is controlled by the vac- 
uum in the glass bulbs and not by the 
force fluctuation of the electric current, as 
has been supposed. This discovery was 
made by placing two tubes on the same 
circuit, when in one the fluorescence flick- 
ered considerably and the others remained 
steady. Edison proposes to try if the rays 
can be sent over a telephone wire, placing 
the diaphragm of one receiverin front of 
atube anda receiver at the other end of 
the wire in an adjoining room, in front of 
asensitized plate. If the experiment is 
successful. he says the possibilities of the 
application of the rays will be immense, 
and may include a practical device for 
sending pictures by telegraph. 


Bicycle Classes Abolished. 

BALTIMORE, Feb. 13.—All classes here- 
tofore recognized by the League of Ameri- 
can Wheelmen were abolished at yester- 
day’s session of the national convention, 
and cycle riders are now in exactly the 
same category as are all other athletes 
and sportsmen. Inthe future the league 
will recognize no grades of amateurs. 
Any rider who does not live strictly up to 
the rules governing non-professional 
sports will be placed inthe ranks of the 
professionals. This result was reached by 
the repeal of all the clauses in the league 
constitution creating classes “A’’ and 
“B,” and defining the status of the men 
who formerly belonged to them. 


To Fight or Not to Fight? 

Ext Paso, Tex., Feb. 13. — Governor 
Ahumada of the state of Chihuahua is de- 
termined to prevent the fight coming off 
in his territory. He now has 500 men in 
Juarez, and with these, he says, he will 
patrol the banks and allow nobody to 
cross for the purpose of holding a fight. 
“If they come into my province,” he de- 
clared, “‘with intent to break the law or 
fight, I shall repel them by force and stop 
the fight at any cost.” Dan Stuart says: 
“The fights will come off. I will not say 
where, but they will come off, and on the 
day scheduled. Thatis all I have to say, 
and it covers everything.” 


Zetounites Bend the Knee. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 18.—The foreign 
consuls at Zeitoun have induced the insur- 
gents at that place to accept the conditions 
of the porte. Therefore the revolutionists 
now living at Zeitoun are to be expelled 
from the town. The Zeitounites are to be 
allowed to retain their old weapons, but 
&re to surrender their modern rifles, and 
the 6000 Armenian refugees now at Zei- 
toun are to agree to return to their yil- 
lages. In regard to the proposed revision 
of taxation the porte will treat directly 
with the Zeitounites. 


Looking to Mother Country. 

LONDON, Feb, 13.—The Times says: It 
is believed that the accession of Sir Charles 
Tupper tothe ministry will lead Canada 
to make some kind offer of preferential 
trade with the mother country. It is 
probable that the united governments of 
Australia will make a similar offer. The 
recent turn of foreign affairs, especially 


regarding Germany and America, has

POST OFFICE FIGHT. 


‘Martin F. Burns After Post- 
master Wilde’s Position. 


‘ls Backed by only Two of Democratic 
Ward Committee, 


| Leading Democrats Rallying to Sup- 
port of Present Incumbent.

| One of the strangest postmastership 
| fights that has ever taken place in this 
state, and most assuredly in this city, is 
now being waged at Wollaston. It presents 
| the odd spectacle of the Democratic party 
| in that place as represented by six members 
of the Demmocratic Ward and City Com- 
mittee, out of a tota! membership of nine, 
under the leadership of Chairman Charles 
T. Baker assisted by City Collector Brasee,

F. Wilde, the present incumbent, a 
| Republican, re apointed. It may be well 
|to add here that Charles F. Baker and 
Watson H. Brasee are the nestors of the 
Wollaston Democracy. The other three 
| members of the committee (one of whom 
|is Martin F. Barns the applicant for ‘the 
| office) are working for Mr. Wilde's removal! 
and the appointment of Mr. Burns. 

Now it can be easily seen that for all 
piactical purposes Mr. Burns has but two 
of the nine members of the committee who 
bave endorsed his petition. 

The Republicans are all unanimous for 
Postmaster Wilde’s re-appointment, but 
koowing,that it would be useless to ask a 
a Democfatic administration to re-appoint 
a Republican office holder, are passive. 
But what they lack in openly backing up 
Mr. Wilde, is made up ten times over by the 
amount of work which Chairman Baker 
and his colleagues are putting in. 

Oa January 23 Postmaster Wilde's 
commission expired. He was appointed 
by President Harrison in 1892. The office, 
which does a large business and 
Presidential one has always been kept out 
of politics through a tacit understanding 
between the Republicans and Democrats. 
Mr. Wilde succeeded a Democrat, but not 
op account of politics. 

Shortly before Postmaster Wilde’s term 
| expired it became noised about town that 
| Mr, Martin F. Burns, who bas for many 
| years been employed as a clerk at Boynton 
| & Rassell’s grocery store, and has also 
acted as secretary of the Ward Five Demo- 
| cratic Committee, had aspirations for the 

postmastership of Wollaston. The rumor 
| Soon developed into a fact, but at the same 
time the Democratic Ward Committee an- 
nounced that it would not indorse his peti- 
}tion or support him for the office. This 
added interest to the fight immediately, and 
people began to wonder where he expected 
to get his pail. 

It soon transpired that Mr. Burns based 
his claim on the office on the fact that his 
wife bad for many years previous to their 
marriage been connected with Josiah Quin- 
cy’s family, and that Mayor Quincy out of 
friendship to her, would support him for 
the cflice. This, itis said, Mayor Quincy 
bas promised to do. But nothing daunted, 
all the leading Democrats of the place ral- 
lied to Postmaster Wilde’s support and 
have carried the case to the Hon. John W. 
| Corcoran, Chairman of the Democratic 
State Central Committee. 

As to Postmaster Wilde’s record. The 
| strongest endorsement comes from Mr, 
| Burns himself, who, upon being asked by 
| the writer a few days ago if there was any

| ‘*None whatever. Mr. Wilde has made 
a& most excellent postmaster, there is no 
fault found with his administration of the 
| office.” 

| ‘* Why do you want the office?” was 
| next asked, ‘‘ you have a good position here 
in this store.” 

“T want it simply because I do,”

It is alleged that Mr. Burns and his 
| friends are attempting to drag A. P. A.- 
| ism into the contest, This seems to be an 
| ill advised proceeding, as there is not a 
| place in the Commonwealth that is more

The Cacumber Sponge. 

In the cucumber sponge (Eupleo- 
tella cucumber) we have a specimen of 
one which lies upon the mud after the 
manner of its namesake, which it some- 
what resembles. Perhaps, however, the 
most beautiful of all these silicious 
sponges is Euplectella aspergillum, or, 
as it is commonly called, Venus’ flow- 
er basket. It is like a beautiful horn 
of glassy fibers or a graceful bonqnet 
holder. The first specimen of this sponge 
in England came into th» possession of 
the late Professor Owen in 1841. It was 
held by him as a great treasure. It was 
soon followed by a few more specimens, 
which were sold in the market at about 
£6 apiece, but now that they have been 
found to be so plentiful they may be 
bought for as many shillings. These 
sponges were found by the Challenger 
expedition to be growing in vast abund- 
ance in certain spots in the deep waters

buried in wud which is so soft and loose 
as not to crush them or in any way to 
impede the assumption of their elegant 
form, and they are supported in their 
position and prevented from sinking by 
a fringe of glassy spicules.

RESULT OF A DEBAUCH 


Rum-Crazed Husband Tries Hard to 
Murder His Wife, 


Assailant a War Veteran and 
Ex-Policeman. 


After Being Disarmed Succeeded In Making 
Good His Escape. 


Boston, Feb. 14.—C. M. Lovis, 52 years 
old, a retired police officer, while intoxi- 
cated, fired four shots at his wife at their 
home on Church street. Only two of the 
bullets took effect, causing slight wounds 
of the shoulder. 


Lovis is a big and powerful man. He 
is 6 feet tall and broad shouldered. He 


served on the police force at both stations 
6and 4. While at the latter station he 
was on duty atthe Park square depot of 
the New York New Haven and Hartford 
railroad for some time. He always drank 
hard, and on March 16, 1885, he was dis- 
charged from the police force for drunken- 
ness. 

Since then he has done very little work. 
He drove a horsecar for a while and then 
gota job in the paving department. Two 
years ago h@ went to Philadelphia, and 
while there he met and married the woman 
whom he shot yest rday. They came to 
this city to live. Some months ago the 
woman discovered, it is said, that Lovis 
was not single when he married her. 

She discovered that he had a wife living 
in Portland, Me., it is claimed. The re- 
sult was that she refused longer to live 
with Lovis. She took the lodging house 
at 66 Church street. Lovis was not work- 
ing. She hired a room for him in another 
section of the city and allowed him to 
take his meals with her. All the time he 
was getting ready to get a divorce from 
his first wife. 

Yestersday afternoon he was exceedihgly 
under the influence of liquor. He called 
at the Church-street house at about 3:30 in 
the afternoon and remained some time 
In some way Mrs. Lovis ran across a pawn 
ticket in Lovis’ pocket. She looked at it 
and saw that it represented a new suit of 
clothes that she had given him, and asa 
result they had some words. Mrs. Lovis 
puton her mackintoshto go out. A young 
woman was with her. 

Work of a Craven, 

“I want to see you alone a minnte,” 
said Lovis. Mrs. Lovis asked the young 
woman to step outside and wait for her. 
She did as requested. She had not been 
outside very long, when Mrs. Lovis ran 
screaming out of the room. Lovis closely 
followed with a pisto! in his hand. This 
happened in the parlor on the stroet floor 
As Mrs. Lovis ran out she started down 
the basement stairs tothe kitchen. Half 
way down she received the first bullet in 
the shoulder, Lovis having opened fire 
from above. 

McDonald, one of the lodgers, heard the 
noise of the shots and ran to Mrs. Lovis' 
assistance. Lovis was in the act of flring 
a fourth shot when McDonald ran intothe 
kitchen and pluckily jumped at the would- 
be murderer. He seized Lovis by the 
throat, bfeaking his hold on Mrs. Lovis’ 
neck, and attempted to take the pistol 
away from the rum-crazed man. Lovis, 
however, managed to aim and fire, and 
this bullet struck Mrs. Lovis in the back. 
Then McDonald dashed the pistol from 
Lovis’ hand, and proceeded to beat him 
with his fists to quiet him. 

McDonald took the pistol and hurried 
around to station 4 on Lagrange street, 
and Captain Warren sent oflicers and the 
ambulance tothe house. Mrs. Lovis was 
sent to the city hospital, where the physi- 


cians said she was not dangerously 
wounded. Then the officers set out to 
find Lovis. A dozen policemen from 


station 4 who knew Lovis were sent out to 
search the barrooms in the South End 
Half a dozen inspectors from headquarters 
were also detailed to aid in the search. 
About 6 o'clock Officer Brazier received 
word that Lovis had been seen on Cortes 
street. But that was the last trace of him 
the officers could obtain. 


IN A BLAZE OF GLORY.

LOWELL, Mass., Feb. 14.—The 30th an- 
nual encampment of the Massachusetts 
department, Grand Army, was brought to 
a close yesterday in Huntington hall. 
Mayor Courtney welcomed the guests on 
behalf of the city, and spoke of the proud 
share borne by the sons of Lowell in the 
Civil War. Governor Greenhalge, who 
was too sick to attend, was represented by 
his private secretary, Colonel Henry A.

Commander-in-Chief Walker of Indian- 
apolis delivered the principal address. He 
spoke strongly in favor of restricted im- 
migration, made a stirring plea in favor 
of pensions and pledged the support of the 
Grand Army to the maintenance of the 
Monroe doctrine.

A MODERN COLUMBUS. 


Great Interest Manifested In Dr, 
Nansen’s North Pole Discovery. 


Scientists Astounded at -ie 
Announcement. 


Resume of the Voyage and thé Obstacles That 
Have Been Surmounted. 


LonpoN, Feb. 14.—The scientists of thic 
great metropolis are discussing the news 
which has come to them from St. Peters- 
burg that Dr. Fridtjof Nansen, the in- 
trepid Norwegian explorer, who for nearly 
2'4 years has been roaming about and 
through the ice fastnesses of the Arciic 
ocean, had overcome the astounding diffi- 
sulties of the northern wilderness and had 
discovered the North Pole. 

The scientists are so astounded at this 
remarkable announcement that the doubt- 
ers of its authenticity are even more nu- 
merous than its believers. 

The reported discovery is much dis- 
cussed in the press this morning both here 
and elsewhere, and ths general opinion 
seems to be somewhat skeptical, without 
denying the possibility of the truth of the 
report. 

But this report is held to at least indl- 
eate that Dr. Nansen is safeand is return- 
ing. The Royal Geographical society's 
officials consider it strange that they 
should have received no word, as Dr. Nan- 
sen promised that the society should have 
the very first news, and they have as yet 
received nothing. 

The Times prints various conjectures on 
the subject, and concludes that if the news 
is true, Dr. Nansen has accomplished the 
task more rapidly than was expected. 

Outline of Nansen's Voyage. 

Dr. Nansen left Norway in the Fram 
in June, 1893, and on July 24 of the same 
year a telegram from Berlevang, on the 
north coast of Norway, reported his pro- 
gram to be as follows: 

To the New Siberian islands, and thence 
directly north until the Fram should ve 
imbedded in the ice and drift along with 
it, following the west coast of any land 
that might be met with northwards. 

On Aug. 23, 1893, Dr. Nansen sent a dis- 
patch from Vardo, which he had written 
at Charabowa, in the Yugorski strait, on 
the 2d of the same month, announcing 
that he was about to sail into the Kara 
sea, and that the Fram had behaved 
splendidly. Dr. Nansen’s reputation as 
an explorer depends on his very remark- 
able and successful trip on snowshoes 
across southern Greenland. He tried to 
discover the North Pole by a route and 
under conditions which presage great suf- 
fering and probable disaster. 

Undeterred by the drift of the Jeannette 
and the ultimate destruction of the ship 
by the Siberian ice floes, Nansen sought 
the conditions which the Jeannette long 
in vain strove to avoid, and hoped to pluck 
safety and success from the very nettle of 
danger. 

He smrted in a specially conseructed 
shin, which, however, failed to com»mend 
itself to any Arctic explorer, and plung- 
ing into the ice floes to the northeast of 
Kara sea with his courageous com- 
panions, expected to drift across or very 
near the neighborhood of the North Pole. 

They trusted entirely to favorable ocean 
currents, which Nansen estimated would 
carry them across the unknown regions of 
the Arctic zone into open waters between 
Spitzbergen and Greenland. 

He figured on the average speed of the 
whole current a t:vo nautical miles a 
day, and contemplated an ausouce of two 
or three years. 

It will be noticed that he totally disre- 
garded the accepted axioms for success- 
fully navigating an icy region, of keeping 
near a costline and insuring a reasonably 
safe line of retreat. 

Whatever measure of success Nansen 
may attain—and his courage merits much 
from fickle fortune—his plan is condemued 
by most all voyagers of experience as ex- 
tremely rash and inadvisable. 


Suggestions Sneered At. 

PRETORIA, Feb. 14.—The Staats Cour- 
ant publishes the reply of President Kru- 
gertothe dispatch of Colonial Secretary 
Chamberlain. Mr. Chamberlain's dis- 
patch proposed to President Kruger cer- 
tain refdrms which he deemed should be 
adopted by the Transvaal government, 
and invited President Kruger to London 
to discuss the subject. The Staats Cour- 
ant complains that this dispatch is em- 
barrassing to the government, and an- 
nounces that the government will not 
sufferinterference with its internal affairs, 
and considers that the situation has been 
greatly aggravated by Mr. Chamberlain's 
suggestions. 


Passed Off Quietly. 

Troy, N. Y., Feb. 14—The most extra- 
ordinary funeral that Troy, or perhaps any 
other town, ever knew, was yesterday 
given to ‘Bat’ Shea, the murderer of 
Robert Ross, who was killed by electricity 
at Dannemora prison on Tuesday.* The 
funeral was held a day ahead of the time 
originally arranged, so as to prevent 
trouble. Tho authorities anticipated a 
riot as the result of intense partisan and 
religious prejudices, but were agreeabiy 
disappointed, for, while the funeral was 
attended by dramatic and unusual inci- 
dents, .the regular police force were perfectly 
able to hold the crowd in check. 


An Unnatural Mother. 

CHATHAM, N. B., Feb. 14 —A_ most 
shocking case of infanticide hascome toa 
light here. Mary Dwyre, a domestic, guye 
birth to a child.

“Dissertation Upon Wollaston’s

Editors of Daily Ledger: 

The article in Thursday’s LEDGER rela- 
tive to the Wollaston post office fight is so 
biased, and contains so many statements 
intended to injare the candidacy of Mr.

Brasee looked upon as nestors of the 
Democracy in Ward Five or elsewhere, and 
they as well as any one else know that 
their actual influence counts for but very 
little when working in the open, 

The statement made that Postmaster 
Wilde succeeded a Democrat, but not on 
account of politics, is a peculiar statement 
in face of the fact that Mr. Bass, a survivor 
of the war of the rebellion, was deposed 
from his office upon the assumption of 
power by the Harrison regime. Does this 
fact bear out the statement that a tacit un- 
derstanding had obtained or was a practice 
between the Democrats and Republicans. 

That “tacit understanding ’’ was indeed 
pleasant to Republicans, since only one 
Democrat has ever served as postmaster, 
and he only for four years, being compelled 
to give way to Republican greed. Mr. 
Wilde is furthermore a Republican in good 
standing and also a partisan, as he resigned 
from membership on the Ward Five Re- 
publican committee upon assuming the 
duties of postmaster, a compulsory step.

Mr. Baker is an intimate friend of 
Mr. Wilde's, with all that that may imply, 
and has also a pecuniary interest in his 
retention—which may not unreasonably be 
taken as his chief reason—in that bis son 
is at present employed in the postoftice. 

Mr. Burns does not seek to drag A. P. 
A.-ism into the contest, for the method of 
tbat organization are preferable to the 
means being taken by Mr. Baker and his 
cohorts to defeat Mr. Burns. Mr. Burns 
is a@ capable young man and would 
administer the affairs of the office com- 
mendably, and Mr. Baker or any man are 
dared to speak one word against him. 

Your correspondent’s dissertation upon 
Wollaston’s toleration is a bit of senseless 
by-play, which will not be taken seriously 
by anyone.

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HOME RULE SENTIMENT. 


Anti-Parnellite Healy Boldly Declares His Dis- 
loyalty to Engiand. 

Lonpon, Feb. 14.—T. M. Healy, anti- 
Parnellite, during the debate on the 
Queen's speech in the house of comm 
yesterday, admitted his disloyalty to Eng- 
land. He said he had been sent to par- 
liament to secure the establishment of a 
native Irish parliament, and his endeavor, | 
therefore, would be to harass, attack and | 
thwart in every way those who refused to 
grant Ireland home rule. 

The particular matter under discussion 
was the amendment offered by John 
Dillon, member for East Mayo, declaring 
that the absence of a bill providing for the 
self-government of Ireland had aroused 
discontent among the Irish and increased 
the difficulties existing in foreign affairs. 

Sir William Harcourt, leader of the op- 
position, said it was the belief of the op- 
position that the discontent prevailing in 
Ireland would not be extinguished until 
the demand of the Irish for local self-gov- 
ernment was satisfied. They would never 
cure the disorders of many centuries unless 
they went to the root of the evil. The 
government had said that they would 
bever grant home rule. 

“Never” was a word which in the Lib 
eral interpretation was an unwise word, | 
especially in the mouth of the oqoupans 
of the office of chief secretary for Ireland, | 
and he would advise the chief secretary to} 
modify the expression to “hardly eve 2 
The future of home rule, he said, depended 
much upon the course pursued by the 
Irish members. Home rule certainly did) 
not get @ great deal of encouragement 
from John Redmond, whose policy, Sir 
William said, appeared to be to attack the 
bome rulers wherever he found ghem.

House Strongly Protests the Senate 


Substitute Bond Bill. 


Tariff Bill Postponement In 
the Senate. ~ 


Deficiency Appropriation Bill With 
Amendment Proves Successful.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—The house com- 
mittee on foreign affairs did not consider 
the Cuban question at any length. 
Only a portion of correspondence sent 
in from the state department has been 
printed, and so much remains that it 
was thought best to defer any discussion 
&@t present. There were remarks made 
which indicated that members of the com- 
mittee would be very likely to push for a 
resolution looking to a recogpvition of a 
state of war in Cuba. 

Most of the time of the committee was 
taken up by 4 discussion of the resolution 
introduced by Representative Fischer (N. 
Y.) relative to the firing upon the 
chooner Henry Crosby, while at anchor at 
Azua, Santo Domingo, Dec. 10, 1893 
This matter was finally referred to a sub- 
commilttee. 

Mr. Hitt (Rep., ils.) reported from the 
committee on foreign affairs a resolution 
calling on the president for the corres- 
pondence with Hayti, respecting the claim 
of Bernard Campbell of Boston for dam- 
ages because of injuries inflicted by an as- 
sault committed in an attempt to force 
him tnto the naval service of Hayti, and it 
Was agreed to. 

The consideration of the bond free coin- 
age bill was then resumed in committee 
of the whole, under the five-minute rule. 

Mr. Dingley said thatthe amendment 
was open tothe objection thatit was not 
in place upon this bill, and that it was in 
no sense a solution of the problem of fr°e 
and unlimited coinage of silver. It was

Mr. Brumm (Rep., Pa.) offered an 
amendment to the senate substitute ; ro 
viding that whenever the @ommercial ratio 
of the two metals varies from the coinage 
ratio the selgniorage of the bullion pre- 
sented for coinage shall be retained by the 
government. After some 
amendment was lost—39 to 85. 

Mr. Towne (Rep., Minn.) offered an 
amendment committing the United States 
to the free coinage of silver at the ratio of 
15'¢ to 1 when the mints of Germany and 
France shall have been opened for that 
purpose. He said the bill was agreed upon 
by aconference of economists in Europe 
last summer, and was to be offered in the 
English parliament, the German reichstug 
and the French chamber of deputies. 

Mr. Dingley opposed it, and its passage 
failed—52 to 146. 

On Mr. Crisp’s motion to agree to the 
senate substitute without amendment the 
vote was: Yeas, 80; nays, 190. It seemed 
that half of the Democrats voted against 
their leader. The demonstation of over- 
whelming strength was greeted with ap- 
plause by the victorious side. 

The chairman announced that the result 
was the committee agreed to recommend 
tothe house non-concurrence in the senate 
substitute.

pronounced type. All the skill that | 
physicians could apply has failed to pre- 
vent the development of the disease. 
Lieutenant Doe first felt the effects of 
his present affliction on Wendesday night 
about 10 o’clock, when he complained of 
4 slight headache, and about two hours 
later decided to go to his house and sleep it 
off. During the night his condition be- 
came more serious, and at 5 o’clock yester- 


called to the house, he noticed symptoms 
of the disease, which, despite his efforts, 
continued to manifest themselves. 

Throughout yesterday the victim had 
frequent attacks of spasms, and late last 
night they increased in frequency and 
violence, until it was deemed necessary to 
remove him to the hospital. 

No Hope of Recovery. 

The physicians say that the patient can- 
not reeover, as the disease is already too 
pronounced to permit of relief. A tele- 
gram was received from the Pasteur insti- 
tute in New York city, in reply to one 
sent from Lynn, asking if anything could 
be done for the sufferer, stating that if 
spasms had manifested themselves there 
was no hope of staying the disease. 

Lieutenant Doe is one of the largest offi- 
cers in the department, standing about 
6 ft.2in., and astrong guard is required 
to care for him. !

A strange coinci- 
dence in connection with the affair is that 
the dog disappeared immediately after 
biting Lieutenant Doe, and has not been 
seen since.

Petitions Concerning Boston's Street Railways 
Presented to the House. 


Boston, Feb. 15.—Another big batch of 
petitions were introduced in the house 
yesterday, a considerable number of which 
related to the regulation and operation of 
street railways in the city of Boston. 
Some of the petitions contained matter 
not before reported, while in some cases 
the subject has been given to the public. 
The hearings were of no great conse- 
quence, 

The house passed to be engrossed the 
bills toexempt the Collateral Loan com- 
pany from the provisions of chapter 497, 
acts of 1895; to authorize Fall River to 
invur indebtedness for a public library; to 
permit foreign burglary insurance com- 
panies to transact business in the common- 
wealth; to incorporate the Gardner Syndi- 
cate corporation; for an additional water 
supply for Pittsfield. Also resolves pro- 
viding for the care and furnishing of the 
Fall River armory, and for completing 
the index of the war records in the office 
of the adjutant general. The bill to allow 
paternal beneficiary associations was re- 
jected. 

In the senate the committee on water 
supply reported a bill authorizing the 
town of Adams to issue bonds, not exceed- 
ing $30,000, to increase and improve the 
water supply of the Adams fire district.

THE WEEK PAST. 


The preponderance of evidence the past 
week has béen in favor of antitoxin. On 
Monday there was a favorable report from 
the Boston City Hospital, on Tuesday and 
Wednesday communications, and on Thurs- 
the statement of a Philadelphia physician.

Few realize perhaps the many good times 
they are missing. The city needs a grand 
large ball to help local business, to enliven 
Quincy, to make it possible to give enter- 
tainments which will be a financial 
success. Shonid not this be one of the 
first subjects for the consideration of our 
new Board of Trade. It will make trade 
and bring trade. 


The parkway hearing has also been an- 
nounced and it is another improvement 
which will be of great benefit to the city. 
Few projects have awakened such an in- 
terest in Quiucy, and the hearing promises 
to be very largely attended.

each end was a hand chemical extinguish- 
er. These represented the implements of 
warfare used by the firemen. 

Besides these there was tastefully ar- 
ranged a namber of handsome potted plants, 
which were kindly loaned by Mrs. Packard. 

At the side of the platform there had 
been erected a grand stand for the use of 
the invited guests and these were also dec- 
orated with flags and bunting. On the 
posts of this grand stand were two highly 
polished play pipes from the nozzles of 
which there protruded two handsome 
bouquets of fragrant cut flowers from 
the conservatory of Mrs Packard. 

If anything was needed to complete the 
decoration of the interior it was furnished 
by two handsome silver trumpets which 
hung suspended from the  chandlier 
in the centre of the hall. Each of these 
trumpets has a history and furnishes the 
connecting link between the past and 
present fire departments of Quincy. One 
of these trumpets isthe the property of 
Chief Williams.

The 
other trumpet was years ago presented by 
the old Niagara Company to Mr. Michael 
Walsh, since deceased, who had served as 
foreman of that company and also as 
district engineer, and this relic was kindly 
loaned by Mr. Walsh’s family. 

From 7 to 8 o'clock the Columbas band,

A FAVORABLE COMPARISON. 
of Our Naval 
Shipbuilding Facilities. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Secretary Her- 
bert was before the house committee on 
naval affairs for two hours yesterday, g0- 
ing over many questions of naval arma- 
ment and outlining his views on desirable 
features of naval appropriations. The sec- 
retary submitted tables showing the rela- 
tive cost of warships in the U nited States 
and foreign countries. 2 zi 

They disclosed that the United States is 
now able to build better ships at less cost 
than any country in the world, save Great 
Britain, and the latter country is. but 
slightly ahead. It was also made evident 
that the cost of building warships in the 
United States had been greatly reduced in 
recent years. 

Mr. Herbert was questioned by Chair- 
man Boutelle and others of the committee 
concerning the need of additional battle- 
ships, torpedo boats,etc. The secretary 
made it clear that he desired the largest 
allowance for the various classes of vessels 
that congress felt warranted in giving, but 
he did not fix exact limits on the number 
of ships, although it was the general un- 
derstanding that three battleships instead 
of the two recommended in the secretary’s 
annual report, would be very acceptable to 
the naval authorities. 

The discussion took a wide range as to 
the relative merits of battleships, cruisers, 
torpedo boats, etc. The secretary’s an- 
swers indicated that while considering 
battleships and torpedo boats of more im- 
mediate need than cruisers, yet that he 
did not rate one class as superior to an- 
other, regarding each essential in its par- 
ticular line. 

Secretary Herbert’s written data male 
an interesting comparison between types 
of American and British ships, for type, 
showing that our ships were equal to the 
best afloat. Orally, also, the secretary 
stated in most emphatio terms that 
American-built warships, such as the In- 
diana, were equal to or superior to the best 
craft afloat under other flags. 


Keeping Close Watch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Senor Romero 
the Mexican minister here, gives no cred- 
ence to the story that Dan Stuart had ob 
tained a concession of land from the Mexi- 
can government upon which the fight 
could be pulled off without danger of in- 
terference from either the United States 
or the Mexican authorities. Under the 
Mexican constitution state officials are 
inhibited from disposing to a foreigner 
any land within 20 miles of the border 
without the written approval of the presi- 
dent of the republic. The federal authori- 
ties here are inclined to the opinion that 
anattempt is being made to throw the 
officials off their guard, and that telegrams 
have been sent cautioning the authoritles 
not to be misled by appearances, and to 
keep a strict watch on all the movements 
of the fighters and their friends. 


Defiant Filibusters. 

WILMINGTON, N. C., Feb. 15.—Steamer 
Commodore, the alleged filibustering ves- 
sel which has been detained here for some 
time, received her clearance papers and 
sailed yesterday. She is supposed to have 
arms and ammunition forthe Cuban insur- 
gents, and her probable destination is 
Charleston. ‘he departure of the vessel 
was made without any effort at secrecy, 
but, on the contrary, she sailed away blow- 
ing her whistles and with other evidences 
of demonstration. This action isin ac- 
cordance with the statements of Counsel 
Kerr of the Hart line of steamers, to which 
the Commodore belongs, who gaid that 
the vessels of his line would sail with arms 
and ammunition, 


Died to Cover Guilt. 

Rome, N. ¥., Feb. 15.—The inquest inte 
the suicide of Cashier Barnard has been 
completed. A note left by Barnard was 
produced, which exonerated Bookkeeper 
Sillenback and placed all the blame for 
the bank's condition upon himself. Sillen- 
back said that Cashier Barnard never 
told him of any irregularities, and that if 
the bank examiner had investigated the 
bank last year, as he was supposed to do, 
the irregularities would have been uncov- 
ered. President Utley testified that he be- 
lieved the direct cause of Barnard’s sui- 
cide was due to the notes of the J. Wins- 
low Jones company of Baltimore. The 
jury returned a verdict of suicide.

DUN'S TRADE REVIEW. 


January Exports Show Siight Increase Over 
Those of Last Year. 

NEw York, Feb. 15.—R. G. Dun & Co., 
in their weekly review of trade, say: The 
weather still hinders business. January 
exports of the principal products in- 
creased, except for cotton, and were in 
value $59,797,193, against $59,030,900 last 
year. 

The treasury has been placed on a safe 
basis for a time, the fears of silver agita- 
tion have been removed and foreign na- 
tions have been impressed by the spirit 
and power of the people, displayed in the 
purchase of bonds. The British govern- 
ment virtually assures peace with regard 
to Venezuela, and apprehensions of other 
foreign difficulties distinctly lessen. 

Pig iron at the east and at Chicago has 
not advanced, southern competition con- 
tinuing at prices so Ww that several Ala- 
bama furnaces have stopped, but bessemer 
is ashade lower at Pittsburg. The coke 
output is again much reduced. Copper is 
8 shade firmer at 10% cents, while tin and 
lead are not active and unchanged. 

The demand for boots and 4hoes is still 
disappointing, several factories have closed 
and few are working full time; belief 
in lower prices still prevail, although 
further reductions have been made in most 
lines, amounting since Jan. 1 to 6 per 
cent. 

‘Textile work shows little change, though 
the cut in print cloths to 2.75 cents, and 
general concessions in brown and bleached 
staples, averaging for the whole list quoted 
6 per cent since Jan. 1, induced more buy- 
ing, which the known accumulation of 
goods ahead of demand has hindered. 

Sales of wool have been small for two 
weeks of February, 9,320,700 pounds, 
against 10,260,750 last year, and 12,502,550 
in 1893, byg higher prices abroad, sustained 
by heavy shipments of goods to this coun- 
try, incline holders of wool here to make 
no concessions, so that manufacturers 
have the more difficulty in meeting com- 
petition. 

Wheat has declined % cent, with west- 
ern receipts 3,022,306 bushels, against 575,- 
199 bushels last year, while Atlantic ex- 
ports for two weeks have been only 3,639,- 
195 bushels, against 2,721,544 bushels last 
year. Corn is a shade lower, and both 
pork and lard a little lower. 

Cotton receipts at this season, never 
large, still indicate a supply for the cur 
rent crop year, including stocks brought 
over, much in excess of the world’s needs, 
so that the prospect of increased acreage 
has the more power to depress prices, and 
spot cotton has deelined 3g cent for the 
week. 


Warning to Navigators. 

NEw York, Feb. 15.—The disabled Brit- 
ish steamer Moorish Prince has arrived 
here, in tow of the tugboat Storm King of 
the Boston Towboat company, for repairs 
She sailed from Boston on Tuesday, 
bound for New York and Brazilian ports. 
When off Gay Head, Vineyard sound, she 
is thought to have struck some submerged 
obstruction, as her propeller suddenly 
dropped out of its place and was lost. So 
far as is known the steamer sustained no 
other damage. 

Gentry Selis For $7600.

BURIED OUT OF SIGHT. 


Senate Free Silver Substitute Doomed 
*by the House, 


Refused to Concur by an Im 
meuse Majority. 


Talbert Scathingly Rebuked In the Private 
Pensions Bill Discussion. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The last stage 
of the debate upon the financial question 
as involved in the senate frege_coinage sub- 
stitute for the house bond-revenue Dill 
was on in the house at the opening of the 
session yesterday. 

Mr. Crisp (Dem., Ga.) began the closing 
speech in favor of the free coinage of sil- 
ver, and was given as much time as he 
desired. 

The majority against silver, when the 
final vote was taken, was larger than that 
of Thursday in committee of the whole. 
Yet the motion to concur was defeated— 
19 to 80, a majority of 110; yesterday it 
was beaten 215 to 90, a majority of 125. 

The vote was a record-making vote, and 
counting the pairs, but 37 out of 365 mem- 
bers were unaccounted for. Perhaps 4 
few absentess dodged, but most of them 
were unavoidably absent and were unable 
to secure pairs. The silver men were 
again disappointed. The “sound money” 
leaders had been disposed to concede the 
silver forces 100 votes, An analysis of the 
vote shows that 184 Republicans and 31 
Democrats voted against concurrence, and 
68 Democrats, 25 Republicans and 7 Popu- 
lists for concurrence. 

The debate which preceded the vote was 
of an interesting character, but devoid of 
any sensational features. Ex-Speaker 
Crisp presented the closing argument for 
the silver men, and was replied to by Mr. 
Turner, & Democratic eolleague from 
Georgia, in a two hours’ speech. ‘The per- 
sonal rivalry between the two leaders of 
the opposing factions of the Democratic 
side of the house added to the interest of 
the occasion. Mr. Dalzell (Penn.) closed 
in behalf of the Republicans. The parti- 
sans of the respective champions missed 
no opportunity to acclaim thelr approval 
when telling points were made, and at the 
close the honors seemed even. 

Mr. Dalzell, a member of the ways and 
means committee, brought the house back 
to the question whether it should abrogate 
its duty and judgment to the senate— 
whether the }ouse should abandon its bill 
and accept that of the senate. 

Induiged In Personalities. 

A very excliing row was only prevented 
at the night session of the house, which 
was devoted to the consideration of pri- 
vate pension bills, by the good temper 
shown by Mr. Talbert of South Caroli: + 
whose utterances at the night session two 
weeks ago caused Mr. Barrett of Massa- 
chusetts to offer a resolution to censure 
him for ‘“‘treasonable and seditious’’ lan- 
guage. 

Mr. Talbert was opposing a bill to pen- 
sion a soldier's widow, who had subse- 
quently remarried and had been divorced 
icom her second husband,when Mr. Hardy 
(Rep., Ind.) arose and made a savage per- 
sonal attack upon Mr. Talbert. “South 
Carolina,” he said, “had always been rais- 
ing her voice in opposition tu the Union. 
We have heard from South Carolina,” 
said he, “year in and year out except the 
four years when she was.out of the Union. 
She has caused more trouble than any 
state in the Union from the time when 
John C. Calhoun tried to nullify the 
statutes of the United States in 1832, and 
Jackson threatened to la—og him for his 
pains, up to the present time, when the 
gentleman from South Carolina appears 
in this body anda gentleman with similar 
propensities appears at the other end of the 
Capitol. Her record here is without a 
parallel. Iam here to vote for every pen- 
sion bill presented to this house, despite 
South Caroina, which has not sent an 
honestly-elected representative to Congress 
since 1872.” 

Mr. Talbert was evidently suffering 
under great excitement while this attack 
was being made, and an outbreak was ex- 
pected, but he restrained himself with 
difficulty and turned the attack with a 
pleasant reference to the fact that Canada 
had been heard from, (Mr. Hardy was 
bornin Canada), Mr. Talbert said that 
he himself had served in the Confederate 
army throughout the war. Mr. Hardy 
did not serve in the Union army. “I have 
noticed,”’ concluded Mr. Talbert, ‘that 
those who are inyincible in time of peace 
were generally invisible in time of war.” 


Will Revolutionize Surgery. 

ToronTO, Feb. 15.—In Grace hospital 
yesterday the value to surgery of Professor 
Roentgen's discovery was again demon- 
strated. A woman patient, whose foot 
had caused her intense pain, was sub- 
mitted to the cathode rays, and the photo- 
graph revealed the presence of a needle. 
Professor Wright of.University college, 
who conducted the experiment, pointed 
out to the surgeons the exact location of 
the foreign body, and an operation at this 
point proved the photograph to be a true 
one, 


Railroads Make Concessions. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Feb. 15.—The Minne- 
apolis and St. Louis railroad announces 
that it will make as longa time limit on 
the tickets for the Grand Army encamp- 
ment at St. Paulas any other road run- 
ning into the Twin cities. This makes 
three roads that have agreed to a 30-day 
limit, and it meets the requirements of 
the commander-in-chief of the Grand 
Army. The other roads are the Wis- 
consin Central and Chicago Great West- 
ern.

CHICAGO, Feb. 15.—John Kochler, who 
is locked up, charged with conspiracy to 
murder his family, may be called upon, 
the police say, to explain the death of his 
first wife, who died from poison over two 
years ago.

AS VIEWED BY PEARY. 


Thinks Nansen Will First Be Heard 
From a Siberian Point. 


What Other Authorities Have 
to Say on the Matter. 


Great Praise Due the Norwegian Government 
and Citizens For Aid Rendered. 


Naw Yorks, Feb. 15.—Lieutenant R. E. 
Yeary, U.S. N., delivered a lectute here 
last night under the auspices of the Com- 
mercial society, in which he described his 
first voyage last spring from Whale sound 
to Independence bay, Greenland. At the 
close of the lecture, Lieutenant Peary was 
asked by areporter his opinion of the re- 
port that Dr. Nansen had discovered the 
North Pole. 

“Anything in this world is possible,” 
observed the lieutenant, “and it is prob- 
able that information has been received of 
the present whereabouts of Dr. Nansen. 
I doubt it, however. Word is supposed to 
have come from the Siberian coast of the 
doctor’s whereabouts. That was practi- 
cally the starting point of his journey, 
andif hehas been heard from it means 
that he started out on his journey and was 
forced back by the ice. 

“Tt will be remembered that last spring 
the Paris Figaro printed a report that 
Nansen had been heard from. This proved 
to be untrue. ‘Then the scientific world 
heard that word from him had reached 
Norway through the medium of carrier 
pigeons. This also proved to bea canard. 
I think the present rumor bears the same 
status.” 

“A fact against the possibility of getting 
news from Nansen just now is that this is 
the bad season—the season when Arctic 
explorers are likely to be completely 
hemmed in by the ice. I have no fear 
of Nansen’s safety, and believe he is still 
in the land of the living. He will prob- 
ably lose his vessel, but get back with his 
men allright. 

“If Nansen’s current theory !s correct, 
and he has reached the North Poie, he will 
first be heard from not ata Siberian point, 
but somewhere on the coast of Greenland. 
If he has reached the pole, he will be fully 
able to scientifically demonstrate his dis- 
covery on his return.” 

Opinions of Other Authorities. 

Evelyn D. Baldwin of Naperville, Ills., 
the meteorologist of the Peary expedition 
—1393-94, was asked yesterday what he 
thought of the reported discovery of the 
North Pole by Dr. Nansen. 

“I think it highly probable. It is the 
result of well calculated plans and not 
unexpected. Dr. Nansen has certainly, it 
would appear, accomplished that for 
which he has striven for at least the past 
five years. 

“The voyage of the Jeannette, under 
De Long, until the crushing of the vessel 
in latitude 77.15, and longitude 155 E, in- 
dicated that the near approach to the 
North Pole was to be made by a well 
equipped and properly constructed vessel 
from that dircetioun—by the New Siberian 
islands. - 

“The Jeannette had drifted through two 
long Arctic nights in that region, and this 
would indicate that, if it is possible fora 
vessel under ordinary conditions to endure 
so long, it is to be expected that one of 
special construction, as Dr. Nansen’s, 
would succeed in going much farther. 

“Dr. Nansen’s absence since June 24, 
1893, has given him time to make at least 
very close approach to the North Pole, and 
1 think it highly probable that with favor- 
able conditions he has succeeded in ar- 
riving at the long-coveted point. Since 
communication with the New Siberian is- 
lands at the month of the Lena and Delta 
is continuously had by means of the 
traders and hunters of that regien, it is 
not probable that Dr. Nansen has had 
means of sending dispatches to the Rus- 
sian settlements in Central Siberia, and 
thus home. SolI think the reportis not 
at all improbable. 

“The appropriation made by the Nor- 
Wegian government, and supplemented by 
private subscriptions, so abundantly 
equipped Dr. Nansen that he has been un- 
hampered so far as his ship is concerned, 
and the conditions have been altogether 
favorable. It was, however, expected that 
the first news from him would chronicle 
his arrival off the north coast of Green- 
land, as it was his theory that his vessel 
would drift with the ice north of the New 
Siberian islands, nearly, if not directly, 
over the North Pole, and thence south- 
ward to the coast of Greenland. It seems, 
however, that instead of drifting south 
after once having arrived at the North 
Pole he has returned southward by way of 
the outward voyage, as did DeLong after 
the crushing of the Jeannette.” 

Julius R. Fredericks of Indianapolis, 
who was a sergeant In the Greeley expedi- 
tion that reached latitude 83.24, 894 miles 
from the pole, thinks it is in the bonds of 
possibility that Nansen had reached the 
North Pole, but it was improbable that he 
reached it and started on the return down 
the east coast of Greenland. Sergeant 
Fredericks thinks it probable that the 
pole is on land, and said: 

“We went up the west coast of Green- 
land, while Nansen went up the east 
coast, following the course of the Jeannette 
expedition. The two courses converge 
north of Greenland. When we were at 
out highest latitude, we were on land, and 
as far as we could see through glasses, we 
could see only land. I am inclined to 
doubtit, but Nansen may have founda 
more Open season than wa found, and by 
means of dog sledges may have made his 
Way to the pole. If he did, it seems, as 
I said, that he must certainly have started 
homeward along the west coast of Green- 
land, after taking to the water, sO as to 
have the advantage of the currents.” 


Edison's Success With the Rays. 

ORANGE, N. J., Feb. 15.—As a result of 
the experiments which Edison has been 
making for the past two weeks -with 
fluorescent t:bes and Roentgen rays, that 
inventor announced last night that within 
24 hours he expected to have so far per-

leave further developments tor others,

A PROMPT REPLY. 


Chairman Morrell of County 
Commissioners 


Answers the Charges ot Hon Asa 
French. 


Claims That the Board Has Not 
Exceeded Authority. 


The Journal has interviewed M. P. 
Morrell of Hyde Park, the chairman of the 
Norfolk County Commissioners, and asked 
him if he had seen the criticism on the 
actions of the board recently made by 
Judge Asa French, in which Judge French 
expressed it as his opinion that the busi- 
ness methods of the commission should be 
investigated, especially in connection with 
the building of the new Court House at 
Dedbam, 

** Yes,’ replied Mr. Morrell, ‘I have 
seen the reported interview with Judge 
French relating to the actions of the Com- 
missioners of Norfoik County. The op- 
position to the Commissioners is most 
political, but it hardiy seems possib’e that 
Judge French could have let his imagin- 
ation run quite so wildly as he did when 
he knew that what he said was intended 
for publication. 

‘*He eays,’’ Mr. Morrell continued, 
‘‘that the Commissions have asked tne 
Legislature to allow them to raise the 
sum of $160,000 for the coming year. The 
amount actually asked for is $132,500, as 
will be seen from the official statement 
which [ will furnish you. Tuis statement 
will show the items in detail, and it will be 
seen that the greater portion of the esti- 
mates is for the support of the House of 
Correction, payment of costs of court, and 
other expenses required by law to be 
provided for. 

“Judge French intimates that there 
should be an investigation into the action 
of the County Commissioners. Nothing 
would suit the Commissioners better. 

“The County of Norfolk has a good 
Court House and good public buildings. 
Buildings as well constracted and finished 
have never been built by any other board 
at as low a price, and they cannot now be 
duplicated for what they have cost the 
county. The 

Charge of Extravagance 
in building the Court House is made for 
political effect. 

‘* Judge French charges that the Com- 
missioners had the furniture of the new 
Court House made to order. If Judge 
French could have referred the Com- 
missioners to any place where they keep 
court house furniture in stock, the Com- 
missioners would have been very glad to 
have had the information. 

**Judge French also makes complaint 
about the granite curbing put in around 
the Court House lot. This curbing was 
included in aclause in the contract with 
Mr, Willcutt, the builder. Whether this 
was a good contract or not forthe county 
may be judged from the fact that the con- 
tractor paid more for the stone and the cut- 
ting than he received forthe entire job, 
which included a deep foundation of 
granite and an expensive setiing. The 
granite, it is true, did not come from 
Quincy. The Commissioners had had a 
little experience with a contractor in 
Quincy and found it an extremely 
difficult matter to make him fulfil the cor- 
tract that he had made. It is possible 
that this granite contractor may bave had 
a little personal feeling on account of the 
extra work that he was obliged to do by 
orders of the Commissioners in order to 
fill his contract according to the specifica- 
tions which he had signed. 

** As for the amount paid the architect,” 
said Mr, Morrell, “‘it was the customary 
price received by all first-class architects, 

‘*Mr, French is reported to have said in 
his interview that his ‘ examination proved 
rather unpleasant for the Chairman, and 
on the second day of the hearing the 
Commissioner refused to subject himself 
tocross-examination. The difficulty seemed 
to be with the Judge himself, who did not 
realize that a hearing before a Legis!a‘ive 
Committee was 

Not a Police Court, 


and one where the custom did not permit 
of the bulldozing that is nsually practised 
by criminal lawyers in that class of courts. 
“Our critic, when he says that a num 
ber of citizens appeared before the Com- 
mittee on County Estimates to object, 
when we asked for the money we needed 
last year forgets to add that for everyone 
who came to criticise there were a dozen 
present to commend. Among these I am 
glad to be able to say there were such 
men as John R. Bullard, Hon. Elijah A. 
Morse, Daniel Brown, the Representative 
ip the Legislature from Wrentham, J. L. 
Whitaker, Herbert W. Thayer, David Marr 
of Hyde Park, Selectmen Mason of Frank- 
lin and agreat many others. The state- 
ment that the Selectmen of Brookline were 
present to oppose is entirely incorrect. 
“The Commissioners exercised their best 
judgment in asking the Legista'ure for 
money to pay for the various purposes re- 
quired by the county. Last year, although 
they asked for $20,000 for highways, if the 
Commissioners had laid out all the hie 
ways that were called for by peti n- 
damages would have probabl ze poem 
double that amount. the edi 
“So far as what is calledgg by Aine 


‘padding’ is concerned, the Commissioners 
have done as all Boards of County Com- 
missioners of Norfolk County have always 
done. When there was a balance above 
expenditure in one department it has been 
transferred to another department when 
necessity required. This has not only been 
the universal practice, but is directly 
authorized by law in section 2, chapter 482, 
of the acts of 1895, and is in accordance 
with an opinion given a former board by 
no less eminent an authority than 


The late Judge Hoar. 


The former Chairman of the board 
before the legislative committee last year 
testified that, that had always been the 
custom of the board. With the custom 
and the statutes of the Commonwealth 
both justifying the Commissioners in their 
act, they do not haye great fear of a legis- 
lative investigation. The Commissioners 
have never expended a dollar that was not 
authorized by law, and they have had 
authority granted by the Legislature to 
raise money which they have not exercised. 
They are proud of the public buildings a 
Dedham, and desire that every person in 
the county shall visit and examine them.

Abigail Adams was the wife of John 
Adams, the second president of the United | 
States, She was the second of three daugb- | 
ters of Rev. William Smith, the settled 
minister for more than 40 years of the Con- 


gregational church at Weymouth. She 
was born in Weymouth Nov. 11, 1744, O. 


S. The advantages of acquiring an educa- 
tion during that period were few and owing 
to her delicate health she did not enjoy 
those few opportunities, and the knowledge 
gained by her was rather the result of the 
society into which she was thrown than of 
any elaborate instruction. 

October 25, 1764, then nearing her 
twentieth year she married John Adams 
and for the ten years following this union 
she passed a quiet and happy life, having 
her residence in Boston or Braintree. 
During the second ten years of her 
married life she was left much alone with 
her children, her husband being absept 
upon public duties, In June, 1784, she 
sailed for London to join ber husband, 
then the American Ambassador to the 
Court of St. James, and she was the first 
representative of her sex from the United 
States at the Court of Great Britain. 

At the expiration of President Adams 
term of office she returned to Quincy 
(which bad been set off from Braintree) 
and from 1801 to the day of her death 
October 28, 1818 she remained aninterrupt- 
ed in Quincy, retaining her faculties to the 
last. 

At the conclusion of the meeting, the 
society adjourned to the First church 
chapel, to listen to a paper by Mr. Elward 
H. Dewson, entitled ‘The history of 
Hancock street and the Training Field, 
past and present, covering a period of 257 
years.”’ 

Hon. J. White Belcher of Randolph pre- 
sided.at the chapel gathering and intro- 
duced Mr. Dewson who occupied nearly 
one and one-half hours in the reading. 
It wasa very interesting paper and was 
listened to with interest by the large num- 
ber present.

Russia’s Underhanded Move. 

Lonpon, Feb. 17.—The Times prints a 
dispatch from Kobe today, which says: 
News from Seoul, Korea, proves that Rus- 
sia made a remarkable coup on the night 
of Feb. 10. On that night 200 Russian 
marines, with a fleld gun, were landed at 
Chemulpo and marched to Seoul. The 
king secretly left the palace for the Rus- 
sian legation, whence he proclaimed ¢his 
ministers guilty of treason. Two of the 
ministers were arrested and executed, and 
the others fled. The father of the king is 
a prisoner at the legation. It is reported 
that the Russian minister declares that 
Russia was not responsible, and that he 
merely afforded protection at the kin.’s 
request. Butit is believed that this pre- 
ludes a Russian protectorate over Korea.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 17.—As a result of

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 17.—Mrs. Mary A. 
Davidson was arraigned in the superior 
court Saturcay, charged with extorting 
$500 from Rev. C. O. Brown, pastor of the 
First Congregational church. ‘The de- 
fendant moved for a dismissal of the case, 
alleging irregularity in the information. 
The motion was taken under advisement 
until next Friday. If overruled, the case 
will then be set for trial. In the mean- 
time, Dr. Brown will be tried by the Con 
gregational council for his alleged acts of 
immorality.

In it her majesty expresses her 
thanks for the sympathy extended to her 
on the occasion of the death of her son-in 
law, Prince Henry of Battenburg, and 
says: “This new sorrow is overwhelming 
I lose a dear, loved and helpful son, whose 
presence was like a bright sunbeam in my 
home, and my daughter loses anoble and 
devoted husband, to whom she was united 
by the closest affection.” 


Russia’s Turkish Leaning. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 17. — After in- 
viting the powers to recognize Prince Fer- 
dinand of Bulgaria, the porte, at Russia’s 
request, sent asecond circular asking the 
powers to defer their decision until after 
Prince Boris had been baptized. This is 
held to furnish proof of the Russo-Turkish 
entente.

Monroe doctrine. 

There are three of the appropriations bills 
onthe senate calendar, but it is not be- 
lieved that any of them, unless it be the 
consular and diplomatic bill, will arouse 
any prolonged debate. 
an opportunity to discuss foreign affairs 
generally, and itis very rarely allowed to 
pass without senators availing themselves 
of this opening to discuss diplomatic 
questions. It is also possible that the 
pension bill will be taken advantage of to 
discuss the question at some length. 

The military avademy bill will be the 
first of the series to be taken up. 

The Cuban resolution has been given the 
place of precedence after the appropria- 
tions bills, but it is not yet certain that 
this subject will be taken up seriously 
until the senaters who may wish to speak 
upon it shall have opportunity to prepare 
themselves. Senator Call will speak on 


| the subject if he succeeds in getting it up, 


and possibly one or two, other senators 
will be heard. 

The senate committees have been un- 
usually active since the holidays, with the 
consequence that there is an accumula- 
tion of business sufficient to cover 27 pages 
of the calendar, embracing subjects in 
which all the senators are interested. 
There is, therefore, a general desire to get 
to work on the calendar, and the proba- 
bilities are that with the appropriations 
out of the way the calendar will be re- 
sorted- to and a large number of bills of 
minor importance acted upon. 

There continues to be more or less dis- 
cussion of a private nature among senators 
as to the probabilities of getting up the 
tariff billin some form, but this depends 
almost wholly upon whether the friends 
of the bill can obtain assurance of success 
in whatever move they make. 

The reports of both the majority and the 
minority of the committee of privileges 
and elections on the Dupont case, t'» 
former favoring the seatingof Mr. Dupont 
as senator from Delaware and the latter 
opposing that course, will be made to the 
senate today, but the debate which is sure 
to occur on this question will be post- 
poned until later in the session. 

There is beginning to be a great deal of 
talk in the senate of an early adjourn- 
ment. If it is made evident that there 
will be no tariff legislation, many sena- 
tors think that an adjournment by June 1 
will be possible. 

Business Before the House, 

Most of the time of the house this week 
will be taken up with the consideration of 
appropriations bills. The agricultural bil!, 
which was taken up Saturday, will be dis- 
posed of today, unless a prolonged debate 
should be precipitated on the question of 
seed distribution by the agricultural de- 
partment. 

The Indian and army appropriation bills 
are ready, and the appropriation commit- 
tee expects to have the executive, legisla- 
tive and judicial bills reported by Wednes- 
day. 

The foreign affairs committee will call 
up the resolution to censure Ambassador 
Bayard as soon as those in charge of the 
appropriation bills, which have the right 
of way, affordan opportunity todoso. This 
committee is also working on a Cuban 
resolution, and it may possibly be reported 
to the house this week. The trend of 
opinion in the committee favors a resolu- 
tion expressing it as the sense of congress 
thata state of war exists in Cuba and re- 
questing the president to issue his procla- 
mation recognizing the insurgents as bel- 
ligerents. 

The report on the contested election case 
of Van Horn vs. Tarsney, from the Fifth 
Missouri district, which has been gsub- 
mitted to the house, can be called up by 
the committee at any time, as it is a mat- 
ter of higher privilege than an appropri- 
ation bill. The report isin favor of the 
contestant, but a minority report will be 
filed tomorrow, recommending that the 
case be recommitted and the testimony re- 
opened,

BALTIMORE, Feb. 17.—J. F. Eline, elec- 
trician of this city, who formerly worked 
with Edison in the latter’s laboratory, has 
demonstrated that the ordinary calcium 
light, knowa better to scientists as the 
Drummond or lime light, would produce 
results similar to the cathode raya. In 
the first experiment Mr. Eline tried with 
calcium light he focused the rays through 
a board one-cighth of an inch thick and 
through an ordinary photographer's plate 
made of a paper composition, which is on- 
tirely unaffected by ordinary rays of light,

It was just precisely such a 
piece of railroad iron that was wrapped | 
upin Jackson's bloody coat when tt was | 
fished out of a sewer catch-basin several 
days ago. What emphasizes this evidence 
is the fact that his coat being wrapped 
around a piece of railroad iron has never 
been mentioned in the newspapers. 

Another circumstance that supports} 
Jackson's story that the conveyance used 
was a surrey, and that he abandoned it in 
fright on that tragic night, is the fact that 
a gentleman of Newport, driving toward 
Fort Thomas ina buggy on that Saturday 
morning about 8 o'clock, met a surrey, 
drawn by a gray horse with two men on 
the front seat, and collided withit. He 
got out, and the menin the surrey drove 
on toward Newport at a furious rat. 
This man’s name is not given, but he will 
be on hand when required as a witness for 
the government. 

To clinch the matter, a procession of 
carriages containing policemen and re- 
porters started at 12:45 to Fort Thomas 
Saturday night. George H. Jackson 
drove the leading carriage. The pro 
sion struck the murderers route at Vi 
and Third streets, and with Jackson for a 
guide, followed it to the bloody ground. 
A halt was made at the Newport toll- 
bridge to se-k another link in the chain 
that binds these men to the guilt of Pearl 
Bryan's murder. Toll Collector Tarvin 
said he remembered the surrey driven by 
a colored mun passing over the bridge 
about 1 o’clock on the morning of Feb. 1. 
It contained @ man and s woman, and 
there was a white man with the negro 
driver on the seat. 

Straightforward Testimony. 

The procession was led by Jackson 
through unfrequented back streets in 
Newport, and by a long, circuitous route 
of mud roads in the darkness under 
a cloudy sky, and finally into the Alex- 
andria pike near Fort Thomas. After 
driving a short distance, Jackson stopped 
just where a blind lane set out from the 
road and stopped. “Here,” said he, “is 
where they took the lady out, telling me 
to turn the carriage around and wait.” 
George H. Jackson has not been to the 
scene of the murder since it was com- 
mitted. Where he stopped in the dark- 
ness was about 200 yards from the spot 
where Pearl Bryan was found dead on 
the morning of Feb. 1. 

The examination of the 20 or 30 men in 
& semi-circle at the jail by the colored man 
Jackson was dramatic in the extreme. 
Walling stood near one extremity of the 
arc, The negro Jackson began his inspec- 
tion at Walling’s end of the line. He ex- 
amined every one, man by man, till he got 
tothe end of the line. Then he turned, 
walked briskly back and halted in front 
of Walling. All this time he had not 
spoken a word. Viewing Walling all 
around like a man examining a horse he 
was about to buy, he stopped in front of 
him and said: ‘That is the man who sat 
on the seat with me.” 

Jackson was identified as to size and 
partially as to the sound of his voice. Tho 
hegro’s extreme caution gives force to his 
evidence. He said: “I donot want to'make 
any mistako,"’ and then he took his time 
in making his examination. Jackson, 
when the thing was over, talked filppantly 
to his visitors. To one he said: “Call the

Many Girls and Women Become Vic- 
| tims of the Fiery Element. 
‘Twenty Lives Thought to 
| Have Been Lost. 


| Full Extent of the Shocking Disaster Not Yet 
Accurately Known. 


| Troy, N. Y., Feb. 18.—About 300 girls 
| Were at work yesterday afternoon in the 
| shirt waist factory of J. Stethelmer & Co., 
and the collar establishment of Van 
| Zandt & Jacobs on River street, when 
fire broke out, spreading so rapidly that 
| the narrow stairway which was the only 
exit outside of the flre-escapes in the 
rear was almost immediately cut off, and 
| during the panic that followed, five girls 
| Jumped from thg windows, three of them 
to their death, and many others were in- 
jured. One was caught in a net by the 
firemen. Three were killed by the fall. 

| ‘The fire started in tha fifth story in the 
part occupied by Stetheimer & Co. at 
about 5:30, when a little boy who lighted

A parkway or boulevard from Boston 
in Norfolk County, Massachusetts. 


through Quincy along the shore front to 
the Blue Hills Reservations seems almost 
an assured fact. Seldom has this city 
pleaded a cause so ably at the State House, 
and it isa pleasure to note the hearty co- 
operation of Boston in the movement. 
The arguments pro and con at the hear- 
ing Monday are reported at length below. 

Mayor Adams was the first to speak for 
the bill, which he said was to secure the 
sea front along Quincy bay for public uses 
The sea front should be for the public. 
More and more is this land being taken 
by private persons, The chance which 
this gives the public to enjoy itself is a 
sufficient argument in its favor and the 
south side of Boston had as much reason 
to protect its sea front as the north side. 
This parkway will connect the system of 
parks in Boston and make them accessible 
to the people. A parkway was necessary 
in this case as many were willing to give 
their land if it was built. If we wait a 
few years it will ke impossible to get land 
on these terms, as it will be held by small 
holders. The land damages at the outside 
would not exceed $75,000 and the estimated 
cost of construction was $185,000. Add to 
this $30,000 for the marsh flats and we 
have a total cost of $290,000,and if a bridge 
is built across Neponset river it would 
mean $115,000 more which would make the 
total cost $405,000. 

Herbert T. Whitman said he had been 
over all the land during the past two weeks 
and had seen all the land owners. The 
route was an economical and a perfectly 
feasible one. About two miles of it was 
over existing ways which it would be only 
necessary to widen. We have planned for 
75 feet wide which, includes two sidewalks, 
where it follows the low lands and in 
these places along the shore we propose 
a sidewalk on one side with screen gravel

Now 
here is a boulevard to which the towns of 
the north shore will have no use but will 
have to bear part of the expense. These 
towns bore the expense in the past, not 
one cent of which was for the benefit of 
them. The only possible advantage we 
have is that by driving two miles we can 
reach this Middlesex Fells.

Representative Manchester of Winches- 
ter spoke against the bill. He said: You 
must remember you are asking today to 
establish a precedent that will revolutionize 
the past. When the Metropolitan Com- 
mission was appointed it was to devise a 
scheme for the whole district. They have 
employed careful and scientific men but 
have not given us a map connecting the 
various parks as they have not it completed 
as yet. Then how unfair to come here in 
a one-sided way and ask for this parkway. 
You have a commission who should be im- 
partial and when you take this away from 
them, to be pulled and hauled, you are 
establishing a precedent that will destroy 
the whole system of the Metropolitan 
Commission, 

Chairman Lescasle of the Metropolitan 
Commissions said there never was apy 
genera] scheme to construct boulevards, It 
is entirely a new matter as relates to 
park, We have only considered this, that 
we should acquire the best river bank in 
the district. The Commission did not 
feel itself sufficiently informed in detail to 
say this particular case should be adopted, 
The money we had has been apportioned 
to the boulevard on the north side. The 
Commission has no plan for a general 
system of boulevards except in their in- 
dividual minds. Of the $500,000 appro- 
priated a larger part has been apportioned 
to the north than the south. 

City Solicitor Bailey of Boston said the 
city of Boston favored the bill as it made a 
direct communication from Franklin Park 
to the Blue Hill Reservation. It should be 
advantageous for Somerville for if they can 
not get what they want they should perfect 


here aud ask for it. He thought Quincy 
adopted the right course to see that its 
water fronts should be taken and have 
devised the bes: method, and also relieved 
the commission.

Sigourney Butler was the last gentleman 
to be heard. He said the opposition is 
entirely on general grounds, out of the 
growth of the Metropolitan system. 
Quincy has so far received nothing except 
to pay itsshare, On the other hand over 
$5000 of its taxable property had been taken 
from it, When Somerville brings in one 
one hundredth part of the argument this 
section has, then Quincy will come here 
as freely and help them out as Somerville 
comes here today to oppose it. Because 
Somerville has had to pay too much it 
does not alter the argument. The General 
Court has made appropriations for Charles- 
bank and Revere beach, and these are the 
precedents we want to follow. In 1893 the 
Metropolitan Commission marked out a 
whole scheme of which this is only a part, 
You have taken the rocky hills but what 
have we done for the water ways? With 
this you get nearly 4 miles of shore frout, 
Eighty-six acres out of the 300 are offered 
for nothing. You may spend money 
enough to drown the whole Park Com- 
mission but you have only one shore. This 
$405,000 covers a park boulevard of nearly 
10 miles, It goes around one of the most 
historic spots in the State. Here aro the 
*“* Massachusetts fields”? from which the 
State was named, also Squantum bill where 
Myles Standish landed. Here we come and 
make the promise of this valuable 
property. They do not want flower beds, 
Statues or fountains; they are simple 
country folk and they never did anything 
freer than now. We have been told 
Quincy has contributed nothing. It makes 
no difference whether it is the city or the 
individual, the contribution is made. The 
Metropolitan Park Commission was 
asked to give them a hearing but did not 
and if their report of 1893 amounts to 
anything, they have considered it.

Wollaston for Wollastonians—Able 
to Take Care of Its Own Affairs. 


To the Editors of the Ledger: 
I have read with interest the letter of 
Thomas J. McGrath of the Democratic

THE DEFAULTED BONDS 


Likely to Be Awarded to the Graves 
Syndicate of New York. 


The Monroe Doctrine Dis- 
cussed by Senator Davis. 


Secretary Morton Finds No Sympathizers on 
the Seed Question. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The question of 
what disposition shall be made of the | 
bonds upon which the-allottees have de- 
faulted by failing to make the required 
payment of 2) percent on receipt of no- 
tice of the acceptance of bids is now be- 
fore the secretary of the treasury. 

The amount of these defaults has not yet | 
been ascertained, nor is it expected that 
the exact amount will be learned before | 
the last of the week, when the reports from 
the several sub-treasuries are expected to 
be in. It is believed, however, that the 
big of William Graves and his associates | 
of New York city fer $4,500,000 at $115.8391 
is by far the largest, and it is probable 
that the aggregate will not exceéd this 
amount by more than $1,000,000 at the 
most. 

J. P. Morgan has 


led with Secretary 
Carlisle aclaim on behalf of himself and 
associates to all defaulted allotments 
under his bid of $119.6877, and has de- 
posited in the sub-treasury at New York 
sufficient gold to cover them. ‘The secre- | 
tary within the last day or two has re- 
ceived a number of offers to take all bonds 
upon which default of payment has been 
made at figures considerably in excess of | 
the Morgan bid, but he is undoubtedly in- 
clined to the opinion that under the terms 
of his circular of Jan. 6 he is inhibited | 
from accepting any bids for bonds after 
that date, and hence it follows that Mr. 
Morgan and his associates are very likely 
to getan amount considerably in excess 
of their first allotment. The secretary, 
however, has not yet made an oflicial de- 
cision on this point. 
Davis on Monroe Doctrine, 

The speech of Senator Davis (Minn.), 
supporting the resolution, of which he is 
the author, enunciating the policy of the 
United States on the Monroe doctrine, was 
the event of yesterday in the senate. 

It was a matter of observation, said Mr. 
Davis, that every year the foreign relations 
ofthe United States increased in difficulty, 
complexity and importance. The closer 
the relations of one government to another 
were, the more natural it was that the 
question of foreign relations should be- 
come one of increasing frequency of occur- 
rence and difficulty of solution. 

That fact explained why there were 
probably more questions now unsolved 
between the United States and Great 
Britain than between the United States 
and all the other nations of the world 
combined. It must be a matter, he said, 
of congratulation to everybody that condi- 
tions had been ameliorated within the 
last month. If that amelioration rested on 
& basis which did not concede a thing 
from the Monroe doctrine, but recog- 
nized and confirmed it in its entirety, it 
would receive the warmest approval of 
the American people. 

But if, on the contrary, it was the result 
of any material concession of the princi- 
ples announced by President Monroe (to 
which principles the American people 
Were most warmly attached), that people 
would rise up in condemnation of it. 

The Monroe doctrine, he said, might be 
fairly summed up as follows: That the 
American continent was not to be con- 
sidered as subjects to future colonization | 
by any Europeam power; that the United 
States should consider any attempt on the 
part of such powers to extend their system } 
toany portion of the hemisphere as dun- 
gerous to the peace and safety of the 
United States, and that any interposition 
by a European power forthe purpose of 
oppressing any of the people on the con- 
tinent should be considered as the mani- 
festation of an unfriendly disposition to- 
ward the United States. 

Seed Must Be Distributed.

The agricultural appropriation bill oc- 
cupied the attention of the house. A 
great deal of criticism of Secretary Morton 
was indulged in on both sides of the po- 
litical aisle, but as on Saturday no one 
arose to his ‘efense. At last Mr. Pearson 
(N. C.) arose and asked if there was not 
some member—Democratic, Populist or 
Republican--who would raise a voice in 
his defense. His question was greeted 
with a chorus of ‘‘noes’’ from all sides of } 
the house. An amendment was pending 
when the house adjourned, making man- 
datory the execution of the provision in 
the bill for the distribution of seed. It is 
understood that Mr. Couzens (Ia.) will 
offeran amendment directing the secre 
tary of the treasury to withhold the pay- 
ment of Secretary Morton’s salary until 
this provision was executed. 


Double Murder Confessed. 

AvGusTA, Ky., Feb. 18.—Robert Laugh- 
lin, who on Saturday morning reported 
his house burned by murderers, who at- 
tacked him with knives, and whose wife 
and niece were burned in the building 
Sunday night, has confessed that he was 
the murderer. The general theory is that 
he first assaulted his niece and then killed 
her and his wife to hide the crime, but he 
denies this, and says he could not tell 
what pot it in his mind to brain them 
with a poker while they were asleep. 


Against Amnesty, 

LONDON, Feb. 18.—The debate on the ad- 
dress in reply to the queen’s speech was 
continued in the house of commons yes- 
terday. Timothy Harrington (Parnellita) 
moved an amendment to the effect that 
amnesty be granted to the Irish political 
prisoners. The Conservative leader, A. J. 
Balfour, moved the closure, which was 
carried by a vote of 270 to 107, Mr. Har- 
rington’s motion was then defeated by a 
vote of 279 to 117. 


Not Badly Injured. 

New York, Feb, 18.—The International 
Navigation company has received word 
from Newport News that the examination 
of the hull and engines of the steamer St. 
Paul has been completed, and it is an- 
nounced that there is practically no dam- 
agetothe hull.

“Protection will be an important issue 
in this campaign,” he continued, ‘not, 
perhaps, in the form of the McKinley bill, 
but in some form that will recognize the 
differences in labor and wages between 
this country and foreign countries,”’ 


Insurgents’ Daring Moves. 

HABANA, Feb, 18.—Antonio Maceo 1s 
fairly within the province of Habana, and 
if he has not joined forces with Maximo 
Gomez, he is in a position to do so when 
he pleases. Large forces of insurgents are 
also within reach in Matanzas province, 
where they are overrunning the country 
and doing much damage, On Sunday An- 
tonia Maceo, with his large following from 
Pinar del Rio, made known his presence 
at San Antonio de Las Vegas. His band, 
together with those of Miro and Catillo, 
were attacked at that town by a column 
of troops under Colonel Segura, and an 
engagement of some importance ensued. 
Colonel Segura, in his officlal report, re- 
lates that his forces took the town and dis- 
lodged the insurgents who left 12 dead, be- 
sides 71 horses and some arms and a quan- 
tity of ammunition. They also carried 
off numerous wounded. 


Uncle Sam Is Willing. 

Lonpon, Feb. 18.--A Washington dis- 
patch to The Times, commenting upon the 
newspaper suggestion that Great Britain 
should appoint a commission oi its own 
to examine into and report upon the 
Guiana boundary, asserts that the Wash- 
ington government would proposea plan, 
if there were reason to believe that it 
would be accepted by England, to create a 
new commission of two Englishmen and 
two Americans, not to fix the boundary, but 
to ascertain the facts and report to their 
governments. If they should fail to agree, 
a fifth member could be appointed by the 
President of the Swiss Republic, or some 
other acceptable personage, the findings of 
the commission to be binding and to serve 
az a basis for subsequent direct nego- 
tiations to fix the boundary. 


Too Much Dissension. 

Lonpon, Feb. 18.—In_ responss to the 
letter addressed to him by Timothy Healy, 
Thomas Sexton has finally refused to ac- 
cept the leadership of the Irish party, not- 
withstanding Mr. Healy’s earnest appeal 
to him to do so and his promise of the 
hearty support of the Healyites. Sexton 
says that the same reasons which impelled 
him to retire from parliament, namely, 
the internal dissensions in the Irish 
party, have operated with irresistible force 
in deciding him to refuse the chairman- 
ship. It is true, he says, that he wags 
elected unanimously, but so was Justin 
McCarthy. He is therefore compelled ta 
consider that the unanimity of the party 
is merely a transient phase of feeling, 


Nearly $25,000,000 Invo'ved, 

CLEVELAND, Feb. 18.—Further develop- 
ments point to the early consummation of 
the big street car deal in this city. At the 
board of control meeting yesterday B. 
Nahler, representing the Everett interests, 
presented & communication requesting the 
board to take no action regarding the ap- 
plication for a franchise to build a system 
of electric railways to be operated on a 
8-cent basis pending the outcome of ne- 
gotiations between Mr. Everett and repre- 
sentatives of the oldcompanies. This is 
taken to mean that there is to be a general 
consolidation. The combined capital! of 
all the interests involved is nearly §25,- 
000,000.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18,—The most dis- 
tinguished social event of the season here 
was the marriage last night of Miss Cathe- 
rine Marten Weston Fuller, daughter of 
Chief Justice and Mrs, Fuller, to Theodore 
Smith Beecher, a young lawyer of Buffalo.

Mass., Feb. 19.—Clarence Mur- 
phy, the defaulting teller of the Salem 
Savings bank, pleaded not guilty to an 
indictment in usual form, enumerating 
65 different counts of embezzlement, in 
court, yesterday afternoon, The sum 
total of his alleged peculations is $47,615. 


| In the indictment are also 64 counts, 


charging the same offense in different 
form, and one alleging larceny of $500 
from the bank. 

Murphy was brought into court: at 8 


p. m. He had had his side whiskers shaved 


off, and looked almost precisely as he did 
when he left Salem some two years ago. 


He seemed cool and collected. 


He was represented by Hon. W. D. 
Northend, who held a few moments’ pri- 
vate conversation with him in the ante- 


room, after which Murphy returned to 


the dock and pleaded not guilty to all the 
sharges. 

District Attorney White then moved 
that he be requested to recognize in sub- 
stantial bail, and stated to the court the 
circumstances of the case—that Murphy 
had been a trusted employe of the bank, 
and thaton his misdoings being discovered 
in December, 1893, he had seized $500 from 
the drawer of the bank, and, leaping from 
a window in a toilet room, had left, and 
nothing more was heard of him until a 
few weeks ago he was apprehended at San

Bills—Biennials Favored. 

Boston, Feb. 19.—The house passed to 
be engrossed yesterday the resolves in 
favor of biennial elections, The vote in 
favor was virtually the same as on the ques- 
tion of ordering them to a third reading. 
There was unmistakably more than the 
two-thirds necessary. 
will be required for their adoption in the 
senate. 

The bill as passed means: That the 
governor, lieutenant governor, executive 
councillors and state officers, as well as 
the members of the house and senate, will 
be elected for two-year terms, commencing 
with 1898. 

The committee on railroads gave a hear- 
ing on the bill for the prohibition of bag- 
gage charges on bicycles of passengers 
with no other baggage. President Elliott 
of the League of American Wheelmen 
said that 121 railroads and 11 steamboat 
companies in this country carry tricycles 
free of charge. He said that the trouble 
was that the railroads had made no pro- 
vision for bicycles.

| paper. If the writer’s memory serves him 
| rightly New York was among, if not the 
| first to endorse, the antitoxin treatment,

|faciure and use. Behold the gist of the 
| matter. 

} During December, there were reported 
| 706 cases of diphtheria, as against 544 in 
December, 1804. There were 175 deaths 
from this disease last month, These figures 
|show that the disease is gaining ground 
| and reveal the supineness of the Health de- 
|partment. The taking of cultures and the 
|experiments with antitoxin are continued, 
| yet they have oever really got beyoud the 
stage uf experiments, and, so far as check-

| ing the epidemic is concerned, are of no 
practical value to the people.”’ 

Go to those who feel like denouncing 
| &@ man for standing by arighteous principle, 
jand read of Columbus, Galileo, Harvey, 
Hahnemann, and of hosts of others, even 
| Jumer,the father of the vaccination racket, 
| even in later times remember Grant the 
imperturbable, who was denounced by the 
masses at one period as being no general, 
| and yet whose record places him today as 
having been one of the world’s greatest 
| generals. Remember also the bulletins of 
| the eminent physicians who attended our

does not make right, that majorities can

Neither should those who use these ex 
perimental measures be denounced if used 
cautiously and with all the safeguards 
possible, to avoid disastrous results. For 
while human life is rather a precious and 
costly possession, to subject to the preca- 
riousness of experiments, yet there are 
those who prefer to have it said their ill- 
| ness is more severe than anyone else ever 
experienced, and that remedies ordinary 
mortals receive, have no effect upon them, 
and like ** parents” want all the remedies 
used that are known to science, so that 
there are always subjects for experiments, 


| and experiment is at the bottom of the 


grand achievements of the past. And there 
are those whore born experimentals, like 
the noted Edison, and what though, now 
and then one is killed by the electrical 
current, the greatest good to the greater 
number, will prevail, and live wires and 
trolley cars with the telegraph and tele- 
phone will continue. 

Many men, many minds, therefore 
principles not men for the public good, 

Again, in view of the foregoing facts 
which are substantiated by the records 
of the past, any treatment that has been 
used empirically (as the antitoxin of today 
is almost solely on the one supposition 
that the case is diphtheria,) has rendered 
the past replete with evidence, of countless 
loss of life, from such empirical treatment,

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Postoffice Controversy. 
To the Editors of the Ledger: 


Two letters have appeared in your paper 
in answer to my letter of last Thursday, 
and in justice to myself I cannot allow 
them to pass by without notice. I do not 
intend to take more of your space than is 
absolutely necessary, and with this answer 
my part in the controversy is ended.

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CARTER’'S DECISION 


In a Squabble Concerning Selection of Dele- 
gates to St. Louis Convention. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Senator Carter 
(Mon,), chairman of the Republican na- 
tional committee, has rendered a decision 
that will be of interest inevery congres- 
sional district in the selection of dele- 
gates tothe St. Louls convention, In the 
Yenth Ohio district a faction of the Re- 
publican party undertook to elect the two 
delegates from the district at a primary 
election.

late the rule prescribed in the call for the 8:. 
Louis convention. If the practice of nomit- 
nating candidates for congress obtains in your 
district in district convention, any other 
methods of electing delegates to the St. Louis 
convention will be clearly irregular,

BROOKLYN, Feb. 19.—Crazed with jeal- 
ousy because his wife and sons had left 
him, Franz M. Schwab, a German laborer, 
56 years old, last night visited the home of 
his married son, Bernard, this sity, and 
fired four shots from a 44caliber pistol, 
two of the bullets lodging in the body of 
his wife, Kathrina, 63 years old, killing 
herinstantly. The third ball struck his 
grandchild, 9 weeks old, over the heart, 
and the fourth struck the son, Bernard, in 
the right eye. Schwab, after the shooting, 
made his escape to the street, but was 
subsequently placed under arrest. He 
seemed to glory in the fact that he had 
caused excitement. The police officials 
consider him insane. Bernard Schwab 
and the injured child will probably not 
recover.

‘A WICKED YOUNGSTER, 


| William Adams an Expert Safe 
| Cracker at Age of Eighteen. 


| Responsible For Recent Ex- 
plosion at Newton, Mass. 


Planning a Bank Robbery at New Orleans 
When Arrested. 


Boston, Feb. 19.—Two burglars—one a 
| large, powerful man and an alleged pro- 
fessional ‘‘cracksman,”’ the other a mere 
boy—started from Boston 10 days ago on 
a safe “cracking” campaign. They took 
with them a formula for the manufacture 
of & most powerful explosive, the inven- 
tion of the younger man, 

The night before they departed they 
| blew open the safe in the office of the 
| Mctropolitan Insurance company, New- 

ton, to get funds, and secured $700, 

Plans had been laid to wreck several 
national banks in the southern and west- 
ern states, and the burglars believed that 
they would reap a harvest. 

Both men are now locked up in the 
Tombs in New York city. After careful 
investigation Detectives Taylor and Pep- 
perted have facts in their possession which 
lead them to believe that they have in cus- 
tody two of the most dangerous bank 
burglars in the country. 

The men in custody of the detectives 
gave their names as William F. Mason, 

18 years old, and Thomas Stevens, 40 years 
old. 

When arrested, in Stevens’ room were 

| found some 5 per cent railroad bonds, un- 
signed, and $500 in cash. 

Mason is regurded as one of the cleverest 
'criminals that have come to this town. 

He is well educated, and evidently has 
been used to refined surroundings. 
| Hehas found a new way to crack the 

most thoroughly burglar proof safe with 
chemicals. The detectives do not think 
that he has ever served time in any prison. 
Stevens is a man weighing probably 250 
pounds, has powerful muscles and is of 
fine physique. He is supposed to have 
furnished the experience for the pair. 

| A third man at least has been connected 
with the case. He was an old-time bank 
} burglar of the name of L. W. Moore. 

Mason and Stevens had lived at 84 East 
Twelfth street. Mason was arrested while 
trying to procure a half pound of nitro- 
glycerine at a druggist’s. He was heavily 

armed. Stevens was arrested at his room, 
| while in bed. He had a revolver and a 
Dirk Under His Pillow. 

Mason and Stevens were taken before 
Chief O’Brien by Detective Taylor yester- 
day, and there Mason made a full confes- 
}sion. To begin with, Mason told O’Brien 
that his real name was Adams, and that 
| his father was a jeweler at 10 State street, 
| Boston, and a prominent citizen of the 
|}Hub. He said that for two years he had 
| worked in a safe manufacturing establish- 
ment, and while there had made a study 
of safe-blowing. 

He got hold of a book on safe-blowing, 
j written by L. W. Moore, He experi- 

mented some with it, and decided that he 
had the greatest method ever known for 
blowing safes. It was by the use of nitro- 
glycerine and other chemicals, 

The only trouble, he said, was in regu- 
lating the explosions so as not to blow up 
the building when the work was being 
done. 

Adains found Moore, and the latter 
agreed to help him to start on his career 
ofcrime. He introduced him to Stevens. 
Moore then went to New Orleans and 
made plans to rob a national bank in that 
city. Then he sent for Adams and Ste- 
vens. They needed $300 to get to New Or- 


| A A ig Cc oO S&S "7" — decided to crack a safe near Boston 


to raise the cash. They tried to crack a 
safe in Newtonville, Mass., but were un- 
successful. This was in the office of the 
Co-operative bank. 

On Feb. 7 they journeyed to the same 
town to try Adams’ improved method on 
the safe of the Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ancecompany. They bored holes in the 
safe and Adams sprinkled chemicals in 
them and then fired the explosive. 

There was a terrific explosion. The par- 
titions in the office were blown to pieces, 
part of the front of the building was de- 
molished, and every window on that floor 
destroyed. The safe was completely 
wrecked. Adams says that the explosion 
was heard a half mile away. Many po- 
licemen, he says, got to the scene and sur- 
rounded the buildings. 

The two burglars grabbed $770 from the 
ruins of the safe and made their escape 
by way of the roof. They came to this city 
to get nitro-glycerine and do a jobor two 
on their way to New Orleans. 

All of the facts in the Boston suburb 
robbery were verifled by Chief of Police 
Richardson of Newton, who was present 
when Adams told his story. Both men 
will be taken back to Boston, 


Won't Act Hurriedly. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Secretary Car- 
lisle has not directed to whom shall be 
awarded the bonds upon which default of 
payment of the first installment was 
made, nor will he do so until the exact 
amount of the defaults has been ascer- 
tained. There seems to be no reasonable 
doubtshowever, that they will be awarded 
to J. P. Morgan and his associates under 
their blanket bid of $110.6877. 


Preferred Death. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 19, — Charles 9. 
Nazworthy, assignee of the American 
Lounge company, was removed from his 
trust yesterday by Judge Brown. He was 
cited to appear and produce his reports be- 
fore noon. He disregarded the citation, 
and later in the day Nazworth was found 
In his room suffering from a fatal wound, 
self-inflicted with a pistol. His accounts 
are short. 


Now a Princess. 

CHARLOTTSVILLE, Va., Feb. 19.—Mrs. 
| Amelie Rives Chanler and Prince Pierre 
| Troubetzkoi were married yesterday after- 
| noon at ‘Castle Hill,” the home of Alfred 
Rives, father of the authoress, who was 
last year divorced from John A. Chanler 
of New York, the Arcticexplorer. Prince 
Troubetzkoi is a Russian of great wealth.

By an Explosion and Cave-In In an 
Atchison Railroad Colliery. 


Hundreds of Men Make Vain | 
Attempts at Rescue. 


} 
None of the Entombed Men Likely to Reach | 
the Surface Alive. | 


New CAS@tLeE, Colo., Feb. 19.—The Vul- 
can coal mine, owned by the coal depart- 
ment of the Atvhison Railroad company, 
was destroyed by a terrific explosion of 
gas yesterday, and over 60 miners were 
entombed. 

Allefforts at rescue were unsuccessful, 
and it will be many days before the bodies | 
of the unfortunate workmen will be re- | 
covered. 

For atime it was thought the coal in 
the great vein had become ignited, but 
last night the smoke and gas fumes had 
almost died away, and there is some slight 
hope entertained that fire will not add to 
the terrors of the present situation. 

All business is practically suspended, 
and everyone is dazed at the awfulness of 
the sudden disaster. No warning was 
given the peaceful villagers until a sudden 
report as from 100 cannons resounded | 
throughout the valley. | 

A throng of people were soon on the | 
scene of the disaster, a distance of nearly | 
two miles from New Castle. A glance | 
was enough to dissipate any hope for the 
lives of the entombed men. The force of 
the explosion had caused a cave-in, and 
the tunnel and air courses were filled 
with the fallen rock, earth and timbers. | 
Both fanhouses were wrecked, and the 
slope and vicinity were so full of debris, | 
and the gas was so bad, that it was hard | 
and dangerous work to begin the rescue. 

Nevertheless, willing hands were soon at 
work, and five men werft down as far as 
possible to ascertain the condition of the 
slope, and found it such that it will re- 
quire much work to even reach the por- 
tion occupied by the laborers. The gas 
was so bad that after the party had gotten | 
200 feet, they were compelled to recede. 

Willing Hearts and Hands. | 

The Consolidated mine shut down im- 
mediately on hearing of the disaster, and 
sent their entire force of 150 men to help 
the unfortunate ones. The construction | 
of atemporary fanhouse was commenced 
at once, and the work of pumping fresh | 
air into the mine will begin as soon as 
possible. Itis hardly possible any of the | 
miners are still alive. But the starting of | 
the fans will be made as soon as possible, | 
in the hope that if any have survived they | 
may be kept alive until help reaches them. 

The only man who got out of the mine} 
at the time of the explosion was Edward | 
Welch, who was near the mouth of the 
tunnel, and was blown out. His skull 
was fractured, arm broken, face badly cut 
and burned and all the hair burned from 
his face. He was breathing when found, } 
but expired shortly after without showing | 
consciousness. 

Two young miners, Tom Connelly and | 
James Petrie, met with narrow escapes. 
Their eyes becoming sore, they quit work 
in the mires and had just emerged from 
the tunnel when the explosion occurred. 

Assoon as the news of the explosion 
reached New Castle, Superintendent 
Blount closed the mines of the Colorado 
Fuel company, and taking all his miners, 
left for the Vulcan mines, where all are 
actively at work aiding in the attempts at 
rescue. There are two shafts in addition | 
to the one in which the explosion took 
place. Inthe upper of these two the res- 
cuers are in about 800 feet, and it is 
through this that air can be forced into 
some of the rooms. 

In this main tunnel men are at work 
building a division with boards and can- 
vas, through which air can be forced in 
on the one side and the foul gas driven out 
from the other. But this is slow work. 
The cause of the explosion was the ignition 
of gas. 

The management insists that the re- 
ported loss is not as bad as first accounts 
say, but there are apparently no hope for 
asingle survivor, according to the judg- 
ment of men who have been employed in 
the mine. 


Settlement In Sight 

Lonpon, Feb. 19.—John Morley, speak- 
ing at Forfar last evening, rejoiced that 
there was every indication of a solution 
of the Venezuelan difficulty in the creat- 
ing of a joint commission. The Chronicle 
claims priority over G. W. Smalley in the 
suggestion of a joint commission, and 
hopes that a favorable response by the 
government will no longer be delayed. It 
says that if Mr. Morley was inspired in 
the hopes he expressed, we may be in 
sight of the goal at last,

CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 19.—Murad Bey, 
comunissioner of the council on the public 
debt, has taken refuge in Cairo, having 
been condemned to death for alleged trea- 
son. Murad was reported in December 
last to havé fled from Constantinople on a 
Russian ship for some Russian port.

MURDER AVENGED 
Gallows Glaims Gilbert For 
ts Vili 
KILLED A LITTLE GIRL 


And Buried Her Body In Cel-}| 
lar of o Stable.

History of the Crime and Detection and Trial 
of the Murderer. 


Boston, Feb. 21.—This morning Angus 
D. Gilbert died on the scaffold for his | 
murderin April last of little Alice Ster- | 
ling. The murderer died with perfect calm- 
ness. His nerve was wonderful, and he! 
appeared to be really anxious to have the 
thing over with. 

Sheriff O'Brien turned the body of Gil- 
bert over to his sister. The body will be! 
prepared for burial at an undertaker’s, 
and will be interred in a Boston cemetery. 

Between Yand 10 this morning, dressed 
in a broadcloth cutaway, standing collar 
and black scarf, he attended a religious 
service, conducted by his spiritual adviser, 
Rev. F. A. Warfield. Miss Jennie Gilbert 
Lawyer Doherty, Sheritf O’Brien and v| 
few others were present. The services} 
lasted about an hour, 

Assoon as the last fervent prayer had 
been uttered, and the condemned man had 
said his last zoodbys, Sheriff O' Brien read 
the death warrant, and announced that 


in pursuance to it the execution would 
take place. 
Gilbert mounted the scaffold, the 


sheriff's assistants pinioned his arms and 
legs, the fatal noose was placed about his 
neck and the black capdrawn. Then the} 
drop fell. Angus Gilbert was hanged by 
the neck until dead, and his soul passed 
into the great beyond. 

No visitors were admitted to the Charles- 
street jail last night, and the condemned 
man retired early to his couch for his last 
sleep on earth. In one of his last inter- 
views yesterday he said that he was satis- 
fled that he would undergo execution for 
acrime of which he had no knowledge of 
committing 


THE EXECUTION. 

The killing of Alice May Sterling was 
one of the most revolting murders ever 
perpetrated in Massachusetts. The dis- 
covery of the mutilated body of the child 
in the cellar of the Emmons barn on the 
afternoon of April 13 caused almost un- 
precedented horror and indignation in 
Boston and vicinity. 

Enticed from her father's barber shop to 
the Emmons premises on Savin Hill, the 
little girl was subjected to horrible abuse 
and then hacked with an ax until her 
body presented a horrible sight. Her body 
was then consigned to a hastily con- 
structed grave in the barn cellar, and the 
murderer resumed his customary labors 
without displaying the slightest feeling of 
remorse or agitation. 

The history of the crime and the detec- 
tion of the murderer are as follows: At 
about 1 o'clock on April 10 last Angus D. 
Gilbert called at Mr. Sterling’s shop on 
Dorchester avenue. Gilbert was on inti- 
mate terms with Mr. Sterling, and it was 
his custom to visit the barber shop when- 
ever in that vicinity. He had just come 
from the city proper and was feeling in 
the “pink of condition,” or so he expressed 
himself when accosted by Mr. Sterling. 
Little Alice was playing before the barber 
shop when Gilbert appeared. _ Gilbert pro- 
fessed to be very fond of the child. It was 
his habit to take her in his arms and kiss 
her. He caressed her as usuaton this oc- 
casion, stroking her silken curls before 
passing into the shop. 

No symptoms of intoxication were man- 
ifested by Gilbert. He sat down in the 
barber shop and related in a humorous 
vein the good time he had had in Boston 
that morning. It does not appear that 
murder was in his mind then. Gilbert 
was not in the shop jong before little 
Alice entered. She sat upon his knee and | 
she seemed pleased with his show of af- 
fection. 

After she left the shop to play upon the 
sidewalk Gilbert proceeded to the Em: 


— ~ 


mons premises and do his chores about thq 
place. Halfan hour later Mr. Sterling 
missed his daughter. He no longer heard 
her childish prattle and thought she had 
called upon one of the neighbors, who all 
loved the little girl, and she frequently 
visited them. When an hour passed and 
Alice did not return he became alarmed 
and called at every house which she fre- 
quented. His search was unavailing, and 
no tidings could be gained. 

That night a general alarm was sent 
out by the police, and an investigation was 
called for at once. Mystery enshrouded 
the fate of the child the day following 
her disappearance, the authorities being 
unable to gain the faintest clew of her 
whereabouts. Rumors of all sorts circu- 
lated the Gistrict. Some persons believed 
the chtld had been kidnapped. 

It was not, however, until it was re- 
ported that the missing child had been 


seen in the company of a man, going in 
the direction of the marshes, that the 
theory of murder found credence. The 
whole community were aronsed. 

Neighbors and strangers sympathized 
with the parents of the little one, but no 
person seemed to manifest greater or more 
genuine grief than Gilbert. He joined 
the searchers and offered all kinds of sug- 
gestions, being apparently most anxious 
to discover a clew that would lead to the 
identity of the man last seen with Alice. 

He was diligent and collected in his 
work and the most careful observer failed 
to detect anything in his manner beyond 
sincerity of purpose. Yet his hands were 
stained with the life-blood of Alice Ster- 
ling. 

On the afternoon of April 12 Mr. Ster- 
ling, impelled by astrange desire, visited 
the marshes adjoining the Emmons 
premises. Since the story that Alice had 
been scen in the company of a man, he 
had had a premonition that his daughter 
had been murdered and that the body had 
been -hidden in one of the holes or pools 
about Dorchester bay. His course led him 
to the Emmons boathouse. 

While wandering in that vicinity he 
Was tapped on the shoulder, and on turn- 
ing beheld Angus Gilbert. No suspicion 
that the man before him was the mur- 
derer of his child entered Mr. Sterling's | 
mind. Gilbert inquired if any light had | 
been thrown on the mystery. Upon being 
answered in the negative, he feigned sor- 
row and disappointment, upbraiding the 
police for their slowness in ascertaining

asked if he had any 
seen with Alice could be, the murderer 
shook his head with the remark that he 
was ‘probably a traimp.” 


Gilbert's Awful Suspense. 


The two men stood for a while in silence, 


broken finally by Gilbert inviting-his com- 
panion to his room in the Emmons barn. 
As has already been told, Gilbert worked 
for Mrs nons in conjunciion with his 
labors at the Savin Hill station. The 
room to which he invited Mr. Sterling 
was used by him as a sleeping chamber. 
When near the barn Mr. Sterling turned, 
as ifintending to enter the premises by | 
the cellar door. Gilbert, pale as death, | 
grabbed him by an arm ani turned him! 
from his course, remarking tSat the cellar, 
door was fastened and could not be opened 
from the outside. 

There was a motive in Gilbert’s con- 
duct. Within that cellar and within a 
few feet of the door was conclusive evi- 
dence that murder had been committed. 
The murderer will seldom take chances, 
and Gilbert foresaw the risk he would 
have to assume should Mr, Sterling pass 
through the cellar door. Every act of | 
Gilbert during this brief period was the 
act of a frightened criminal. Mr. Sterling 
allowed himself to be controlled by Gil- 
bert, and beth passed into the barn 
through the main door, on the floor land- 
ing. 

Up the narrow stairs and into Gilbert’s 
room they made their way. Gilbert drew 
up achair for Mr. Sterling and then drew 
from a case two bottlesof lager beer. Had 
Mr. Sterling been favored with the gift of ! 
second sight he would have seen some- | 
thing that would have made him as rigid 
as astatue. Below him the cold, damp ! 
earth covered the mutilated body of his 
darling Alice. Only a few thin boards | 
hid the evidence of Gilbert’s crime from j 
the father of the victim. He was in the 
house of the dead; but he did not know 
that. 

Gilbert watched Mr. Sterling with hawk- 
like eyes during his stay in that little 
room. Every motion on his part was fol- 
lowed by the murderer. When he arose to 

| 


examine a book on the old-fashioned 
dresser, Gilbert sprang to his feet and 
brought it to him, Had Mr. Sterling ex- 
amined the drawers in that old-fashioned 
piece of furniture he would have found 
clothing saturated with the blood of his 
little girl. 

Mr. Sterling and Gilbert left the prem- 
ises together, the latter going to the Savin 
Hill station. The murderer worked at his 
post that night, unconscious thatthe au- 
thorities were steadily accumulating evi- 
dence against him. His demeanor, so far 
as his co-laborer could see, Was the same 
as usual. 

Tell-Tale Blood Spots, 

On the morning of April 13 he went to 
the Emmons barn for breakfast. He gave 
no signs of being “mentally irresponsible” 
when he began his labors on the Emmons 
place that morning, nor was he apparently 
deranged in mind when he encountered 
the servants, from whom he tried to hide 
the telltale blood spots on his trousers. 
Gilbert had sought by every sane means 
to cover up his crime. 

By noon of the same day the police had 
tightened a chain of circumstantial evi- 
dence against him. It was like working 
in the dark at first, but once under way, 
the officers experienced clear sailing, and 
that afternoon strong evidence was estab- 
lished of Gilbert's participation in the 
crime. 

The clew was found, witnesses were un- 
earthed who saw him in company with 
Alice on the fatal day, who saw him lead- 
ing the innocent child to her death. Inch 
by inch his movements were traeed from 
the time he left the Sterling barber shop 
until he crossed into the Emmons estate, 
to within about 40 feet of the barn. 

When Gilbert reappeared that afternoon 
he was placed under arrest on suspicion 
of being the murderer. He betrayed no 
emotion when accused of the crime, nor | 
did he exhibit any signs of weakness when | 
confronted with the bloodstained gar- | 
ments of his victiin. It was some hours 
after Gilbert’s arrest when the body was 
found inits grewsome grave in the barn 
cellar. 


The First Clew. 
The disclosure of the bloody apparel of 


the littie giriin nis aressing cas 
first direct warning that the offits, 
ceived of the commission of a heiric 
crime, though all had strongly suspected 
that murder had been committed. 

The finding of the clothing convinced 
the police that the body was -concealed 
somewhere on the premises. After ran- 
sacking the upper portion of the barn 
the searchers proceeded to the cellar, 
Gilbert accompanying them. One of the 
officers noticed a fresh spot of earth in the 
corner near the dungheap, and he pro- 
ceeded to apply his spade. <A few turns of 
the soft earth revealed the tiny feet of the 
murdered child. 

Gilbert did not flinch when brought face 
to face with the body of his victim. He 
put ona bold front and denied in toto 
that he had anything in common with the 
murder of Alice Sterling. As he gazed on 
the paled face of his victim his face never 
once lost coior, while his feelings seemed 
compressed in the declaration: ‘I am in- 
nocent!” a 

‘The celerity with which the government 
pushed the case from this time on was re- 
markable. On April 10 Gilbert committed 
the awful c-ime, on the 13th he was ar- 
rested, on the 16th he was arraigned in 
the local court, and two days later the 
grand jury, by special sitting, returned ap 
indiclment of three counts ef murder 
against him. 

The Conviction. 

His trial begun in the superior criminal 
court on June 24, and was pushed with 
consideration from the very start. He 
was adjudged guilty of murder in the 
first degree on the Friday of the week of 
his trial. He offered no defense, and the 
jury determined his fate after a little more 
than an hour's deliberation. 

Lawyer W. W. Doherty, counsel for 
Gilbert, filed exceptions; and the case was 
taken before the full bench of the su- 
preme court. Mr. Doherty’s claim for a 
new trial was based on the denunciatory 
exclamations of Mrs. Sterling on the wit- 
ness stand, and insanity on the part of 
Gilbert at the time of the commission of 
the crime. 

The supreme court, after a careful sur- 
vey of the questions raised by Mr. Do- 
herty, sustained the verdict of the jury 
and the seal of doom was stamped deeper 
upon the murderer. The commonwealth 
during the trial attacked the insanity plea 
so thoroughly that Gilbert's clearness of 
mind was established beyond a doubt the 
third day of the trial, and the defense 
found itself practically without a footing. 

Insanity alone was the plea upon which 
the defense depended for a verdict of mur- 
der in the second degree. Mr. Doherty in- 
troduced evidence to show that this 
dreaded malady existed among Gilbert's 
ancestors, but this testimony, it would 
seem, made no {mpression on the jury. 

The day following his arrest, Gilbert 
told the authorities that he found the body 
at the foot of the cellar stairs, and, fear- 
ing arrest in connection with the mur- 
der, he duga grave and buried it. ‘This 
Was not the act of aninnocent man. The 
commonwealth argued that, if innocent of 
the crime, Gilbert would have immedt- 
ately notified the authorities of his discoy- 
ery. 

Never was such composure displayed by 
a criminal as that exhibited by Gilbert 
throughout the ordeal of his trial. His 
utter disregard for his fate, as shown by 
his deportment, seemed to strengthen the 
claim that he was not in possession of 
sound reason. He was the same calm, 
cool Gilbert from the beginning of his trial 
until the officers led him from the court- 
room that Friday afternoon, when sen- 
tenced, with the hangman’s seal upon 
him. Even when the sentence of death 
Was pronounced, he never faltered or lost

At the last meeting of the Quincy 
Teachers Association last week the follow- 
ing valuable paper was read by Mrs, 
Blanche P. Bagley of Wollaston, and the 
LEDGER takes pleasure in publishing it by 
request : 

I have heard so much in the way of com- 
parison of the public school systems of 
England and America, that the impression 
seemed to be quite prevalent still, 
there is something to compare in them, 
whereas the fact is, that the whole system 
of education in England is so utterly 
different from our own, resting a3 it does, 
upon such profound and ineradicable dis- 
tinctions of condition, as regards social 
status and custom, that, although it may 
be possible to compare the methods of edu 
cation of the two countries, to compare the 
public school system as such, is virtually 
impossible. 

The reason for this, is, that the English 
public schools, or, what the English call 
their “‘pubiic schools,’’ are merely what 
we ian America would cali, huge, private, 
select, boarding schools, always reserved 
exclusively for boys, Institutions in which 
such exorbitant fees are demanded, that 
none but sons of the highest and wealthiest 
families can avail themselves of them. 

These schools are in general, in fact, I 
think in every instance more or less heavi 
endorsed, so that numerous and valuable 
prizes are attainable by the most eflicient 
scholars in them, in the way of free courses 
to the two great universities of Oxford and 
Cambridge. 

In addition to this advantage there are 
various privileges 
schools; among others, boys of 13 or 14a

Naturally, too, in these schco!s where 
money is ‘no obj-ct,"’ the tuilion is of the 
very best. Professors and prisejpa!, or 
“masters and head masters,” as they are

‘ reputations, 

This is what the English call their 

“Public School System,’’ outside of the 
class represented in these so-called ‘* public 
schools,” which consists vircually of the 
aristocracy alone, all English children, 
whether of the great powerful middle class, 
or of the lower or working classes, were 
taught exclusively until the year 1870, by 
one of three methods, either at home, by 
parents; (or governess or tutor provided by 
them,) in private schools, or, in the parish 
or parochial schools, in which latter in 
j 1870, there were in London alone, over 
300,000 children enrolled. In these parish 
schools, the tuition was free in many 
instances, in others, costing the merely 
nominal sum of 1 penny, (2 cents) a week, 
the church, or more frequently the govern- 
ment, supplying all deficiencies. The 
attendance was compulsory but irregular, 
and the instruction very inefficient, con- 
sisting, mainly of religion and the three 
Rs, 

In 1870, however, a new method of in 
struction, or perhaps [ should say, a new 
system of education, came into existence, 
called the ‘Board School” system, 
which, from the very beginning has been 
& great success, although not supplying any 
adequate equivalant in our American 
public school, 

These board schools, one after another 
absorbed the various parished schools, and 
supplying as they did, a far more efticient 
method of instruction, threatened, or 
rather promised at first to monopoliz», or 
assimilate a large majority of the smaller 
private schools. This however has not 
been the case, for although there are today 
over 450 of these board schools in London, 
with an attendance of about 650,000 chil- 
dren, watched over by government in- 
spectors, and in a high state of efficiency 
(at least as compared with any thing that 
can be obtained in private schools) yet, 
such are the conditions of English society, 
controlled as it is throughout its length and 
breadth by the caste system, or class dis- 
tinctions, that there are at least a dozen 
different grades of social respectability, 
each in its turnthe very embodiment of 
exclusiveness, This the children of prom- 
inent public people, judges, military, or 
naval men, bishops, etc., must on no ac- 

‘count mix with those outside of their own 
ranks, and so it is with professional men 
of other grades, lawyers, clergy, doctors, 
merchants (greater and less,) down, and 
down, each in their own circle a wy rid unto 
themselves.

The Committee on Manufactures of the 
Legisiature gave a hearing at the State 
House this morning on the bill to enable 
the city of Quiucy to establish its own 
electric lighting plant for municipal 
purposes, without first purchasing the 
plant of the existing company. 

Those present at the hearing were Mayor 
Adams, President Bryant of the City 
Council. Henry M. Faxon, Representa- 
tives Thompson and Newcomb, John R, 
Graham, Hon. Jobo F. Merrill, C. F. 
Austin, City Solicitor Blackmur and Jobu 
Cashman, 

Mayor Adams, in opening for the city, 
asked for a continuance as there were 
several other petitions of similiar character 
to be heard before the same committee, 
This request was refused as the commiitze 
thought this an independent matter 

The LepGER has received a ten-page 
report of the hearing but space causes us 
to lay it over today. 

Mayor Adams and President Bryant of 
the City Council spoke in favor, and they 
were cross questioned at length by E. W. 
Burdett, counsel of the Quincy Electric 
Light Co. 

Henry M. Faxon of the company spoke 
against the petition and the hearing closed.

Severe Tests Show What the Eophone !s Capa- 
ble of Performing. 


New York, Feb. 21.—Skippers in New 
York harbor are amazed at the work of 
the eophone. It is a new instrument con- 
stituting a sort of gigantic ear for a ship, 


sound waves in a fog. 

A successful test of the instrument was 
made on the government tug Daniel 5 
Lamont. Mr. De la Torre, the inventor. 
went out with the tug, and without being 
able to see obstructions, buoys and other 
tugs in the harbor, accurately indicated 
their direction, showing that the eophone 
would contribute greatly to the safety of 
vessels in a fog. 

The probability of collisions and wrecks 
due to fogs has been accepted as a sort of 
unavoidable evil, which must become 
greater as the number and speed of vessels 
increase. But theinventive genfus of man 
could not let such a condition of affairs 
continue without attempting to do away | 
with it, and there hus been perfected lately 
asimple instrument, called the eophoue 
by which the direction from which a 
sound proceeds can be determined with 
absolute accuracy in fog or darkness. 

The simplest description of the instru- 
ment is that it consists of two bell- 
mouthed sound receivers, separated by 
central diaphragm. The sound receivers 
are connected to @he two ears, and, when 
pointed directly ata source of sound, the 
noise is the same in each ear. When 
turned away, the sound is heard in only 
one ear. > 

On shipboard the sound-catching and 
dividing part of the instrument extends 
above the top of the charthouse. The 
tubes are brought within the charthouse 
and the instrument may be turned from 
below to point 

In Any Desired Direction. 

To illustrate the character of the trials 
one was placed on the lighthouse tender 
Lilac, off New York, and in a dense foga 
whistling buoy was picked up at a dis- 
tance of a mile and its direction indi- 
cated correctly, although every effort was 


made to confuse the observer by change of 2 f= 
course. Ordinarily there is great diffi- ( ° 
culty in picking up a whistling buoy ina 


fog. tara = 

Another test, showing the merits of the 7 
eophone ina striking way, was made by 
blindfolding the observer and then chas- 
ing another vessel by sounds of its whistle, 
the vessel pursued doubling and twisting 
in every possible way. No difficulty what- 
ever was found in following the vessel 
under such circumstances. 

Spar buoys can be picked up from the 
echo of the boat's whistle. A vessel run- 
ning close to land would get the echo from 
her own whistle in case there were hills or 
tall houses. On dark nights the ripple of 
oars or the slightest noise of a torpedo boat 
would be accurately located by the 
eophone, so that it 1s as important froma 
military point of view as it is necessary in 
ordinary navigation. 

The eophone is probably one of the 
greatest inventions of the day, as it is 
destined to become as much a part of a 
ship’s euipment as the compass. 

The eophone ts the invention of Frank De 
ln Torre of Baltimore. He has spent a 
number of yearsin perfecting it, and has 
been aided in the development by the ad- 
vice and criticisms of some of the greatest 
physicists of Europo.

Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyle. 
Toric.—What faith can do for us.—Heb. x1, 
1-10; xii, 1, 2. 
What can faith do for us? This ques- 
tion might be answered in a single sen- 


tence. Faithcan do all things. To those 


that believe, Christ says nothing is im- 
possible. We have only to look at the 
history of the past and to study the lives 
of those who have believed in God and 
have lived in accordance with that be- 
lief to prove that this is true. The writ- 
er of the book of Hebrews has partially 
done this. In this magnificent array of 
Old Testament worthies who did 59 
much through faith he practically dem- 
onstrates the truthfulness of the omnip- 
otence of faith. 

1. Faith explains the unseen and the 
seen. ‘‘Faith is the substance of things 
hoped for, the evidence of things not 
seen.”? ‘Through faith we understand 
that the world was framed through the 
word of God.’’ Faith is the evidence of 
things unseen. There can be no other 
evidence. Things not seen are beyond 


the knowledge of our senses; if we can- 


not be certified of them by spiritual in- 
tentions, we cannot be certified of them 
at all. But there are many things about 
the seen also that we cannot understand 
or explain. We want to know the ori- 


| gin of the seen, the mystery « f its con- 


tinuance. Science is silent at these 
points, but where science ends faith be- 
gins and explains it all by telling us of 
God, the Creator and Preserver of the 
tuniverse. 


2. Faith removes the fear and the 


dread of death. ‘By faith Enoch was 
translated that heshonld not see death.”’ 
Without the knowledge and hope that 
faith gives us for the future, death 
would fill us with apprehension and 
dread. God took this from Enoch by 
translating him. When his enemies 
sought him to put him to death, they 
could not find him, for God had taken 
him away without tasting of death. We 
cannot expect to be translated, but if 
we believe in God and His word, and 
put our trust for the future in Him, all 
the horror and dread that su 
death are removed, and it practically 
amounts to the same thing.

Sickness of Ex-Governor George D, 
Robinson Terminates Fatally, 


End Was Peaceful and Ap- 
parently Painless. 


Many Years of His Life Devoted to Service In 
the Public’s Behalf 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Feb. 24.—Ex-Gov- 
ernor George D. Robinson's death, which 
was calm and peaceful, occurred at 4:28 


o'clock Saturday afternoon at his Chicopee ! 


home. Since early in the afternoon it was 
given out that Governor Robinson could 
not live more than a few hours, but he 
had rallied so many times when similar 
reports were bulletined that it was thought 
he might possibly live throughout the 
night. 

At 3:30 o'clock, however, it was seen 
that his case had become alarmingly 
worse. His breathing was scarcely notice- 
able, and the unfailing signs of approach- 
ing death had begun to show. He 
lingered glong for another hour, lacking 
two minutes, when life fled, death being 
without the slightest semblance of a 
struggle. Members of his family were 
with the patient when death came to ob- 
literate his sufferings. 

The funeral will be held Wednesday 
afternoon at 2 o’clock at the Third Con- 
gregational church in Chicopee, which 
has been tendered the family, as the Uni- 
tarlan church, of which the deceased was 
a member, is too small to accommodate 
those who will want to attend the serv- 
ices. Rev. Cary F. Abbott, pastor of the 
Unitarian church, and Rey. E. F. Hay- 
ward of Marlboro, formerly of Chicopee, 
will conduct the services at the church 
and those at the house at 1:30, which will 
be for the relatives only. The bearers 
will be selected from the ex-governor's 
associates of the bar and others with 
whom he was closely associated. The 
burial will be in Fairview cemetery, in 
Chicopee. 

The family have received telegrams of 
sympathy from Governor Greenhalge 
Lieutenant Governor Wolcott, the select-

GEORGE D. ROBINSON. 


George Dexter Robinson, son of Charles 
and Mary (Davis) Robinson, was born in 
Lexington, Middlesex county, Jan. 20, 
1834. 

He passed through the common district 
schools of Lexington; attended Lexington 
gcademy one year, and was one year in 
Hopkins classical school, Cambridge. 
Having fitted for college, he entered Har- 
vard, and was graduated therefrom in the 
class of 1856. While pursuing his college 
course, he taught district schools two win- 
ters in Lexington. 

Immediately after graduating he be- 
came principal of the high school at Chico- 
pee, and held the position until March, 
1865. He then studied law in Charles- 
town with his brother, Charles Robinson, 
and was admitted to the bar in March, 
1866. He immediately opened an office in 
Chicopee. 

He was first married in Lexington, Noy. 
24, 185¥, to Hannah E., daughter of Will- 
iam and Nancy (Pearce) Stevens, who 
died Sept. 5, lsé4. He was again married 
in Lexington, July 11, 1867, to Susan E., 
daughter of Joseph F. and Susan (Milli- 
ken) Simonds. By the first marriage he 
had one child, Walter Stevens Robinson, 
born March 22, 1861, and by the second, 
Annie Florence Robinson, born Oct. 4 
1860. 

He was a representative in the legisla- 
ture in 1874; senator in 1876, representa- 
tive in the Forty-fifth, Forty-sixth, Forty- 
seventh and Forty-eighth United States 
congresses. 

He was elected governor of the common 
wealth of Massachusetts in 1884, and re- 
elected in 1885 and '86. In 1887 Governor 
Robinson was tendered, by President 
Cleveland, an appointment on the inter- 
state commerce commission, but declined 
it. In 1889 he was appointed by President 
Harrison commissioner to the Cherokee 
and other Indian tribes, to receive titles to 
lands in the Indian Territory, but de- 
clined the office.

Mayor Quincy, who was next to the last 
speaker, capped the climax by saying that 
if Mr. Cleveland’s Venezuelan policy is to 
be an issue in the campaign, the logical 
candidate for the Democratic party is 
Richard Olney. If he should become a 
candidate, suid Mayor Quincy, he will 
have the united support of the Massachu- 
setts delegation to the Chicago convention. 

The unexpected and what appeared to 
be a spontaneous presentation of the name 
of Secretary of State Olney for the presi- 
dential nomination is predicted as signifi- 
cant by Democratic politicians and or- 
gans today. 

There iseditorial comment quite gener- 
ally that the state committee had settled 
upon a Massachusetts candidate to be pre- 
sented to the national Democratic conven- 
tion, and the name would uot be that of 
ex-Governor William E. Russell, whose 
friends had been quietly using his name 
with that object in view.

Roof Fell on Them. 

STAMFORD, Conn., Feb. 24.—By the 
collapse of the roof of an old building in 
Dublin, late Saturday night, one boy was 
killed, another fatally hurt and several 
others more or less injured. The building 
in which the accident occurred was on 
Meadow street, the land on one side of 
which the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford railroad has taken for extensive 
improvements. ‘The old houses which 
stoodon the land were given to the resi- 
dents of Dublin for firewood. Saturday 
night 12 boys went upon the second floor 
of one of the houses, and began cutting 
out the studding posts. They carelessly 
cut the lower parts of rafters which sup- 
ported the roof, and almost without warn- 
ing the roof gave way, crashing down on 
them. Patrick Kilkelly, aged 5, was al- 
most instantly killed. His brother was 
also crushed in the wreckage, 1nd Was not 
taken out until some time after.

MIDDLETOWN, Conn., Feb. 24.—There 1s 
every reason to believe that steps will be 
taken by the faculty of Wesleyan univer- 
sity toward ascertaining the names of the 
ringleaders of the fight between the 
sophomores and freshmen classes on Fri- 
day night.

Will Probably Monopolize the Atten- 
tion of the Senate This Week, 


House Hurrying Appropria- 
tions Bills Along. 


Sine Die Adjournment Likely to Be Reached 
by Middle of May. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—The probabilities 
are that the Cuban question and the tariff 
bill, as affected by the silver substitute, 
will divide the greater part of the time of 
the senate during the present week. 

There will be an effort today by Sen- 
ator Dubois, chairman of the commit- 
tee on public lands, to secure unanimous 
consent to lay the Cuban resolution aside 
to permit the consideration of the bill ex- 
tending the limitation of the time in 
which suits may be brought to secure the 
restoration of certain granted lands to 
the government. 

The present limitation expires in March, 
and the president has, by a special mes- 
sage to congress, asked for immediate 
action. This bill is one which will excite 
some debate, but it is probable that an 
amicable arrangement will be made for 
its consideration some time during the 
week. 

Senator Morgan will continue the speech 
on the Cuban question whenever that 
subject is again taken up. He probably 
will consume the greater part of another 
day in expounding his views, and will be 
followed by other senators, including sey- 
eral of the members of the committee on 
foreign relations, among them being Sena- 
tors Sherman, Gray and Turple. There 
also will be speeches on Cuba by several 
senators not members of the committee. 

Senator White will make an address 
during the week on the legal aspect of the 
Cuban resolution, criticising its form and 
contending that there can be no recogni- 
tion of belllverency except by executive 
action. It is the purpose of the advocates 
of Cuban recognition to keep the question 
as well to the front as they can until thy 
can be all disposed of, though they are not 
hopeful of securing a vote this week. 

Senator Carter will make his speech on 
Wednesday on the tariff-silver bill, and is 
expected to explain his reasons, as well as 
those of his Republican colleagues, in vot- 
ing against the consideration of the bill 
10 days ago upon Senator Morrill’s mo- 
tion. He will in all likelihood be followed 
by other senators who acted with him, 
and a very animated debate may result. 

It is probable that the army and agri- 
cultural appropriations bills may be re- 
ported from committee during the week. 

House Forecast. 

The house is pushing ahead the appro- 
priation bills with all possible speed, with 
& view to an early final adjournment. 

Already 5 of the 13 general appropria- 
tion bills have been sent to the senate— 
the army, military academy, urgent de- 
ficiency, diplomatic and consularand agri- 
cultural. The District of Columbia has in 
it several disputed items, but will, It is 
believed, cause little trouble when it is 
again brought into the house. The In- 
dian bill is now under consideration, and 
the legislative, executive and judicial— 
the next {mn order—is on the calendar. The 
naval and postoffice bills will be brought 
in this week. 

When these are disposed of, but three 
will remain—the sundry civil, general de- 
ficiency ana fortifications. The house 
leaders are still hopeful that some way 
can be found to secure action on the tariff 
bill in the senate, but beyond that there 
appears to be little chance for general leg- 
islation, excevt perhaps a bankruptcy aud 
possibly a Pacific railroad bill. Conse- 
quently, the: are hurrying along the ap- 
propriations bills and shaping things for 
an early adjournment. Mr. Cannon, 
chairman of the appropriations commit- 
tee, stated yesterday that sine die adjourn- 
ment should be reached by the middle of 
May. 


Bolters Refused to Trade. 

FRANKFORT, Ky., Feb. 24.—Dr. W. G. 
Hunter, Republican nominee for United 
States senator, has withdrawn from the 
contest. He made a proposition to the 
four Republican legislators who have re- 
fused to support him, that if they would 
give him unqualified support for one 
week, he would agree to the substitution 
ofanew candidate in case he should not 
wininthat time. This, however, was de- 
clined by Senator Rummaus, who repre- 
sents the bolters. 


No National Encampment. 
CINCINNATI, Feb. 24.—The executive as- 
sembly of the grand council of the 
Knights of Pythias have resolved to 
abandon the grand encampment this 
year, and to hold the biennial convention 
of the supreme lodge in Cleveland, Aug. 
25. This action was taken because, as al- 
leged, the railroads refused to give the 

Pythians a one cent a mile rate. 


Embezzlement of $30,000. 

Concorp, N. H., Feb. 24.—The exam- 
ination of the books of Tax Collector 
Foster, conducted by Auditor Lyford, is 
progressing slowly. Further irregularities 
are already apparent, and it is not im- 
probable that the embezzlement will ag- 
gregate upward of $30,000. 


Banker Ladenburg Missing. 

New York, Feb. 24.—Steamer Niagara, 
from Cuba, via Nassau, reports that one 
of her passengers, A. Ladenburg, aged 37, 
was missed from the ship on the morning 
of the 20th, and no trace of him could be 
found. It wassurmised that he fell over- 
board during the night. 


A'cohol’s Victim. 

New York, Feb. 24.—John A. Waldron, 
43 years old, known in dramatic circles as 
actor Paul Allen, died yesterday in the 
alcoholic ward of Bellevue hospital. The 
body will be looked after by the actors’ 
fund.

In fact the 


Braintree Great Pond. 


The chairman of the three water boards, 
Messrs. Williard F. Gleason of Holbrook, 
Charles A. Wales of Randolph and James 
T. Stevens of Braintree, met in Holbrook, 
Tuesday night, and determined upon a 
plan whereby Braintree can receive her 
share of water from the Great Pond, and 
thereby increase her diminishing water 
supply, which is now taken from Little 
Pond in that town. 

The Randolph and Holbrook pumping 
station is on the bank of Great Pond. 
Every gallon of water pumped is duly 
registered, so that the amount of water 
taken is always known. The elegant 
machines pump sixty-two gallons at every 
stroke, and have never failed in their 
work. 

As we understand the plan, there will be 
two pipes—one with meter attached in a 
house, to which access can be gained by 
the commissioners of either of the three 
towns, as Great Pond is now joint property ; 
the other will be what is called a ‘* blind” 
pipe, through which water will run with- 
out let or hindrance, especially if water is 
going over the dam to waste. Should water 
become low or scarce, then the “‘ blind” 
is shut off and meter used so that division 
may be equal in time of need. 

We are glad that Braintree will come 
to Great Pond for water, because she has 
paid her joint part, $20,000 out of $60,- 
000, and should have it. In fact, Brain- 
tree should have been in at the start seven 
years ago. 

Some towns may boast of their water 
supply and endeavor to look down upon the 
smailer ones, who hold their noise aud ‘‘saw 
wood.” After all a time comes when they 
do speak, they are beard and their influence 
is felt, because they have something to say. 

Randolph, Holbrook and Braintree have 
never given much time to boasting about 
their water supply at the Great Pond. 
They were well satisfied to let the water 
speak for itself, as it has dome. We 
know that it is good water,—coming from 
a pond that is fed by thousands of springs 
and covering more than 150 acres,—and 
that is good enough with some to spare. 
We are aatisfied in saying that our water 
supply is ample and equal to anything ip 
this section.—Randoiph Register.

Keeping Bears Out of Cornflelds, 

In the district of Rachinsk, in the 
Transvaucasus, bears are regarded as 
the worst enemies of the maizefields, 
and when the season for the maize cobs 
to ripen comes round the population 
take all possible steps to protect the 
fruits of their toil. In the evening the 
peasant, armed with a gun, a kinjal, a 
stout oaken cudgel or whatever other 
freapon he can secure, takes all the dogs 
he possesses with him and goes off to 
the field, where he sleeplessly guards 
his maize during the whole night, some- 
times at the risk of his life. He passes 
the night in firing off his gun and con- 
tinual shouting, whiX during the day 
he is forced to work tothe utmost of 
his powers, secing that it is just at this 
period—i. e., when the maize is ripen- 
ing—that he has to thrash his wheat, 
gather in his crop of beans, repair his 
winnower and make ready the places 
for storing his maize. If a bear gets in- 
to a maizefield in which he does not ex- 
pect to be disturbed during the whole 
night, he first sets to work and gorges 
himself; then, feeling heavy, he begins 
to roll and sprawl on his back. Having 
Eprawled about a bit, the bear begins to 
feel playful, and it is then that the 
maize stalks suffer most severely. Tuck- 
ing his legs under him, he rolls head 
over heels from one end of the field to 
the other, and in his course he patural- 
ly breaks and rolls down everything in 
his way, rendering the whole crop use- 
less. —London Times.

HUNGER AND SICKNESS 


| Threaten to Depopulate the Greater 
Portion of Unhappy Armenia, 

Commissioners Gave Cold 
Comfort to Christians. 


Forcible Methods Employed to Have Them 
Enrolled as Moslems, 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 24.—The consuls 
of the powers who negotiated the peace at 
Zeitoun report the most terrible distress 
and sickness. There are 80,000 refugees in 
the town, and an almost entire absence of 
beds and clothing. Many are dying of 
cold and starvation. The ambassadors 
here have opened funds for their relief. A 
correspondent in the interior writes: 

The destitution of the Armenians beg- 
gars description. Men who were wealthy 
in October were begging for bread in No- 
vember. Villages were pillaged of every 
scrap of food and clothing. When the 
plunderers could find nothing more to 
carry off, the villagers returned and sifted 
the dust to gather a few kernels of wheat 
or barley. Doors and windows were car- 
ried off. In many cases the timbers of the 
houses were pulled out and carried off. 

And all this was done at atime when 
winter was so close at hand as to make it 
reasonably sure that cold and hunger 
would destroy those whom the sword had 
spared, Wherever you go you meet 
wan, pinched faces, and people clad in 
scanty garments. And you know that 
multitudes spend the long, cold nights 
huddled together, with nothing to lie 
down upon and nothing to cover them. 

Itis estimated that there are between 
80,000 and 100,000 peuple in extreme desti- 
tution. The government has given alittle 
aid occasionally. In many cases the al- 
lowance is one-sixth as much as is given 
to a Turkish gen d’armes or soldier. A 
large share of the government’s appropri- 
ations forthe relief of the destitute gues 
into the the pockets of officials. 

Moreover, the Turks are hostile to relief 


Christian in Palu dares to receive or dis- 
tribute relief funds. I happen to know 
that the Armenian missionaries tried to 
send money into Palu, and it was returned 
to them because no one in Palu dared to 
receive and distribute it. The same is 
true of the town of Chooncoush. 

It should be said that there are some ex- 
ceptions to the hostility of the Turks to 
relief work. Kauof Pasha, the governor 
general of Erzroom, has ab! econded 
the efforts of the relief commission there. 
In the town of Peri the local governor sent 
a gens d’armes with the committee on the 
rounds dis puting relief. These men de- 
serve the greatest praise because they act 
against the strong tide of Moslem senti- 
ment. 


A One-Sided Commission. 


It will be remembered that the sublime 
porte, soon after the massacres in this 
country, sent out commissioners to inves- 
tigate into the recent disturbances and 
take measures for quieting the country. 
One group of commissioners went to Erz- 
room, and the other entered the country 
at Sassoon and came to Sivas. This com- 
mission from the interior did its work 
very rapidly, spending only a few days in 
each of the principal cities on their route. 

The day after their arrival they sum- 
moned before them a number of leading 
men—Moslems and Christians. ‘These 
were admitted to the presence 6f the com- 
missioners separately—first the Moslems, 
afterward the Christians. Report says 
that the commissioners said to the Mos- 
lems: ‘‘We did not expect so much of 
you, but now you have done it, never 
mind. Henceforth you” must keep the 
peace.” 

When the Christians were admitted, the 
commissioners received them standing, 
and at once began to read an address re- 
citing the benefits the Christians had re- 
ceived during the reign of the beneficent 
Sultan Abdul Hamid Khan and the per- 
fidious conduct of the Armenians who 
had started newspapers and sent men to 
Washington and Chicago to agitate and 
stirupthe nations against their govern- 
ment. In conclusion, the address adds: 
“Hereafter, if either Turks or Armenians 
stir up trouble there will be no more im- 
prisonments, but the death penalty will 
be visited upon such offenders.” 

After the reading of the address, Ab- 
dul Pasha began to address the Chris- 
tians in a much more violent strain. He 
said if the Armeniaas should again begin 
to agitate, not even the name of Armenian 
would be allowed to remain; they would 
all be blotted out. Drawing himself up 
to his full height, and stretching out his 
arm like a sword, he said: ‘‘What we 
have gained, we gained with blood; and 
when we give up this morsel, we will give 
it up with blood! blood! blood!” 

So far as I can learn in the Harpoot 
villayet the commissioners spent all their 
time in Mezreh and did not even visit the 
city of Harpoot, which was plundered and 
burned, although it is only two miles

Another fact of interest is the sending 
out of officials to enroll in the government 
lists the names of Christians who have be- 
come Moslems. Multitudes have been 
forcibly converted to Islam. I do not 
mean simply that they have been obliged 
to choose between becoming Moslems and 
perishing by the sword, but that they have 
been bound or held while the rite of cir- 
cumcision was performed without their 
consent, 

I know of one case in which an aged 
priest was tied to his own door and cir- 
cumcised, while in another village Chris- 
tians begged to be killed, and their Turk- 
ish neighbors said to them: “No, we 
want you to till the fields. We will make 
you Moslems,” and they cireumcised the 
Christians of the place by force. 

The government has sai2 that these con- 
versions were wor. nothing, and no one 
would be freed to change his religion, 
but now government officials write these 
new converts, while the Turks drive them 
to say they are Moslems. In the village 
of Sheikhaj the official said to the Chris- 
tians: “I write your names on a separate 
list to satisfy the Turks, there is no force 
about it.’ But one acquainted with 
Turkish ways may expect to find these 
Christians soon enrolled as Moslem citi- 
gens. 

The carrying off of Christian girls and 
women, too, still continues. In the city 
of Palu, Turks carry off girls, keep them 
for a few days and return them dishonored. 
The same is done in many other places. 
In one of the Arabkir villages eight girls 
of the place are imprisoned in Turkish 
harems. Their friends hear their eries, 
but can do nothing to help them.

Education As Viewed From 
English Woman's Standpoint. 


Written for the Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation of Quincy. 


By Mrs. Blanche P. Bagley of 
Wollaston—Delivered Feb. 13, 1896. 


{Concluded from Feb. 21.]} 

No, class distinction is still prevalent in 
England, to an almost incomprehensible 
extent, I will give an illustration of this 
which came under my own notice, which 
also shows that the child naturally is not 
to blame. Some few years ago in England 
I was walking with a little boy 8 or 9 years 
old, the son of wealthy parents, when I 
noticed that, meeting other boys of his 
own age, he doffed his cap in regponse to the 
same salute from them, with one exception; 
one little fellow’s graceful salute being met 
with a cool and stiff nod on the part of my 
lite friend. Lasked him the reason and 
was asked in return whether I thought it 
right to expect that a boy in his position 
would be likely to take off his cap to the 
son of a ‘common sailor.’’ with a world of 
contempt in the last two words. I told 
him that I thought it extremely wrong 
that he, a gentleman’s son, should make 
any such contemptible distinction, and 
that it might be well for him to come cver 
to America for a year or two to learn the 
Circumstances were such that a 
year or so later he did come, and attended

the public schools in a town in Pennsy)- 
vania, at which I was in college. At the 
end of the second year of his visit he had 
grown so democratic, that he the little ultra 
exclusive, who formerly in England would 
not return the salute of a sailor’s son, was 
found one day, silting on a fence, smoking 
a cigar, turn abont, with a little negro boy 
whose mother did our washing. Iam sorry 
to say, I saw him Jast summer in England 
with all bis democracy wasbed off. 

Thus, the board schoo!s in England are 
little more than the place of instruction for 
the poorest and lowest classes of the Eng 
lish people, and very few self respecting 
fathers and mothers with any pretensions 
to gentility, will send their children to 
unless driven to do so by urgent 
} necessity. 

I could not thoroughly uuderstand the 
reason for this, until last summer, while 
neighborhood of London. 
In fact I had repeatedly urged upon a friend 
whose means were not abundant and who 
bad a large family of boys, to let them have 
the bevefi. of the free education. She 
answered all my arguments however, by 
saying, that althcugh she and her husband 
were both well educated people, she would 
prefer to have her children grow up in

visiting in the 


utter ignorance of books, than let them 
associate with the class of children. they 
would meet with in the boaid schools, 

I was silenced, but not convinced unti! 
passing one of these schools a few days 
later, in a poor district, just as it was let 
out. I had to admit that her reasons 
were valid, for, I have simply never had 
such an experience before orsince, It was 
such a pu'ting, 
and shouting, and scrambling, and push- 
ing as cannot well be imagined. I was 
pushed from one side to other and the child 
I was leading knocked over, without the 
faintest attempt at an apology, unless 
** Why can’t ye get out of the way’’ was 
intended for one, until at last I caught the 
child up in my arms, and made my escape 
as fast as I was able from the neighborhood 
of the school gates, wonderiug what the 
teachers could be like, of such uncivilized 
little beings, 

To satisfy my curiosity I entered one of 
these schools, shortly after, while it was in 
session, and came to the conclusion that 
even if the knowledge imparted there, was 
equal to that given in American schools, 
that that school, at least, (and it was a 
representative one) was in every Wiy 
inferior to our Wollaston one, 

Bare avd rough looking and pretty 
closely surrounded by other buildings, with 
very little in the roomsin the way of pic- 
ture or ornament, unless a map, here and 
there could be called such, the teachers 
apparently of an inferior class of society to 
those to whom we are in the habit of con- 
fiding our children, and without that grace 
and dignity of manner and deportment to 
which we are so accustomed in our 
teachers. Very little could possibly have 
been gained by the scholars but the 
barest and baldest book learning. 

I went from room to room accompanied 
by an important looking but somewhat 
untidy prine'pal, and was greeted almost 
invariably by stiffaess on the part of the 
teachers, and by either a bold effrontery, 
or a shame-faced bashfulness, from the 
children, giggling being distinctly audible 
throughout cur entire (our of the rooms, 

The conclusion I left England with, 
after visiting this and two other schools of 
the kind in the neighborhood of London, 
was, that although the methods of the 
English board schools, were perhaps the 
best the conditions of society there would 
admit of, the American public school 
system, a unit in itself, and embracing all 
classes of society, is incomparably better 
indeed for any other 
country in which it could be applied.

method as we have, is of course as I have 
hinted, the caste system, as in other re- 
spects where class distinctions, do not in- 
fringe, we fiad England shoulder to 
shoulder with us in all progress and re- 
form, 

This being so is it not strange that there 
should exist, as there do today. Awmeri-| 
cans so infected with Anglo mania, that 
they seem williug to try and propagate the 
borrors of such a system as this class 
distinction, in their own country. 

Would they not do not do better to use 
all powerful force of intellect, and all their | 
phenominal ingenuity of device in en- 
deavoring to exterminate this, and like 
evils, at least when they see signs of their 
fatal growth in their own beautiful, free, 
home land.

OLNEY'S CANDIDACY | 
—- | 

Appears to Be Favorably Received In Demo- | 
cratic Ranks. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3. — The formal 
launching of the Olney boom by Mayor 
Quincy at Boston Saturday evening is re- 
garded as deeply significant here, and is 
the leading topic in political circles. The 
strongest silver men of the party say that 
they prefer Olney to any other eastern 
gold man; that he has never on the 
stump or otherwise antagonized violently 
the free silver people; that he has left no 
wounds by his advocacy of eastern stand- 
ards, and has done nothing detrimental to 
party unity. 

Tariff extremists say they prefer to have 
the presidential contest waged on rev- 
enue lines, and as such would prefer a 
name more strictly identifled with the low 
tariff idea, like Morrison or Wilson, al- 
though they acknowledge timt Olney’s de- 
votion to the Cleveland tariff program is 
no less steadfast than to sound money or 
aconservative and strong foreign policy. 

Massachusetts people are somewhat sur- 
prised at the passing over of ex-Goyernor 
Russell by Mayor Quincy, but they gener- 
ally express the idea that Olney is a man 
of presidential size. 

Headed Off. 

New York, Feb. 25.—Steamer Bermuda, 
flying the British flag, was boarded and 
seized by revenue officers off Liberty 
island late last night. ‘The Bermuda has 
been under the watch of Spanish spies for 
some time. They had reason to believe 
she had been bought by Cuban revyolu- 
tionists and has been fitted out as a fili- 
buster. At1l o’clock p. m., just aftera 
large party of Cubans had gone aboard, 
the revenue cutter Hudson steamed along- 
side, and a boarding party arrested all on 
the Bermuda. After gathering all the 
prisoners on deck—60 in number—they 
were transferred to the Hudson and 
divided into small groups under guard 
A few of the regularly shipped crew were 
left on board with some marshals to take 
care of the steamer. Four bags of gold 
were seized by the marshals, and a quan- 
tity of ammunition. 


A Newspaper’s Obsequies. 
MITCHELL, S. D., Feb. 25.—The entire | 
outfit of the Mitchell Mail—presses, type 
and other fixtures—was yesterday taken 
into the street and publicly burned by an 
orderly and well-behaved body of business 
men. The editor of the paper, Robert 
McBride, has fora long time been attack- 
ing various public institutions and prom- 
{nent people. Much indignation was 
aroused, and citizens offered to buy out 
McBride's plaut if he would go elsewhere 
He agreed, but later withdrew from the 
bargain. The citizens thereupon ap- 
pointed one of their number to act as 
agent for McBride, pald the money agreed

tionary clubs last night celebrated their

Another Outbreak In Nicaraqua. 

Manacua, Feb. 23.—News has been re- 
selved here of the outbreak of a revolt, 
and the whole of the district north of 
Lake Managua, comprising the depart- 
ments of the west and of the north, both 
of them numerously populated, are in full 
revolution, and are armed against Presi- 
dent Zelaya. The president has lost no 
time in proclaiming martial law, and is 
recruiting the army rapidly, having 
already impressed many men. The revo- 
lutionists are a faction of the political 
party now in power in Nicaragua, and the 
opposition party seems quiet at present, 
with no purpose of joining the revolution, 


America’s Gain. 

8T. Louis, Feb. 25.—V. C. Kaponsteers 
of Moscow, who is interested in cotton 
millingin the czar’s realms, is here, ne- 
gotiating with cotton dealers for the pur- 
chase of raw material. “We have been 
buying Egyptian cotton, but the prices 
have increased so much that it led us to 
speculate in this country,” said he. “I 
have just completed atour of the cotton 
states, and am greatly please d with the re- 
sult. I find the quality much better than 
I expected, and prices are satisfactory. 
There is disposition among Russian cap- 
italists to ship the raw materia! and erect 
their own cotton compresses.”

Atthe age of 6 months, her father 
was killed, and later on her mother, by 
marriage beneath her rank, was disin- 
herited.

Mrs. Ernest Hart, a specialist on diet, 
writes: ‘‘One deplorable result of excess- 
ive meat eating in England isthe 111 
temper which is a chronic moral com- 
plaint among us. In no country, I be- 
lieve, is home rendered so unhappy and 
life made so miserable by the ill tem- 
per of those who are obliged to live to- 
gether asin England. ff we compare 
domestic life and manners in England 
with those of other countries where 
meat does not form such an integral ar- 
ticle of diet, a notable improvement | 
will be remarked. In less meat eating | 
France, urbanity is the rule of the home; | 
in fish and rice eating Japan, harsh | 
words are unknown, and an exquisite | 
politeness to one another prevails even 
among the children who play together | 
in the streets. In Japan I never heard | 
rade, angry words spoken by any but | 
Englishmen. I am strongly of the opin- 
ion that the ill temper of the English is | 
caused, in a great measure, by a too | 
abundant meat dietary combined with 
a sedentary life. The half oxidized prod- 
ucts of albumen form urates and uric 
acid, which, circulating in the blood, 
produce both mental and moral disturb- 
ances.’’—London Globe.

Origin of Two Tavern Terms, 

The term ‘‘entire,’’ sooften seen over 
inns and taverns (and not always under- 
stood by the passersby), is said to have 
first been used abont 1722. Prior to that 
date the malt liquors in general use 
were ale, beer and ‘‘twopenny.’’ It was 
usual for tavern customers to call for a 
pint or tankard of half and half—that 
is, balf ale and half beer, half ale and 
half twopenny, or half beer and half 
twopenny. In course of time it became 
customary to call for a tankard of 
‘three threads,’’ meaning athird of ale, 
beer and twopenny. To save publicans 
the trouble and waste of turning three 
taps for one pint of liquor a brewer 
named Harwood conceived the idea of 
making a bevgrage which should unite 
the flavors of all three drinks. He call- 
ed his production ‘‘entire,’’ or ‘‘entire 
butt beer.’’ As it was considered suit- 
able for porters and other working peo- 
ple it is said to have obtained the fur- 
ther name of ‘‘porter.’’—London News. 


Wound Steam Pipes. 

The plan of winding steam pipes over 
eight inches in diameter with three-six- 
teenths inch copper wire, thus nearly 
doubling the bursting pressure, is pro- 
nounced by competent judges to be an 
important change in engineering prac- 
tice. Further, that the thickness of 
sheet copper forming the pipe may be 
reduced to the minimum, and at the 
same time insuring the full advantage 
of wire winding, an improved system of 
manufacturing steam pipes has been de- 
vised, described as consisting in simply 
using copper of the thinnest possible 
gauge to form the interior or core of the 
pipe, while the body proper is com- 
posed of steel wire wound closely 
around the core, the interstices being 
filled in solid with copper by electroj 
deposition. Increased strength comes 
from wire winding.—New York Sun. 

Signatures of Two Presidents. 

Charles Moore, a clerk in the Adams 
express office, possesses a parchment 
deed issued at the Zanesville (O.) land 
office on June 20, 1811, to Thomas 
Honeboard, granting him the northeast 
quarter section of lot 12 of township 18 
in range 15 of the lands directed to be 
sold at Zanesville by the act of congress 
entitled ‘‘An act providing for the sale 
of United States lands in the territory 
northwest of the Ohio and above the 
nouth of the Kentucky river.’’ To the 
deed are attached the signatures of 
President James Madison and Secretary 
of State James Monroe, and on the op- 
posite lower corner is affixed the official | 
seal of the government.—Cincinnati 
Enquirer,

The Reasons Given For Removing Bal- 
lington Booth and Wife. 


Signs of Rebellion In the 
American Ranks. 


Arbitrary Action From Abroad Not Likely to 
Be Tolerated. 


New York, Feb. 25.—Bramwell Booth, 
on Feb. 15, mailed a long letter to Chaun- 
cey M. Depew, in reply to Mr. Depew's 
letter of protest, as chairman of a mass 
meeting held in New York, against the 
removal of Commander and Mrs. Balling- 
ton Booth. The letter says: 

*T have to acknowledge the receipt of 
the letter of Feb. 8, signed by yourself and 
other gentlemen, and addressed to General 
Booth. Inasmuch asa considerable delay 
must needs occur before the general can 
reply by letter to yours, gwing to his ab- 
sence in the East, and seeing that I have 
already obtained from the general—to 
whom I have cabled an epitome of the 
resolutions which are embodied in yours— 
telegraphic instractions as to his views on 
the matter generally, I shall endeavor at 
once to explain them on his behalf so far 
as lam able. 

“T will confine myself to indicating to 
you the general principles that are at the 
base of the general’s decision to change 
the comnginding officers of the army in 
the United States. I desire, first of all, to 
point out that this change is in entire 
harmony with the system and practice of 
the army since its inauguration. Indeed, 
but for the operation of this rule of peri- 
odical removal from one command to an- 
other, Commander and Mrs. Ballington 
Booth would not have been appointed to 
the United States at all. I dwell upon 
this fact because I see evidence, both in 
your memorial before me and in the com- 
ments of a section of the American press, 
ofa supposition that in some way our 
treatment of the present case is excep- 
tional. 

“I think you will admit that the large 
measure of success which has been at- 
tained by the army is in itself proof that 
the antici s of disaster—very similar 
in character hose you seem toentertain 
—which have nearly always found ex- 
pression when our successful commission- 
ing, have been groundless. 
These removals have always been made; 
they have always en deprecated, and 
often vigor posed; but I think you 
will acknowledge that the mere existence 
of the army in greater strength 
ian ever is a striking proof that they

“And the general feels himself all the 
more bound to this principle, and to its 
equal application, in a case where mem- 
bers of his own family are involved. It 
would be gravely and immediately de- 
structive of confidence in the whole ad- 
ministration of the army if it could ap- 
pear as though to be his son privileged, 
and, on that account, to obtain for him- 
self a more agreeable position or a greater 
popularity than others no less devoted 
and experienced could attain. Expe- 
diency, as well as the universal sense of 
justice, demands that it should be made 
impossible to doubt the impartiality of the 
general in those great appointments. 

“But there istne respect, especially, in 
which I venture to think your memorials 
reveal a danger which General Booth can- 
not but regard with sincere regret. He 
would be the last to dispense with the 
services of any of his children to the Army 
and to the kingdom of Christ, and he has 
always rejoiced in every evidence Com- 
mander and Mrs. Ballington Booth have 
shown to their appreciation of America 
and Americans. 

“But after all they are only Americans 
by adoption, and the general, during his 
recent months of travel in your country, 
had abundant opportunity of seeing what 
has been accomplished among your 
people by the self-sacrifice and toil of offi- 
cers of the army, many of them American 
born, and others of them laboring in the 
country for years before the present lead- 
ers Were appointed. 

“It would, I am confident, be exceed- 
ingly distasteful to him to find an effort 
for the exaltation of his son and daughter 
based on any want of appreciation and 
esteem for the devoted and unselfish men 
and women who have served under them, 
and whose toil, they would be the first to 
admit, has so largely ministered to their 
success. 

“We all are intensely awake to the im- 
portance to the whole world of the success 
of the army in America. We always look 
forward with confidence to the time when 
your great country shall furnish no small 
quota of both men and women for the 
vaster conquests that still await our Lord 
and Master in the Eastern world.

Many of the cutters are strongly opposed 
to a strike although they have the promise 
of support from other unions.

Transvaal Raider Cheered In Court 
by London Hero-Worshippers. 


Magistrate Made Vain Ap- 
peals For Propriety. 


Jameson’s Crime Considered Serious Enough 
to Provoke War. 


LonpoN, Feb. 26.—Dr. Jameson and his 
officers were taken off the steamer Victoria 
yesterday by the police. A large crowd 
had gathered at Waterloo pier, and when 
Dr. Jameson appeared he was loudly 
cheered. Omnibuses conveyed the party 
tothe Bow-street police court, the cheer- 
ing crowd running alongside the vehicl 

It was probably not without design th ub 
the appearance of Dr. Jameson for ar- 
raignment in the police court was delayed. 
There was a disposition to hilarity mani- 
fest in the locality from an early hour, 
and it was evident that there was a set 
purpose to give “Dr. Jim” an ovation, 

The British authorities desire, as far as 
possible, to give no appearance of en- 
couraging sach a demonstration of ap- 
proval toa citizen who had been handed 


over to them by a power against which h 
sought to wage war. 
But the British government is well 


aware that, though Dr. Jameson is 
brought to Engiand for trial as acriminal, 
he isin the popular eyes a hero, and his 
raid into the Transvaal, far from being 
viewed as apiratical enterprise, is looked 
upon as a chivalrous and knig ht y ad 
venture to succor hard-pressed friends aud 
fellow countrymen. 

It was for this reason that the crowds 
about the Bow-street police court wer 
kept waiting, and everything done to 
make a mystery of the movements of Dr. 
Jameson. It was hoped the ardor of 
admirers would be cooled by the lor a 
wait, and that the noisy mob wailing to 
cheer him would grow weary and ck 

But all this strategy was without avail 
The people insisted upon waiting. 
grew impatient and somewhat irrit: 
to be sure, and many rumors circu 
among them that they had been du 
into coming to Bow street, while 
tinguished prisoner h: mY been J 
sinuggied into another court and there ar- 
raigned and quietly bailed. Is did not 
take long, however, to prove the falsity 
these rumors, and the crowd renewed its 
vigil with reawakened zeal. 

At 3:55 p. m. the faith of the crowd ’ 
they had not been waiting in vain was 
quickened by the arrival at Bovw-str 
police court of a party of aristocr 
friends of Dr. Jameson. Many of tl 
were shown to prominent places in 
courtroom, which was thus made to pre- 
sent an animated scene during the period 
of the still further wait. 

As a matter of fact, if was quite late in 
the day before Dr. Jameson was landed at 
all. He was brought on a tug to Frith 
on-the-Thames, and was then conduc ted 
by a further roundabout and obscure 
route to Bow-street police court. As a 
consequence, it was almost 6:30 o’cloc 
the evening when he was finally 
up to the entrance of the 
brought in. The authorities 
ceeded in evading any very noisy demon 
stration on the part of the waiting 
crowds outside, as they were scarcely 
aware that the prisoner was among them 
before he had disappeared into the court 
room. 

But his entrance tothe courtroom was 
the signal for a remarkable scene. Evi 
dently everyone in the courtroom was of

one mind in sympathizing with him. All 
were his friends and all rose, giving him 
hearty cheers. It was in vain that the 
court officers sought to quell the demo: 
stration. The effort to do so seemed 
Little More Than Cursory. 
The charge lodged against Dr. Jamesor 


| and 14 of his fellow-prisoners was then de- 
clared to be “warring against a friendly 
state.” 

After the charge had been read, Henry 
Matthews, Q. C., who was home secretary 
inthe former Salisbury government, an- 


nounced that in view of the importance 
of the case that the law officers of tl 
crown would conduct the prosecution 


Formal evidence was then presented as to 
the circumstances of the arrest. 

The lawyers who were in court on be- 
half of the accused men asked that their 
personal recognizances be accepted for bail. 

Sir John Bridge, the chief magi 
of the Bow-street police court, said 
before deciding on the bail, he felt th: 
ought to observe that, in his opinion, a 
graver offense could not be charge 
against men than that charged agai 
the prisoners. It was a crime of the ! 
est possible gravity, the magistrate con- 
tinued, and it must be so treated by every- 


one, when they consider that the commis- 
sion of such an offense might create a war 
between countries pre wigcnle friendly 


The circumstances of the present case, he 
added, were most peculiar. He felt satis- 
fled that the prisoners would appear when 
wanted. He, therefore, accepted their per- 
sonal recognizances and fixed their bail at 
£2000 bonds each. 

Sir John Bridge then addressed the 
prisoners personally in a grave and serious 
vein. He begged them for their own 
sakes and for the sake of the good faith 
of the country to refrain from appearing 
where public excitement would be aroused 
by their presence, or in any way lending 
themselves to the disturbance of the peace. 

Notwithstanding the seriousness of Sir 
John’s tones, and the tenor of his re- 
marks deprecating any public demonstra 
tion over the prisoners, the withdrawal of 
the defendants from the courtroom was 
accompanied by a renewed outbreak of 
cheering. The court officers set about re- 
storing quiet, and by vigorous remon- 
strances finally succeeded ia quelling the 
disturbance. 

When the courtroom had become quiet 
again, Sir John Bridge said: ‘That sort 
of thing might bring the name of England 
into contempt.”

SECOND -TRIAL ENDED, 


Miss Bartlett Loses Her Suit Against 
Bigelow Executors, 


Breach of Contract Was the 
Claim Presented. 


Review of a Novel Case Which Has Altracted 
Much Attention. 


Boston, Feb. 27.—In the famous Burt- 
lett-Bigelow case the jury yesterday re- 


turned a verdict against the plaintiff, 
Miss Mary O. Bartlett, who has tried 


| twice to recover from the executors of the 
will of Dr. Henry J. Bigelow $159,000 
which she says was promised her by Dr. 
Bigelow in the event of his dying before 
they were married, together with interest 
on that sum since 1890, when Dr. Bigelow 
died. 

Judge Dunbar stated to the jury that 
but one of two verdicts could be re ndere d. 
Hither the plaintiff must be awarded $150, 
000 with interest from 1890, or the ve dict 
must be for the defense. vo bring in a 
verdict for the plaintiff it must be proved 
that there was an arrangement of mar- 
riage; that Dr. 
$150,000 if she consented to let the engage- 
ment remain; that she agreed to read to 
hitn, write to him, and that she had car- 
ried out her part of the agreement. 


DR. BIGELOW. 


MISS BARTLETT. 


Dr. Bigelow, who was perhaps the most 
| noted physician that New England ever 
knew, has generally had the credit of an- 
nouncing to the world the discovery of 
| anesthesia, an event which is com- 
memorated by the well-known monument 
in the Public Garden. In his will he 
made no mention of Miss Bartlett. 

The doctor died in October, 1890, leaying 
as executors Dr. W. Sturgis Bigelow, his 
son, and Treasurer Edward W. Hooper of 
Harvard university. Against these two 
gentlemen Miss Bartlett brought her suit 
The first trial was held at Cambridge in 
October, 1894, before Chief Justice Albert 
Mason, Hon. Samuel Hoar appearing for 
the estate, and Harvey D. Hadlock for 
Miss Bartlett. The jury at that time dis- 
agreed, its first vote being seven to five in 
favor of Miss Bartlett. The vote was ai- 
terward changed to nine to three in her 
favor. 

Miss Bartlett is now 52 years old, and 
lives with her mother and brother in 
Malden. She has maintained that her re- 
lations with Dr. Bigelow began with an 
acquaintance made upon a railroad train 
when she was a student at a normal 
school. The suit was not for breach of 
promise, but for a breach of contract. 

The plaintiff maintained that her mar- 
riage with Dr. Bigelow was postponed on 
condition that, in case of his death before 
recovery from what proved to be his last 
sickness, she was 

To Kecelve $150,000 In His Will, 

During his father’s last sickness the 
younger Dr. Bigelow took from his own 
property large amounts of money, which 
he gave to his father for certain western 
speculations, which resulted disastrously. 
When he saw that the loan worried his 
father he tore up the notes, amounting to 
almost $200,000. 

Therefore, 1t would seem if he had lost 
the present suit he would have paid out on 
his father’s account from his property the 
sum of $400,000, 

In this contest Samuel Hoar, son of the 
late Judge Hoar, counsel for the Boston 
and Albany railroad, a fellow of Harvard 
university and one of the best known law- 
yersinthe state, has had pitted against 
him Harvey D. Hadlock, well known in 
Washington and New York, as well as in 


Boston. The encounters between these 
two lawyers have been numerous and 
spirited. 


Another interesting feature of the trial 
has been that the correspondence between 
Dr. Bigelow and Miss Bartlett has not 
been brought into the case. <A large pack- 
age of Dr. Bigelow’s letters, left in the 
care of a personal friend, were brought 
into the courtroom at the first trial, but 
neither the plaintiff nor the defendant or- 
dered them introduced as testimony,

CHICOPEE, Mass., Feb. 27.—The funeral 
of ex-Governor George D. Robinson was 
held in this city yesterday. The whole 
city wasin mourning, flags were at half 
staff, business was nearly at a standstill, 
and all united in showing their love for 
the dead. Most of the big manufacturing 
concerns were shut up all the afternoon. 
| The stores were closed during the funeral 

and the schools had but one session. The 
exercises throughout were very simple, in 
accordance with the wish ofthe family.

A short service was held at the 
house at 1:30 o’clock. The casket was 
then taken to the church, where an oppor- 
tunity was given to view the body, as it 
j lay in state.

A TEXAS LYNCHING BEE 


In Which Two Bad Men Were Promp'ly 
Launched Into Eternity. 
Wicuita Farts, Tex., Feb. 27.—At 8:30 
o’clock last night a mob of several thou- 
sand persons attacked the jail here, where 
Foster Crawford and ‘the Kid” were con- 
fined. After a show of resistance on the 
part of the authorities, the mob battered 
the jail doors and forcibly took possession 

of the prisoners. 

The two men were taken to the bank 
which they attempted torob Tuesday, and 
improvised scaffolds were erected. The 
firstimpulse of the half-crazed mob was 
to burn the prisoners, but the calmer 
counsel prevailed. 

All this time “the Kid’’ was jeering at 
the audience, laughing and cursing. He 
never quivered. He was asked to say 
what he wanted and was told he would be 
given a hearing. He said: “By God, 
that’s all right. If you are impatient, 
swing me up now. I ain't afraid to die, 
not a d—d bit of it. Pull the rope, by 
God.” 

“The Kid,” or Younger Lewis, as he at 
the last moment said his nume was, con- 
tinued chatting and laughing with the 
crowd, poking fun at them and cursing 
for a moment, and then some one yelled: 
“Time is up!” 

“The Kid” said: “I am 0 years old 
and robbed that d—d bank. Iam dead 
game and ready to die. Go ahead.” 

In an instant he was pulled up above 
the throng. _ He never quivered or kicked. 
He just went upin the air. Men on tho 
frontier for years and years said thata 
nervier man never died. He was the cool- 
est man in all the great throng. 

All the while Crawford was a spectator 
of the scene. He began to weaken and 
confessed, giving valuable information. 
He placed the responsibility for the crime 
on “The Kid.” 

When the crowd began to look for a 
second rope he begged for whisky. It was 
given him. He talked and then begged 
for more. He then addressed the crowd 
in Comanche, English and Spanish. 
Those who understood, say his utterances 
were incoherent. The rope soon arrived, 
and it was put about his neck. 

He fell eitherin a faint or from the ef- 
fects of the liquor he had drank. He was 
soon strung up, along with his companion, 
and their bodies are still dangling in mid- 
air.

New York, Feb. 27.—Manifestations of 
the much-talked-of revolution in the Sal- 
vation Army took a more definite form 
yesterday. Major Peter Glen, the oldest 
office in point of service on the head- 
quarters statf, who for several years has 
had charge of the fleld department, sent 
in his resignation, together with that of 
his wife’s.

War Affairs Said to Be Conducted on a Strict

New York, Feb. 27.—This country is 
approaching a crisis in its relations to 
Spain and Cuba, says the Washington 
correspondent of The Herald. In addition 
to the action of the senate, foreshadowed 
by the speeches made from day to day in 
that body, it is now considered certain 
that the house will adopt an even more 
advanced attitude toward the Cuban ques- 
tion. 

The foreign affairs committee of the 
house, if is reported, will agree upon a 
resolution requesting President Cleveland 
tointervenein behalf of peace in Cuba. 
Mr. Cleveland has a strong sympathy for 
the Cubans. It has been said, however, 
that he has given a tacit promise to Spain 
that there will be no interference by this 
government until the rainy season has 
put a stop to active military operations. 

This promise holds good, however, only 
until June. It has long been President 
Cleveland’s intention to intervene at that 
time, it is said, unless the rebellion should 
be crushed in the meantime, and he de- 
termined that when he did take action in 
the matter, it would be of the sort likely

An Extraordinary Wager. 

The series of bravado bets which have 
been so frequent in Paris reached a cli- 
max when a shop assistant, named Alex- 
ander, laid a wager of 600 francs that 
he would swallow a yard of galvanized 
iron stove piping. The bet was accept- 
ed and witnesses and referee appoint- 
ed. Alexander and one of the witnesses 
went to buy the piping, which was 
about one-sixteenth of an inch in thick- 
ness and five inches in diameter. Alex- 
ander took it to a whitesmith and re- 
quested him to file it down“into a pow- 
der in the presence of the witness, who 
subsequently carried it to a cafe in the 
Rue de Ja Chapelle, where the operation 
of swallowing the filings was carried 
out. Quite 100 persons attended as spec- 
tators. Alexander divided the filings 
into five portions, placed them in five 
glasses of beer and tossed them off at 
intervals of ten minutes. He played 
cards during the process of drinking, 
and when the last glass of beer and _ its 
metallic addition had been consumed 
the bet was declared won and the 500 
francs handed over to him. He stated 
afterward that he felt no inconvenience 
whatever from the feat.—Paris Letter.

Saco, Me., Feb. 27.—The striking weav- 
ers of the York corporation were notified 
yesterday by Agent Page that the mills 
will start up next Monday at the usual 
hour. The striking operatives will hold a 
meeting tomorrow, when it will be de- 
cided whether or not they will return. 
The agent has made no concessions to the 
strikers, and if they return it will be under 
the old schedule, 


Forced to Assign. 

BANGOR, Me., Feb. 27. — The Bangor 
Pulp and Paper company, which operates 
the pulp and paper mills at Basin Mills, 
Orono, made an assignment yesterday. 
This week the creditors, especially the em- 
ployes, who had about six weeks’ pay due 
them, began to press the firm, and it was 
found necessary to make an assignment, 
The amounts of liabilities and assets are 
unknown.

Some light upon this subject is afforded 
by the Cuban general, Dr. Joaquin Cas- 
tillo, who arrived in this city within the 
past three days ona mission from the in- 
surgents inthe fleld. Dr. Castillo states 
that the insurgents 
service of coast inspection under which 
careful outlook is constantly maintained 
for arriving expeditions from foreign ports. 

There is acarefully organized band of 
coast inspectors, with armed assistants, 
who patrol the beaches or watch the gulf 
and ocean from the hill-tops. Thus it is 
that approaching expeditions, although 
not heralded in advance, are reasonably 
sure of finding compatriots soon after 
landing at any point upon the island. 

Dr. Castillo states that there has been a 
new reorganization of the insurgent army 
and of the different services of the rebel- 
lion. The army is composed of five bodies. 
The first and second are in the eastern re- 
gion; the third is in Camaguey, the fourth 
isin Las Villas, and the fifth in Habana 
and Pinar del Rio. These bodies are 
divided into sections, the sections into 
brigades, the brigades into regiments and 
the regiments into battalions. They also 
have annexed tothem bodies of military 
engineers, health sections and military ad- 
ministration. 

Every important column has an en- 
gineer’s section, who direct the construc- 
tion of trenches and make the designs of 
the different localities. Each column, ac- 
cording to its importance, has one or more 
physicians. Antonio Maceo’s had five 
when he invaded Las Villas. Every phy- 
sician has three practitioners at his com- 
mand, and each of the latter has three 
letter carriers. With each doctor goesa 
mule laden with two medicine chests and 
the necessary surgical instruments. The 
wounded are never kept crowded in one 
place. When circumstances permit, large 
and ventilated huts are built, where at 
most four wounded are placed, thus avoid- 
ing accumulation of persons so contrary 
to sanitation and favorable results. 

Duties of Prefects, 

The military administration 1s com- 
plete, and is in charge of prefects who pro- 
vide the columns of their prefectures with 
vegetables, meat and salt. The prefects 
also have care of the postoffice stations, 
each office having one chief and several 
messengers ready to carry any message or 
document whenever necessary, said mes- 
sengers always requiring a receipt of the 
hour in which they deliver any document. 
Prefects take care also of the depots for 
horses, which are many, some depots hay- 
ing 700 horses in good condition. They 
also oversee the farms worked by the 
rebels. The employes of these farms 
make Majagua ropes and mats for the 
cavalry. 

The prefects keep books in which they 
register the births, marriages and deaths 
in their respective jurisdictions; they act 
also as judges, and they legalize marriages 
with their presence at such ceremonies, 
They keep also booksin which are the 
names of all men useful for the war, thus 
easily replacing the men who die or are 
killed in the ranks, always preferring 
single men or those who have small fami- 
lies and least necessities, 

They have tanyards, shoe and leather 
factories, carpenter and ironsmith shops, 
and armories sald to be as good asin the 
cities, one in Camaguey deserving special 
mention. 

There is a body of auditors or war 
judges, the chief of whom is the lawyer 
from Holguin, L. D. Frexes. Every brigade 
has one auditor. 

The order and discipline of the Cuban 
army are said to be good; the camps are 
in good order; the drums are beaten at 
daybreak, and the tattoo at8 p.m. In 
the general headquarters these exercises 
are rendered lively by the bands of music 
of which there are several. General Cas- 
tillo says the spirits of the patriots in the 
field are enthusiastic, and they sustain 
strong hopes of final vistory.

New Yorks, Feb. 28.—At an adjourned 
meeting of the annual meeting of the New 
York Yacht club, with 40 yacht owners 
present and about 600 members crowding 
the clubhouse, Lord Dunraven was ex- 
pelled from membership in the club by a 
vote of 39 to 1, the one being the sloop 
yacht Oriva, owned by Chester Munroe. 

It was rumored that a letter embodying 
aresignation was on its way from the 
owner of the Valkyrie, but it was not in 
evidence when the meeting was called te 
order at.8:30 by Commodore Brown. 

The only member of the board of inves- 
tigation which carefully considered Lord 
Dunraven's charges of fraudulent practices 
on the part of the owners of the victorious 
Yankee craft, Defender, present was 
George L. Rives. The model room of the 
clubhouse was choked up with the meim- 
bers, who were anxious to join the yacht 
owners, who could decide the issue, in 
sending the Irish earl to Coventry 

As soon as the meeting was called to or- 
der by Commodvre E. M. Brown, Captain 
Lewis Cass Ledyard requested that his 
motion calling for the resignation of Lord 
Dunraven from the New York Yacht 
club, which he proposed two weeks ago, 
should be withdrawn.

The commission has also found that thefacts 
upon which Lord Dunraven acted, acco.ding 
to his own statement, furnished no justifica 
tion for making such a charge. 

We deem it to be among the unquestioned 
rules which regulate the course of gentlemen 
that when one finds that he has been led by 
mistake to cast unjust imputations upen the 
character of another, he should promptly 
make such reparation as remains in his power 
by acknowledging his error, withdrawing the 
imputations nad expressing his regrets. Such 
reparation to Mr. Iselin and his associates, the 
Earl of Dunraven, after a full opportunity, has 
failed to make. 

It further appears from the evidence, in- 
cluding Lord Dunraven's own admissions, that 
at the time of the cup races he intentionally 
refrained from making the charge formally, 
or making any protest, as required by the 
rules, because it was impossible for him to 
verify the charge, and he was unwilling to 
take the responsibility of entertaining it. 

It is open to discussion that when gentlemen 
are engaged in any sport, and one suspects an- 
other of foul play, he is bound to make the 
charge then, andin such form and manner as 
to assume full responsibility therefor, or there 
after to remain silent. 

It further appears that in print and in publio 
speech Lord Dunraven has sought to justify 
the making of the charge by numerous mis- 
representations of fact. He has been forced 
himself to admit the untruth of most of these, 
yet he stubbornly refuses to retract the in- 
jurious inferences drawn from them. 

The representatives of this club engaged in 
the international "ht races with Lord Dun 
raven, as the representative of English yachts- 
men, upon the footing of mutual confidence 
and honor. He has requited their courtesy 
and confidence by distrust, suspicion, un 
founded imputations of fraud and refusal of 
reparation 

Lord Dunraven, by his course, has forfeited 
the high esteem which led to his election as an 
honorary member of this club; therefore, 

Resolved, That the privileges of honorary 
membership heretofore extended to the Earl 
of Dunraven are hereby withdrawn, and that 
his name be removed from the list of honorary 
members of the club. 


An Explanation, 


In introducing the above resolution, 
Rear Commodore Ledyard said: ‘At the 
last meeting of the club I introduced a 
resolution which called upon the Earl of 
Dunraven to resign his honorary mem- 
bershipin the club. It seemed then more 
consistent with the courtesies and digni- 
fied and careful way in which all this sub- 
ject has been treated by the New York 
Yacht club. Ido not think that there has 
ever beenin the mind of any member of 
the club an idea that we should accept 
any resignation by Lord Dunrayen, unless 
it was accompanied by a full, ample and 
complete apology <nd a retraction of his 
charges. 

“When I suggested, by the introduction 
of my resolution, that Lord Dunraven’s 
resignation should be requested, I had in 
mind a resignation to be given by him in 
answer toa demand by the club, not a 
resignation such as any member in good 
standing could tender and expect to have 
accepted. The communications which we 
have received since the last meeting show 
that Lord Dunraven has not accepted the 
result of this inquiry. He is still carping, 
still hedging, still evading and still insist- 
ing that he saw with his eyes what we 
know he never did see, as has been con- 
clusively proved,

AN HISTORIC. STREET 


An Interesting and Valuable 
Paper by Edward 4. Dewson, 


Hancock Street for Period Covering’ 


257 Years. 


Each Estate to be Taken up Separ- 
ately and History Given. 


(Continued from Feb 25.) 

Returning to the “junction of Han- 
cock and Adams streets, we will again 
journey southward taking the estates 
on our left hand or the east side of the 
street. It will be remembered that all 
the land on this side, from this point 
to the training field or meeting-house 
green, (twenty-eight acres,) was in 1640 
granted to John Dassitt, by the town 
of Boston. Mr. Marsh says: The 
first house we find on this side was 
built by Samuel Littlefield, the house 
previously standing on this site, 
having been burned in 1835-6. Later, 
it was successively owned by Gideon 
F. Thayer and his son, then by F. E. 
Edson and J. Alba Davis and lastly by 
Cotton Center Johnson in 1863. <A 
little farther south, near the 
in the sidewalk of the E. B. 
estate, there stood soon after the 
of the war of 1776, the house of 
Pray. 

We have not the date of its erection. 
Pattee states that Pray manufactured 
shoes there, being the first who 
engaged in that business in this town. 

The old house was brought in the 
seventies, by Lysander S. Richards 
who removed it to Alleyne terrace, 
corner of Alleyne and Hancock streets, 
where it now stands remodeled. Next, 
is the house of the late Edwin B. Pratt. 
This is of modern construction. Pratt 
brought of Francis M. Johnson. He, 
of Warren Marsh, who from 
Boston and built it in the early fifties. 

We come next to the house of Mrs. 
L. G. Horton, built by Ebenezer 
Chamberlain a little later than 1811. 
It is of the first type. A piazza has 
been added. 

Near it is a small two story house of 
modern appearance. It was 
Mr. Horton's bake house. 

In 1760, it was voted to remove the 
schoolhouse of the North Precinct 
“to nigh the ten mile stake to be 
placed in the road convenient as may.” 
Its location was near the above house. 
It stood partly in the present road, 
where it remained until 1795. Pattee 
“the third schoolhouse was 
erected on Hancock street opposite the 
ten mile post in 1763. It was to be 
placed there provided John Beal will 
allow a piece of land in exchange for 
the land where the old pound stood. 

The next house, is a modification of 
the first type, inasmuch as it is only 
one room deep, and has an addition on 
one-half of the rear, but it is lacking 
in simplicity. It was built by Charles 
Newcomb soon after 1811. In 15827, it 
was owned by his son George, later 
Thomas Adams became its owner. He 
was high sheriff of Norfolk county.

The next house was built by Moses 
R. Marsh in1817. It also is a modi- 
fication of the first type, somewhat 
modernized. It is the property and 
residence of Doctor John A. Gordon. 
Beyond it, there was for many years 
the shoe shop of the Marsh’s, later 
removed to Faxon avenue. 

The next house was built by 
Edmund Marsh a little earlier than the 
other. Saville avenue has been opened 
south of it. The house is a 
specimen of the modified first type, 
unchanged and well preserved. Henry 
H. Faxon brought this property and 
erected a wheelwright and blacksmith 
shop near Doctor Gordon’s line. Later,

Doctor Gordon acquired it ahd re- 
moved the shop. 
The Marsh’s were grantees from 


John Whitney and Joseph H. Dorr, 
Boston, and Jonathan Webb, Quincy. 

The next estate was sold by Jona- 
than Webb Oct. 19, 1816, to Josiah 
Saville, father of the late George 
Saville. The house was built on the 
south corner of Saville avenue soon 
after. Originally it was of the first 
type. In 1855 a new roof was put on. 
Other changes have altered and im- 
proved the appearance very much. It 
was bought by Cotton C. Johnson in 
1867. The present owner is John O. 
Hall. 

The next house on the corner of 
Faxon avenue was built by Johnson 
since 1867 on the site of the blacksmith 
shop of Josiah Savil.

True 
love to God can scarcely be conceived of 
without a burning desire that all should 
know and love Him. 

2. Loyalty to Christ includes love to | 
humanity. Christ died for the world. 
For His sake we must love those for |} 
whom He died. This is taught in the 
parable contained in the topical refer- | 
ence, that of the good Samaritan. We | 
are to love all men regardless of their | 
nationality or their religious denomina- 
tions. The man who fell among the} 
thieves was of different nationality and | 
different religion from the good Samari- | 
tan, but he did not hesitate to help him | 
on that account. He saw a fellow being | 
before him needing his help, and utter- | 
ly regardless of all other considerations | 
he gave him the help he needed. We! 
should love our neighbors—all men—as | 
ourselves. This does not mean that we} 
are to share everything that we have 
with them, but that we should do unto 
others what we would that they should 
do unto us. The golden rule is the key 
our ourselves. 
We should love humanity practically. | 
We should help the needy, strive to re- 
claim and uplift the fallen and to lead } 
them to a saving knowledge of Christ |

Of the number thus precipitated, over 50 
were more or less injured. As soon as or- 
der had been partially restored, all the 
doctors available were obtained, and the 
wounded persons either taken to their 
homes or to the several hospitals. 

It was reported that Nelson Maynard 
had been killed. Butit later proved that 
he had suffered injury of the spine and 
was paralyzed.

NEW HAVEN, Feb. 29.—The corset fac- 
tory of Mayer, Strouse & Co. of this city, 
employing 1200 operatives, will begin run- 
ning on eight hours’ time on Monday. 
The reduction from 10 to8 hours is made 
necessary by the poor demand for goods. 
This is only the third time in 30 years that 
the company has been obliged to run on 
short time.

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OLD GLORY INSULTED, 


Spanish Officers Searched a Boston 
Vessel Off Cuba’s Coast, 


Said They Were Looking For 
Two Deserters. 


Gun Trained Upon Yankees, Who Lost Twenty- 
Four Hours’ Time. 


Boston, Feb. 29.—Captain Warner and 
First Mate Pritchard of the three-masted 
schooner Navarino of this city are at pres- 
sent the two most angry men along the 
water front. They are talking fight with 
& vengeance, and the object of their wrath 
is the Spanish government, or, more par- 
ticularly, its naval representatives in 
Cuba. According to their story, an insult 
has been shown the American flag. 

The complaint is no less a one than that 
of being overhauled by a Spanish gunboat 
while under sail for this port, and forced 
to drop anchor, while Spanish officers and 
marines searched the schooner for desert- 
ers. The gunboust’'s guns were trained 
upon the vessel! all the time, and that, too, 
while the Stars and Stripes were flying 
from the masthead. The story of the out- 
rage, as First Mate Pritchard tells it, is as 
follows: 

“With a cargoof sugar we left Manzan- 
illa, Cuba, on Jan. 24, with a Spanish 
pilot at the wheel. The following after- 
noon, while half way between Manzanilla 
and Cape Cruz, a small Spanish gunboat, 
of about 50 tons, was noticed bearing 
down upon us. To our surprise we uo- 
ticed that a swivel gun had been trained 
upon us. Our pilot 

Told Us to Set Oar Colors, 
and ‘Old Glory’ was soon flying in the 
breeze. We sent our anchors overboard 
and waited an explanation of the affair. 

“In a few moments a boat was lowered 
from the war vessel, and a second leuten- 
ant, pilot and two Spanish marines came 
aboard. We were then told, through our 
Spanish pilot, who acted as an interpreter, 
that they were in search of two marines 
who had deserted from the gunboat and 
Were suppesed to be on our vessel. 

“They stayed with us half an hour, and 
all the while the swivel gun was trained 
our way. Meanwhile, the tide had turned 
against us, and we were forced to stay 
there for 24 hours longer. Ido not know 
the name of the gunboat.” 

The Spanish consul in this city, Jose 
MaLuch, has no information concerning 
the affair other than that furnished by 
the officers of the Navarino. He is ex- 
ceedingly discreet in all statements, and 
has nothing to say concerning any in- 
structions to Spanish naval officers. If 
he knows of such instructions, he is suffi- 
ciently diplomatic to remain silent. 


A Statement From Whitney. 

JACKSON, Miss., Feb. 29.—The Clarion- 
Ledger prints a letter from W. C. Whit- 
ney of New York, in which he says: “I 
learn that W.S. McAllister has been cir- 
culating in your city a petition requesting 
me to become a candidate for the presi- 
dential nomination of the Democratic 
party. In the course of the controversy 
which naturally arose from such efforts 
on his part, he speaks of himself as one of 
the ‘principle managers of the Whitney 
movement in this state’ (Mississippi). I 
desire to disclaim any knowledge of any 
such movement, and I request any friend 
It is doubtless in- 
tended in 4 friendly spirit, but has not my 
approval or concurrence.” 


Help From Honduras. 

MANAGUA, Feb. 29.—There is great re- 
joicing here over news that has just beer 
received from Tegucigaipa, the capital of 
Honduras, that Honduras will send 2000 
troops to aid the government of Nicaragua 
to suppress the revolt of the Leonists. 
President Bonilla of Honduras is a warm 
personal friend of President Zelaya, and 
he has made himself the most popular 
man in the hearts of the people of Mana- 
gua by this act. 


Look For Long Fight. 

BALTIMORE, Feb. 29.—The ranks of the 
striking garment workers were enlarged 
by the addition of 400 men yesterday. 
Strikers say that 800 Bohemian tailors 
will be recruited to the ranks Monday. 
This will increase the number of strikers 
to about 6200. The leaders of the strike 
say that there is not the slightest possi- 
bility of the strike being settled very soon. 
They look for a long fight. 


Unfortunate Thaw. 

ALBANY, Feb. 29.—The ice harvest here 
was progressing rapidly till Thursday 
night, when a disastrous thaw set in, and 
unless a heavy frost comes at once, the 
present crop will be destroyed. Five deal- 
eas have nearly 100,000 tons in; this makes 
so far about one-half of the full crop. 
The ice is of excellent quality, clear as 
crystal and ranges from 12 to 16 inches in 
thickness. 


Brutal Street Murder. 

New York, Feb. 29.—In a fit of insane 
jealousy, Thomas Cooley, 23 years old, of 
this city, shot and mortally wounded Miss 
Kate Flynn, 27 years of age, last night, at 
the corner of Second avenue and Seventy- 
ninth street. The woman 1s in a dying 
condition and the man was arrested. Tle 
affair was unusually bratal, no less than 
half a dozen bullets taking effect. 


Crisp’s Ambition. 

ATLANTA, Feb. 29.—Ex-Speaker Crisp is 
outina letter to the Democrats of the 
Third congressional district, announcing 
that he will not again be a candidate for 
representative, but will instead be a can- 
didate for United States senator. He says 
it is his ambition to represent Georgia in 
the senate. 

Going Abroad. 

CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., Feb. 29.—Prince 
and Princess Troubetzskoy left Cobham 
yesterday for New York, whence they sail 
on the Werra.

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‘VERDICT OF CONGRESS 


Almost Unanimously In Favor of In- 
dependence For Cuba, 


Granting of Belligerency En- 
dorsed by Senate. 


Cuban Excitement Now at Its Height at the 
Nation’s Capital. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 29.—The senate, yes- 
terday afternoon, by a vote of 64 to 6, 
adopted these resolutions with regard to 
Cuba, which earlier in the day had been 
agreed upon in the senate committee on 
foreign relations: <y 

Resolved, By the senate (the house of repre- 
sentatives concurring) that in the opinion of 
congress a condition of public war exists be- 
tween the government of Spain and the gov- 
ernment prociaimed and for some time main- 
tained by force of arms by the people of Cuba, 
and that the United States of America should 
maintain a strict neutrality between the con- 
tending powers, according each all the rights 
of belligerents in the ports and tefritory of 
the United States. 

Resolved, That the friendly offices of the 
United States should be offered by the presi- 
dent to the Spanish government for the recog- 
nition of the independence of Cuba. 

The detailed vote on the final passage of 
the resolutions is as follows:

When the result was announced, the 


densely packed galleries broke into long- 
continued applause, which the vice presi- 
dent checked with difficulty. The result 
was reached after a day of fervid speeches, 
which at times aroused the crowd of spec- 
tators to enthusiastic demonstrations. 
The keen public interest in the subject 
was evinced by the presence of the largest 
crowd since congress assembled. 

The representatives of foreign powers 
were numerously in attendance, the oc- 
cupants of the diplomatic gallery includ- 
ing Ministers Mendonca of Brazil, Hatch 
of Hawall, Lazzod Arriaga of Guatemala, 
Rengifo of Colombia and Von Kettler of 
the German embassy. Dupuy de Lome 
was not present, but twoof the attaches 
of the Spanish legation occupied seats 
with the other diplomats. 

The main feature of the debate was the 
speech of Senator Sherman, chairman of 
the committee on foreign relations. Asa 
rule, the veteran senator from Ohio speaks 
with reserve and conservatism, so that it 
was the more surprising when he ar- 
raigned Spain and her governor general— 
Weyler—in the most merciless and scath- 
ing language. Mr. Sherman read specific 
instances in which Weyler was pictured as 
stripping young girl captives and mak- 
ing them dance before the Spanish troops. 

Other speeches were made by Mr. Lind- 
say (Ky.), Lodge (Mass.), Caffery (La.) 
and Allen (Neb.). ; 

The Debate. 


Considerable significance is rightfully 
attached to the speeches of Lindsay and 
Shermanin the senate. The former was 
closeted with the president for a long 
time Thursday night, and, although he 
declines to voice the chief executive’s at- 
titude, itis inferred that so good an ad- 
ministration man as the Kentucky sen- 
ator would not willingly antagonize the 
president. Sherman's experience in deal- 
ing with foreign relations and generally 
conservative course naturally strengthens 
the position of the Cuban sympathizers. 

Mr. Lindsay did not think that in the 
present emergency the subject ought to be 
controlled in any way by the past conduct 
of Spain to the United States. It was, in 
one sense, a question of humanity. War 
was being carried on at the very doors of 
the United § ates between the people of 
Cuba and the Spanish government, and it 
would result either in the independence of 
Cuba or in the utter destruction of her 
people. 

Expressions of sympathy would avail 
nothing to the Cuban insurrectionists. 
If the United States intended to take any 
step to bring about s condition of affairs 
in Cuba different from that which had 
existed during the last 70 years, that step 
should be in the direction of the ultimate 
independence of Cuba. 

Mr. Sherman sent to the clerk’s desk 
and had read extracts from a Spanish 
book, printed in a New York newspaper, 
reciting horrible cruelties charged against 
Weyler—some of the incidents being so 
bad that he directed the clerk to omit 
them. He spoke of these deeds as barbar- 
ous atrocities and as inhuman cruelties, 
and said that Weyler was a demon rather 
than a general. 

He denounced the idea of putting such 
& man in command of 100,000 troops to ride 
rough-shod, kill and slaughter a feeble 
body of people; and he declared (in the 
most solemn terms) that if this kind of 
policy is pursued by Spain in Cuba, and if 
the people of the United States be in- 
formed of it, there is no earthly power 
that will prevent the people of the United 
States from going over to that island, run- 
ning all over its length and breadth, and 
driving out from it those robbers and im- 
itators of the worst men that ever lived 
in the world. [Applause from crowds in 
the gallery.] ‘If,’ Mr. Sherman con- 
tinued, ‘‘Weyler carries out his projected 
plan, there is not a country in this hem- 
isphere that will not contribute to put an 
end to this violence.” 

Senator Gallinger’s speech was especially 
bitter. “I shall vote,” said he, “for the 
strongest resolutions that may be pre- 
sented in this chamber,” and he closed 
with an eloquent peroration on free Cuba, 

Senator Lodge said that the committes 
would probably accept the amendment 
looking to the United States taking the 
first step toward recognition of the indo- 
pendence of Cubs. Such action, Mr. 
Lodge declared, would be supported by the 
American people without a dissenting 
Voice and would meet the cordial approval 
of the civilized world. 

Senator Frye declared that he was hu- 
miliated to have this free republic doing 
police duty on the sea for the wickedest 
despotism on the face of the civilized 
earth. He recognized the supremacy of 
the law, but wished that the Almighty

I regard all appeals 
tothe sympthy of our people by holding 
up dreadful pictures of the cruelties of 
Spain in the past as -altogether out of 
place in this present discussion. 

Cuban Matter Rested. 

There was an enthusiastic demonstra- 
tion in the house when Secretary Cox of 
the senate, shortly before 5 o'clock, ap- 
peared and announced the passage by the 
upper branch of congress of the Cuban re- 
solutions, but the matter did not come up 
in any other form during the day. After 
encountering the unexpected opposition 
of Mr. Boutelle, Thursday, the house 
leaders concluded to postpone taking up 
the resolutions until the legislative bill 
was disposed of. 

The whole day in the house was spent 
in the consideration of the legislative ap- 
propriation bill, and considerable progress 
was made. An agreement was reached 
| whereby the billto change the compensa- 
tion of United States attorneys and 
| marshals from the fee to the salary system 
is to be offered as an amendment to this 
bill. 

An amendment, offered by Mr. Tawney 
(Rep., Minn.), to provide that the mem- 
| bers shall have $100 a month for clerk hire 


| throughout the year, instead of during the 
sessiois only, as is now the case, provoked 
| the charge that it was a “salary grab.” 

Mr. Payne (Rep., N. Y.), who was in 
the chair, ruled it out on a point of order 
An attempt was made to overrule the 
chair, but he was sustained by a vote of 
102 to 43. The provision for senators’ 
clerks was then stricken out, with the 
avowed intention of effecting an ‘‘equita- 
ble adjustment’ with the senate later. 

The house foreign affairs committee 
were desirous to bring forward the Cuban 
| resolution in the house and pass it with- 

out delay, but Cuba was obliged to yield 
precedence to the legislative, executive 
and judicial appropriation bills, which 
had already been given the floor by a spec- 
fal order from the committee on rules 
Chairman Hitt was surrounded by mem- 
bers as soon as he arrived at the house, all 
| of them urging him to press the resolu- 
| tions at the first opportunity. 
| ‘This will be done, it being the present 
| plan to call up the resolution as soon as 
the appropriation bill is disposed of. ‘Two 
days will be a reasonable time for that 
bill, so that the Cuban question may be 
| debated on Monday. Little opposition to 
the resolution is expected, and that 
mostly of u technical sort, some members 
Questioning whether recognition will be 
of practical benefit to the rebels. Mr. 
McCreary (Ky.) and Mr. Honey (Miss.) 
| contended in the committee that the reso- 
lution should be made a joint instead of a 
concurrent one. 

The house elections committee No. 1 de- 
cided toreportin favor of unseating Mr. 
Robbins (Dem.) of the Fourth district of 
| Alabama, and giving his seat to W. F 
Aldrich, the contestant, who was sup- 

ported by Republicans and Populists. 
| ‘Lhe decision was reached by a party vote, 
the Republicans claiming that ballot box 
stufling was practiced. 

The house committee on naval affairs 
| yesterday held its first full meeting to 
consider the naval appropriation bill. It 
| Was resolved to provide for an increase of 
| 1000 in the force of enlisted men to meet 
the demands of the new ships to be placed 
in commission. 
| ‘The house committee of naval affairs de 
cided in favor of extending the sea wall at 
the torpedo station at Newport, R. L, at 
an expense of $15,000.
